Is the United States going to foster and protect 
its coal tar dye and chemical industry, or is the 
Government going to continue to pursue its wishy- 
washy, namby-pamby attitude, which will ultimately 
result in delivering this important industry into the 
hands of foreign competitors?

Our national security, now 
and forevermore, demands that we take every pre- 
caution to insure that our chemical industry be made 
a real American industry, uncontaminated by for- 
eign influence and protected against the insidious 
onslaughts of foreigners. 


The United States is by no means alone in its 
fear of German dye and chemical competition. It 
took a cosmic upheaval to bring the nations of the 
world to a true comprehension of what dependency 
on German-made dyes and chemicals really por- 
tended. France, England and Belgium have 
learned the lesson so poignantly and pointedly taught 
them by Germany’s chemical warfare. Is the United 
States to forget? 


It is one of life’s peculiar anomalies that the 
power of destruction represented by a munitions- 
making plant also embodies within itself means for 
the manufacture of products indispensable to the 
every-day life of a peace-loving people. To convert 
a munitions factory to one for the production of life- 
giving chemicals is a comparatively simple task. The 
Processes used in the manufacture of high powered 
explosives, with slight modification, can be made to 
serve for the manufacture of a large variety of dyes. 
_ We should safeguard our chemical and dyestuff 
industry for peace no less than for war. We are not 
4 jingoistic nation, though we harbor many jingoes 
mour midst. Our internal well being and happiness 
epend on our prosperity. Our prosperity, in turn, 
pends on our international trade relations—for- 
eign trade. Any step taken toward encouraging and 
aiding in the building up of any American industry 
‘Sa step in the direction of making our citizenry 
more happy ~nd more contented by enabling them to

work more steadily. 
reaction that follows in the wake of discontent and 
dissatisfaction. These are but corollaries of oppres- 
sion and the pauperism that comes with the break- 
ing down of the industrial structure. A nation that 
is busily engaged in turning the wheels of industry 
offers barren soil for the growth of radical germs. 

Our dye and chemical industry is now playing a 
prominent part in the international commerce of the 
United States. Chemicals, drugs, dyes, medicines 
and acids swelled the total value of our exports for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 last to the extent of 
$159,009,927, this contrasting with $148,053,531 
for the 1918 fiscal year. Ann analysis of the statis- 
tics furnishes the illuminating fact that the greatest 
part of the 1919 increase was due to the larger vol- 
ume of dyes this country shipped abroad. 


Our dyes and chemical industry is indeed grow- 
ing. It will not develop much more, however, if the 
requisite fertilizer, in the shape of complete protec- 
tion against foreign competition, is not forthcoming. 
Deprived of the nourishing elements that this Gov- 
erment alone can supply, the coal tar dye and chemi- 
cal industry of the United States will shrivel and fali 
easy prey to the destroying slugs and insects of for- 
eign competition. 

Dr. Charles L. Parsons, who recently made an 
extended tour of Itaiy, Switzerland, Germany, 
France, Belgium and Great Britian, had one dom- 
inant thought uppermost in his mind when he re- 
turned to this country. This was that the dye and 
chemical industry of the United States, if not safe- 
guarded in positive fashion against foreign compe- 
tition, would be submerged by the German industry 
in less than two years’ time. What he personally 
saw on his trip through Germany left no doubt of 
this in his mind. 

German dye imports must be restricted. The 
underground channels by which German-made 
colors are now being brought into the United States 
in contravention of the law should be permanently 
closed. Those who smuggle dyes illegally into this 
country by ways that are dark and devious are no 
friends of the United States. They seek but to un- 
dermine an important key industry that serves us 
as a bulwark of protection. Talk about America 
is empty that does not have as its foundation a sin- 
cere desire for the upbuilding of American industries. 
It is the action that counts. Those who have the 
true interests of this country at heart do not eagerly 
scan ships’ manifests for dyes and chemicals that 
they have purchased in Germany. 

France has developed a system for protecting her 
dye industry against German competition that af- 
fords no loophole for the entry of products that are 
not wanted. The British Parliament will soon pass 
in revised form the measure to restrict the importa- 
tion of German dyes that was recently found un- 
constitutional. The United States? Too busy 
playing partisan politics to give a thought to na- 
tional policies. America, wake up! 








Foreign Trade for the Fiscal Year 


The economic position in which the United States 
finds itself at the present time, and an index of 
what the future holds in store, can be gathered from 
our foreign trade figures for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1920. With the gradual resumption of 
industrial activity among the nations of Europe ‘has 
come a decided change in the complexion of our 
imports and exports. From a trade balance of 
over four billion dollars in 1919, we have fallen 
this year to a trade balance of about three billion 
dollars in our favor. The influences exerted by the 
war are lessening in effect, and it is now possible to 
discern the re-establishment of pre-war competition 
in many markets. As production in the countries of 
Europe is restored to normal our favorable trade 
balance can be expected to decrease. 

Among the Reporter commodities that served to 
decrease our trade balance this year are oils and 
gums, nitrates, dyewoods and nuts. Fertilizer ma- 
terials we imported during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1920, to a value of $782,945, more 
than ten times the value of the fertilizers imported 
in 1919, which amounted in value to only $72,087. 


These figures do not include nitrate of soda, which 


“showed a falling off in value in 1920, the total be- 


ing $40,314,969, as against $68,229,548 in 1919. 


Alizarin and alizarin dyes imported during the 
last fiscal year amounted to 257,841 pounds, valued 
at $103,266, as against 11,797 pounds, valued at 
$13,286, in 1919. Other colors or dyes, not spe- 
cifically itemized, imported during 1920 totaled 
2,785,904 pounds, valued at $3,775,216, an in- 
crease over the year preceding, when the figures were 
1,934,021 pounds, valued at $2,753,116. In this 
connection, it is interesting to note that of the colors 
and dyes not itemized we imported from Germany 
in 1920 products to a value of $334,955; from 
Switzerland, $2,500,933; from the United King- 
dom, $567,258; from other countries, $372,070. 
The question that comes to mind is this: —With in- 
dustrial conditions in Switzerland reputed to be less 
satisfactory than in other countries of Western Eu- 
rope, how is Switzerland in position to ship to the 
United States alone nearly double the quantity of 
dyes and colors shipped by the other nations com- 
bined? A guess is hazarded that a goodly part 
of the dyes shipped here originated in Germany. 

In 1920 we imported 125,608,920 pounds of 
various gums, for which we paid $49,569,615. In 
1919 we paid only $21,786,997 for 76,669,119 
pounds of gum. By far the greatest expenditure in 
1920 was for shellac, of which we imported 34,- 
151,209 pounds, valued at $22,178,484, as 
against 14,268,653 pounds, valued at $6,462,754, 
in 1919. We took crude natural camphor in 1920 
to the extent of 4,025,517 pounds and paid for it 
$5,604,938. In 1919 we imported only 2,622,- 
792 pounds, for which $1,389,768 changed hands. 
Refined and synthetic camphor imported in 1920 
amounted to 1,685,633 pounds, valued at $3,690,- 
496, while in 1919 the figures for these grades of 
camphor were 1,500,357 pounds valued at $2,- 
072,082. 

We are still importing large quantities of opium, 
according to the statistics. In 1919 we took 345,- 
514 pounds, containing 9 per cent. of morphia and 
over, and paid for it $5,166,058. In 1920 we im- 
ported 628,979 pounds, though we paid but little 
more for this greater quantity than we did in 1919, 
the value of the 1920 imports being $5,392,309. 

So far as exports are concerned, a falling off can 
be noted in quite a few commodities. In the group 
comprising chemicals, drugs, dyes and medicines, the 
acids, for example, dropped from a total aggregate 
value of $14,204,831 in 1919 to $6,600,687 in 
1920. The greatest percentage of depreciation is 
noticed in picric acid, which fell from a value of 
$6,565,473 in 1919 to $3,430 in 1920. 

The total value of the dyes and dyestuffs ex- 
ported from the United States during the 1920 
fiscal year was $25,792,565, which compares with 
$17,865,365 in 1919. Our dye industry is begin- 
ning to give a good account of itself. Japan was by 
far the largest customer in both 1919 and 1920, 
taking $4,640,824 worth in the former year and 
$6,666,505 worth in the latter year. Aniline dyes, 
of course, formed the bulk of our exports, the value 
of these dyes shipped abroad in 1920 being $17,- 
130,397, as against a value of $10,183,948 in 
1919. The total value of the chemicals, etc., ex- 
ported in 1920 was $159,009,927, as against 
$148,053,531 in 1919. In 1918 the value of 
our exports in this group reached $180,318,954. 

Various fertilizers to a total of 1,127,293 tons 
were exported in 1920, for which we received from 
foreign nations $32,925,408. This is quite a dif- 
ferent story from that of 1919, when we were able 
to export only 346,944 tons, for which we were 
paid $9,405,242. When we consider the enormous 
sums we pay yearly for Chilean nitrates, it becomes 
readily apparent that the United States has nothing 
to brag about in its fertilizer exports. 

The naval stores industry will be interested to 
learn that it acquitted itself creditably in 1920, in 
that it shipped abroad products to a value of $36,- 
504,797, as against $17,777,497 in 1919. Of 
the aggregate total in 1920, rosin accounted for 
$24,847,724, tar, turpentine and pitch for $535,- 
139 and spirits of turpentine for $11,121,934. 

The paint and varnish industry exported goods 
to a value of $27,766,817 in 1920, which com- 
pares favorably with $23,227,383 in 1919. For 
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2,553,091 gallons of ready mixed paints which 
were sold abroad in 1920 the United States re- 
ceived $5,279,142. Dry colors, such as carbon, 
bone and lampblack, brought to the exporters in 
1920 a total of $4,950,826. Red lead sales to a 
total of $348,007 were made in 1920, which is 
quite a falling off from the 1919 figure of $946,- 
114. White lead exports better than held their 
own, the total value in 1920 being $3,598,935, as 
against $2,337,318 in 1919. 


Lack of space precludes the giving of more com- 
parisons. EJsewhere in this issue will be found a 
tabulation of imports and exports for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1920, which will doubtless prove of 
interest to readers as showing the status of Reporter 
industries so far as foreign trade is concerned. To 
maintain a favorable trade balance it is necessary 
that Reporter industries, among others, develop to 
the utmost their facilities for engaging in foreign 
trade. Particularly in those markets from which we 
are importing large quantities of foodstuffs and raw 
materials should the sale of American manufactured 
products be pushed. Our merchant marine has al- 
ready become quite an important factor in overseas 
transportation, and every inducement is being af- 
forded exporters to ship in American bottoms. What 
this nation does in the immediate future to hold its 
foreign markets is of critical importance. Our grip 
on certain of these markets is already being loosened 
by the enterprise of rival manufacturing nations. 





Restricting Governmental Activities 


Government bureaus are supposed to function for 
the good of the public. Many of them do, some of 
them try to, and a few are handicapped in their 
efforts to render 100 per cent. service to the nation 
by the fact that obstacles not of their own contriv- 
ing block the way. In the last class comes the De- 
partment of Commerce. 


It would not be just to permit the impression to 
go forth that the department is not rendering service 
or trying to render service. In fact, the constructive 
work of the department has proved of inestimable 
value to American business in the past. Its capacity 
for service has by no means been exhausted. 

If the Department of Commerce has not met with 
all the expectations of those who have had occasion 
to seek its assistance and co-operation in the com- 
piling of statistical or other information, it is because 
the appropriations under which the department is 
unctioning are inadequate to provide either in kind 
or in completeness the research and statistical data 
that the business men of this country really need in 
order to keep abreast of changing commercial and 
industrial conditions. 


Inspired by numerous requests on the part of its 
readers, the Reporter sought to obtain from the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce of the 
Department of Commerce certain information rela- 
tive to the imports and exports of commodities in an 
important Reporter industry. It developed that it 
was impossible for the department to supply the 
figures requested, as they were not on file in the 
department’s offices. To compile the data, it would 
be necessary for the department to empioy consid- 
erably more clerks than are now counted among its 
personnel. 


This is indeed a sorry state of affairs. So vital 
a public service as that which can be rendered by 
the Department of Commerce is being curtailed be- 
cause the necessary funds have not been appropri- 
ated that would permit it to function to maximum 
efficiency. The information sought by the Reporter 
is unquestionably of the greatest importance. The 
officials of the Department of Commerce agree that 
the business men who seek this information would be 
benefited immeasurably if it could be compiled. But 
their hands are tied. They find it rather difficult to 
maintain the present activities of the department, let 
alone expand at this time by the taking on of further 
duties. 


If all the various enterprises and manifold activi- 
ties of the government were being carried on eco- 
nomically, without financial waste, then the Reporter 
could not with justice complain of the quality of the 
co-operation the department is forced to render. It 








would bow its head and submit to the conditions im- 
posed upon the nation’s business, if true economy 
were being served. But, unfortunately, evidences of 
waste and misuse of the public funds are not want- 
ing. It is regrettable that worthy business expan- 
sion must be sidetracked while unnecessary govern- 
ment enterprise and activity are given the right 
of way. 


HE HAS MADE GOOD 


A Record of Thirty Years Continuous Service of 
Which All Are Proud. 








It was just thirty years ago on Wednesday last, 
August 18, that a modest lad of fifteen years en- 
tered the service of the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter. It was the first job for the boy fresh from 
school and from then to now it has been his only 
one. Of course the wording of the last sen- 
tence could be different in that the job has changed 
considerably though the boy, now grown to mature 
manhood, has lost none of that modesty, tireless 
energy and enthusiasm for his work with which he 
entered upon his duties on August 18, 1890. 

The boy of thirty years ago and the man of to- 
day is Harry J. Schnell, vice-president and general 
manager of the Reporter. Beginning at the bot- 
tom of the ladder, so to speak, he at once proceeded 
to climb that ladder, rung by rung, and it was not 
a great while before he had reached the position of 
assistant to the then general manager of the Reporter. 
It required but a few years thereafter for him to 
succeed to the G. M. job, which for a quarter of 
a century, Mr. Schnell has occupied to the great 
benefit of the Reporter and its clientele. Not only 
has Mr. Schnell been the head and front of the busi- 
ness office of the Reporter in that period but he has 
kept his hand vigorously upon the editoral manage- 
ment of the publication to the end that the paper 
has achieved a position second to none in its field. 

Thirty years do not seem such a long period to the 
man who has achieved success in his chosen profes- 
sion, but it may be suggested that a rather good idea 
may be obtained as to just how long it is if one will 
imagine he has a bond dated to mature along in 
1950 and needs the money just about now. Does 
he think it is a long period? He does. So it is 
in a business sense. The majority of men who en- 
gaged in big enterprises thirty years ago have given 
place to younger men and these wil! take their turn 
in making way for the succeeding ‘‘young men”’ of 
thirty years hence. 

Mr. Schnell has grown up with the majority of 
the leaders in the big companies engaged in the oil 
business, the paint industry, the drug and chemical 
trades and all other businesses served by the Re- 
porter. He knows them with that degree of in- 
timacy which can only be gained by long association. 
They in turn know him and have proven their re- 
spect and esteem for his character by the positions 
of trust and honor to which they have from time to 
time elevated him in their numerous and various as- 
sociations. 

With these thoughts in mind it was but natural 
that there should have been a flood of congratulatory 
messages sent him on Wednesday on the occasion 
of his anniversary of service to the Reporter and that 
the Reporter’s staff should deem it an honor to be 
able to present Mr. Schnell with an appropriate 
memento of the occasion. With the token went a 
hearty expression of good will and wishes of many 
happy years of future service under the leadership of 
Mr. Schnell. 

Through the medium of this short article, Mr. 
Schnell’s editorial associates on the Reporter take 
the liberty of calling the attention of the Reporter’s 
clientele to their esteem for him and to the service 
he has rendered and is rendering not alone to the 
publication but to its followers by reason of his 
sterling character, personal integrity and vigorous 
ability. Joining with the Reporter staff, the staffs 
of the Druggists’ Circular and the Painters’ Maga- 
zine which are under the same management and 
ownership, extend their testimony to the faithful- 
ness and well-directed diligence of their long-time 
manager. 
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Much Cottonseed Oil in Stock 

It used to be that the cotton crop year began on 
September |, but the industry expanded in the South- 
west, and so much cotton came into sight in August, 
that the crop year was changed so as to begin on 
August 1. Now that date marks the beginning of 
the new season in cotton, cottonseed and cotton- 
seed oil. 

The Department of Commerce has just furnished 
the figures on cottonseed and cottonseed products 
for the year ending July 31. They are of particu- 
lar interest to the vegetable oil industry because of 
ihe great decline that has occurred in the price of 
cottonseed oil recently —this decline, of course, be- 
ing reflected in the prices of all competing oils. 

The last cotton crop was not a large one, and 
from it was obtained 4,018,233 tons of seed. The 
previous crop had yielded 4,461,795 tons. From 
this seed there was produced 1,210,494,748 
pounds of crude oil. This is not a large yield from 
an American cotton crop. The previous season, 
between August | and July 31, there was produced 
1,325,334,761 pounds of crude oil—and that also 
was a season of a small cotton crop. The report 
shows that there was 1,155,936,112 pounds of 
crude oil refined, and from this was obtained 992,- 
009,179 pounds of .refined oil. This compared with 
a production of refined of 1,161,171,736 pounds 
for the previous year. The figures which explain the 
weakness of the oil market are those of the. stocks 
of refined oil on hand on July 31. In 1919 there 
was a carry-over of 148,488,608 pounds out of 
the total production of 1,161,171,736 pounds, 
while this year the end of the season found stocks 
on hand of 295,905,161 pounds, although produc- 
tion had been 169,162,557 pounds less than that 
of the previous year. These figures indicate a de- 
cline in the consumption of cottonseed oil of 316,- 
589,110 pounds from one season to the next. The 
export demand has been poor and the domestic con- 
sumption not up to expectations. 

It is practically certain that there will be more 
seed produced from the crop to be harvested this 
iall than was produced from the last cotton crop. 

When these facts are considered, it is not difficult 
to understand the shrinking value of a pound of cot- 
tonseed oil. It would seem at first thought that more 
of this oil is being produced than the world needs— 
that there has been overproduction and that there 
will be much greater overproduction if this crop of 
cottonseed is sent to the crushers. It is well to re- 
member that during the past season the price of 
cottonseed oil has been high. The government fixed 
the wartime price high when it made it 17/2 cents 
a pound for crude oil at the mills; and, when the 
government ‘withdrew its fixed price, producers 
forced the price sti!l higher for a time, only to 
find that—at the price—the world did not want 
the oil. 

The world needs all the cottonseed oil that can 
be produced. It will take it at a price. The pnice 
of oil is still twice what it was a few years ago, but 
consumers have commenced to get interested. Ex- 
ports from this port were larger this week than they 
have been for months. If the price continues to de- 
cline it will, at ome level, meet a demand that will 
take care of the oil. There is no other way of 
solving the problem presented. It is a_problem as 
old as civilization. If a commodity will not move 
at a price, the next thing to do is to discover 
price that will move it. 

It is shown by the government figures that the 
average consumption of refined oil last season was 
a little more than 95,000,000 pounds a month, so 
that the carry-over represents between three and four 
months’ supplies. It will be several months yet be- 
fore the movement of new crop oil to the market wi 
be heavy; and, if there is an improvement in the 
demand, the weight of a little more than_ three 
months’ supply at this season of the year will not 
be found a crushing burden for the market to carry. 

It will be best for everyone if the oil can be moved 
at a price that will show a profit to all handlers, but 
the oil will have to be marketed regardless of profits 
to get the industry in shape again after the perio 
of restricted consumption undoubtedly due to m™ 
flated prices.

Bush, Beach and Gent, Inc., 
Won Verdict of $3,000 From

jore than a month after Justice R. P. 
Lydon of the Supreme Court rendered 2 
decision awarding $2,950 and costs of 
$131.65 to Bush, Beach & Gent Inc., 
plaintiff in a suit against John A. An- 
derson d Charles Gustafson, mem- 
pers of he partnership of Anderson & 
Gustafs ilgment has been filed in the 
Count’ ‘s_ office by the former in 
the sum of $3,594.95, which includes in- 
terest on verdict. 

Trial of the suit was held before a 


jury last February and it was then stip- 
ulated that a verdict might be directed 


by Justice Lydon in the absence of the 
jury. The Suit concerned a contract for 
two carloads of caustic soda which An- 
derson & Gustafson had agreed to de- 


liver to the plaintiff. 
At the trial Zabriskie, Murray, Sage & 


Kerr, counsel for Bush, Beach & Gent 
Inc, produced what _purported to be a 
contract dated July 5, 1917, which pro- 


vided for the sale of two carloads of 25 
tons each of 76 per cent. caustic soda, 
packed in drums, at the agreed price of 
$6.55 per 100 pounds. It was further 
agreed that the seller would deliver the 


said caustic soda f. o. b. cars at Bar- 
berton, Solvay or Wyandotte during the 
month of August. 1917. 


Witnesses for Bush Beach & Gent, Ine.. 
testified that the company was ready and 


willing to receive at the places ap- 
pointed in the contract the amount of 
caustic soda required by the agreement 
At the defendant’s request the buyer 
granted an extension of time for deliv- 
ery to September 24, 1917, on which date, 
after giving due notice to Anderson & 
Gustafson, the plaintiff bought in the 
open market 50,625 pounds of caustic 


soda of the quality described in the con- 


tract, at the lowest price obtainable, 
$9.50 per 100 pounds. 
On September 26, 1917, according to 


Bush. Beach & Gent, Inc., it again went 
into the open market and purchased the 
equivalent of a second carload of caustic 
soda amounting to 49,375 pounds, paying 
for the same $9.50 per 100 pounds. 


In support of the contention that the 
market price of caustic soda had ad- 
yanced from the price mentioned in the 
contract to that paid by Bush, Beach & 
Gent, Inc., in fulfilling its orders, the 
quotations prevailing during September 
24, 25 and 26, 1917, were offered in evi- 


dence tending to show that $9.50 was the 
amount asked for delivery of soda f. o. 
bh, at Barberton. Solvay or Wyandotte. 


Bush, Beach & ue, auc., aiicsgcd that 
the defendants had at all times neglected 
and refused to deliver the 50 tons of 
caustic soda, causing a loss to the buyer 
of $2,950, for which it sued. Frederick 


H. Beach, treasurer of the plaintiff cor- 
poration, was one of its main witnesses. 
The defendant, which appeared by 
Charles A. Ogren of 149 Broadway, made 
a general denial to the allegations of 
breaching the contract.

GERMAN CONDITIONS 


Berlin Cablegram Summarizes Present 
Economic Situation—U'nemploy- 
ment a Problem 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 20, 1920. 


The following cablegram has been re- 
ceived from Berlin regarding present eco- 
nomic conditions :— 

Bankruptcies are increasing monthly—62 in 
April, 75 in May, 106 in June and 136 in 
July—characierize the economic situation in 
Prussia. Frankfort figures show the necessi- 
ties of life declined in price from 289 to 277. 
Prices are slowly diminishing, if irregularly, 
with the exception of price of hard coal, which 
is expected to increase. Food prices showed 
a slight decline in July. Wages have not been 
reduced by the downward tendency of prices; 
instead there has been demands for increased 
wages on account of the workman's taxes 
being deducted from the pay rolls, but owing 
to the labor market's unsettled condition no 
considerable increase is likely to be granted. 
The problem of unemployment has caused the 
government great anxiety, and measures to 
prevent the increase of unemployment are 
being sought. 

The number of unemployed in July was 
about 312,000, against 270,000 in June. As 
one preventative the government has adopted 
the so-called Arbeita Losenfursorge, which 
provides that the men are kept at work by 
the State or community in Cassel. For ex- 
ample, it was intended to close a large shoe 
factory, so the community ordered 6,000 pairs 
of shoes for use in the community, and raised 
the sum in cash, which enabled the factory 
to run four days a week and gave work to a 
large number. The sales were handled by the 
co-operative societies and trade unions and 
the men kept at work. However, this plan 
can only be carried out under certain circum- 
stances. and other preventative means for 
unemployment are sought by legislative action 
which provides insurance of the unemployed. 
The adjustment of labor questions which arise 
between the employer and the employe by an 
adjustment board is aimed at by an important 
bill of social political character brought before 
the Reichstag in July. A compromise  be- 
tween capital and labor tendency was a char- 
acteristic feature of the economic development 
in July.

“The 
Annex” is being used by the club at the 
present time chiefly as dormitory quar- 
ters for the members. the club building 
proper being too small to house all the 
various departments. At a meeting that 
probably will be called September 1, 
1920, the members will be asked to de- 
cide whether to purchase the property 
under one option. or not, and if so, to 
authorize an issue of $50,000 debenture 
bonds and whatever mortgages are re- 
quired. At the meeting the members will 
also determine if the annual dues are 
to be increased.

CANADA'S FISH CATCH 


Good Record Made in Quantity and 
Value in Six Months to June 30 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19, 1920. 


Canadian fisheries made a good record 
in both the quantity and the value of the 
catch for the six months ending June 30, 
1920. Sea fish landed on both coasts of 
the Dominion amounted to 2,837,324 hun- 
dredweight, valued at.$10,564,146. Of the 
total catch for the six months 1,974,362 
hundredweight, valued at $7,294,459, were 
taken from the Atlantic, and 862,962 hun- 
dredweight, valued at $3,269,687, from tne 
Pacific, against 2,048,148 hundredweight, 
valued at $9,398,495, from the Atlantic, 
and 498,625 hundredweight, valued at $2,- 
437,780, from the Pacific in the corre- 
sponding period of 1919. 

The catcb of cod for the six months

dropped by 64,400 hundredweight, despite 
the fact that the Nova Scotia catch in- 
creased by 30,000 hundredweight. The 
lobster catch increased by 50,000 hundred- 
weight, while herrings gave an increase 
of 293,545 hundredweight; this was due 
mainly to the landing of much greater 
catches in British Columbia during Jan- 
uary and February. Notwithstanding in- 
terruption of shipping service by reason 
of a shortage of refrigerator cars, the 
British Columbia halibut catch exceeded 
that of the corresponding period of last 
year by 2,500 hundredweight. 

There was also an increase of 27,000 
hundredweight in the catch of all kinds 
of salmon, due entirely to larger takings 
in British Columbia waters. The Atlan- 
tic salmon catch fell below that for the 
preceding year and decidedly below that 
for 1918.

Distillation Districts 


The districts where most of this initia 
distillation is done are Kienning, Yuehj 
Yungan, Yenping, Tatien, Shaowu, Shah. 
sien, and Ningte. 

It is almost impossible to say how 
many men are engaged in the industry 
but there can not be many. ‘Their wages 
are equal at the present rate of exchange 
to about 38 cents a day. 

The crude product is carried by porters 
to the Min River, or one of its trib. 
utaries, and then carried to Foochow by 
native boat. Boat hire is approximately 
$1 per 100 pounds from the interior to 
Foochow. 

The marketing of camphor is done very 
largely through brokers in Hongkong. 
The distilleries seldom do their own mar- 
keting, with the exception of the Japanese 
and Portuguese. There are also brokers 
in Foochow able to handle foreign orders 
in the English language. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
camphor market is an extremely sensitive 
and Cangerous one for the unitiated. The 
feetors of supply, governmental super- 
vision, freights, stocks in Foochow and 
Hongkong, and three markets—Foochow, 
Hongkong, and the foreign market—all 
enter into the situation. Hence, no bet- 
ter scheme than the brokerage system 
can be suggested, unless the foreign 
buyer is prepared either to go into the 
producing end of it or into the buying and 
holding of considerable stocks himself, 

The product as it leaves the distillery 
in the interior consists of crystals and 
camphor oil. The crystals are ready for 
marketing, but the oil is put through a 
process of redistillation at Foochow. This 
process is a simple one, and need not be 
described here in detail. The effeet is to 
distill from the oil all the remaining cam- 
phor; 183 pounds of oil produce sixty-four 
pounds of camphor and _ twenty-seven 
pounds of desolated oil. The camphor 
derived from oil is of a cheaper grade 
than that derived originally from the 
wood chips. The desolated oil is used as 
a base for dyes and paints. 

There are 12 of these distilleries in 
Foochow which produce camphor from 
the vil. They are known as the Yuan 
Cheng, Hsing Chi, Cheng Chi, Hsiang 
Chi, Fu Sheng, Hsieh Chi; Kao Fang, 
and Tao Ho—all Chinese; Ting ‘te—Por. 
tuguese; and Mitsui Bussan Kaisia and 
Tai Hua—Japanese. Wien working, each 
distillery produces on an average of 320° 
pounds of camphor a day. 

The various districts producing cam 
phor tiave eacn an official Campuaor bureau 
under the control of the Provineal Com- 
missioner of Industry. Each bureau has 
the authority to coilect within the dis 
trict it covers certain taxes and (0 Duy 
camphor trees and distili campaor. In 
American currency the tax Is approv- 
mately $6 on every 133 pounds of cam 
phor in transit. Tne taxes coileced and 
the camphor produced are sent io anoliel 
government bureau called tne Fukien 
Government Camphor Industry, ‘Trans- 
portation, and Tax Collection Office.

There is still a third bureau which has 
authority to buy camphor oil and distill 
it into camphor, marketing its product 
independently.

“Transit Pass’’ System

A preliminary report on cottonseed received, crushed and on hand, and cotton- 
seed products manufactured, shipped out and on hand, and imports and exports of 
cottonseed products covering 12 months ending July 31, 1920, compared with the 
year ending July 31, 1919, was given out today by the Census Bureau. The report 
shows that considerably less seed was received and crushed this year than last 
year. A similar record was made with regard to production and shipments of cot- 
tonseed products, the figures for the 12 months ending July 31, 1919, exceeding 
those for the year ended July 31 last.

I. C. C. ORDERS 
RATES REDUCED 


Permits Filing in Several Cases 
Affecting Movement of Re- 
porter Commodities 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19, 1920. 


The commission has issued orders per- 
mitting the filing of reduced rates in sev- 
eral cases. The Southern Pacific Co. ap- 
plied for permission to file reduced rates 
on seapstone or talc, crude, carloads, from 
Placerville, Calif., to San Francisco, Oak. 
land and Richmond, Calif. The commis- 
sion announced that such rates are ap- 
proved for filing. The commission says 
that its order shall not exempt the car- 
rier from State laws applying to intra- 
state rates involved in the application. 

Approval for filing has also been grant- 
ed by the commission as to the applica- 
tion of the American Railway Express 
Co. for changes in its rules governing 
packing requirements of agricultural in- 
secticides applicable to intrastate traffic 
between express stations in Texas. 

It has been ordered by the commission 
that proposed reduced rates on acidulated 
phosphate from Anaconda, Mont., to 
northern Pacific coast ports for export. 
are approved for filing without formal 
hearing. The permission relates to rates 
via the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Ry. and Northern Pacific Ry. The ap- 
plication was denied as to proposed re- 
duced rates via the Oregon Short Line 
and Oregon-Washington R. R. & Naviga- 
tion Co. 

oxaminer J. E. Smith, of the commis- 
sion’s staff, has submitted a _ tentative 
report for its consideration in the case 
of Southport Mill, Ltd., against -J. B. 
Payne, director general, as agent of IIli- 
nois Central R. R. The examiner suggests 
that class B rate of 61 cents per 100 
pounds charged during February, March 
and April, 1918, on certain carloads 
coconut cake and meal from Eunice, La., 
to Peoria, be found not unreasonable or 
unduly prejudicial.

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GUARANTEEING PRICES 


Federal Trade Commission has Most 
Interesting Problem Yet 
Dealt With 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19, 1920. 


The Reporter’s editorial ‘Guarantees 
Against Price Decline” has attracted the 
attention of officials of the Federal Trade 
Commission, which is studying this ques- 
tion. Chairman Murdock, of the €om- 
mission, said after reading the _ edi- 
torial :— 

“The Commission appreciates such in- 
telligent discussion of the subject. We 
want all the light we can obtain.” 

Mr. Murdock, it is understood, would 
seek an exchange of views with others 
connected with the Commission in regard 
to the editorial. The problem of guaran- 
tee against price decline is one of the 
most interesting the Commission has 
dealt with in some time. It has many 
angles. 


Another interesting problem the Com- 
mission is delving into is that of the ac- 
cumulative quantity discount. This 
means the practice of certain concerns to 
allow higher discounts as the size of the 
orders it receives from customers increase 
within a limited period. Without a lim- 
itation on the period. it is pointed out, 
the accumulative quantity discount would 
work out so as to ultimately give away 
goods free if big enough orders were ob- 
tained. 

The matter of base markets for various 
commodities is engaging the attention of 
the Commission, partly as a result of the 
so-called Pittsburgh base steel case. In 
that case it was held that the practice of 
selling steel throughout the United States 
on the basis ofthe price at Pittsburgh 
plus the freight rate to the point of sale 
or delivery was held not to be unfair. A 
base market is thought to be a natural 
result of the desire of the producer to 
meet the demand and the desire of the 
purchaser to get as near as he can to the 
point where there is a surplus, as there 
the price is likely to be lowest. 


Many informal complaints are being 
dismissed by the Trade Commission. 
This is true as regards blue sky cases, 
among others, it is learned. Informal 
complaints have come from rival concerns 
or frem persons who believed themselves 
injured by the sale of so-called blue sky 
securities. In the cases of many wild cat 
oil companies, sorcalled, it is understood 
that informal complaints have been found 
unjustified after investigation, and they 
have been dismissed.

The paint industry in all its branches 
js so well engaged just now that it is 
future business and not the demand of 
the day or the hour that is commanding 
the attention of the leaders of the in- 
dustry, Many producers now know 
that they could have sold a good dea! 
more than they have this year if they 
had been in a position to supply the 
demand. Prices have been satisfactory 
and naturally under these conditions 
the thought just now is of increased 
production, as no American business 
man likes to do less business than all 
there is to do. Much attention has 
peen and is being given to a considera- 
tion of the possibilities of the demands 
of the future, and in spite of the talk 
of a lessening of activity in the build- 
ing line, the outlook seems to be for a 
continued heavy consumption for a 
long time to come, and in all lines suc- 
cessful people are planning extensions 
go that it is certain that there is going 
to be a decided increase in production 
in almost all lines. It has not been 
possible to give as much attention to 
the export trade as it is entitled to be- 
cause of the heavy domestic consump- 
tion. European producers of paint ma- 
terials of different have been 
yery slow in recovering from the effects 
of the war, and the demand for Ameri- 
ean paints and paint materials from all 
parts of the world is good, but firms 
which planned an active fight for for- 
eign business have, in many instances, 
been forced to place their plans on 
ice for a time because their domestic 
trade has been so active. There is a 
demand for a great production of 
almost every sort of pigment. There 
is a decided shortage of barytes, and 
of blanc fixe and of lithopone. Lead 
and zinc pigments have been in such 
active demand in this country that 
producers have had, to a certain ex- 
tent, to neglect an export business that 
was reaching out its hands to them. In 
some lines of dry colors it not pos- 
sible to buy except for delivery months 
away, and in almost every line in the 
dry color industry the consumption of 
manufactured colors is well up to pro- 
duction. 

There are a number of new pigment 

; factories which will come into opera- 
tion within the next few months. Color 
makers are increasing the capacity of 
their plants right along, and the same 
is true with the paint mixers. 

The last year has seen busy days for 
the industry, but there are greater days

There has been little change in the 
general situation since our last report. 
August is not the time for extensive 


booking of orders. The big consumers 
in all lines long ago placed their orders 
for their supplies up to fall, and just 


how the big thing is the filling of

The price of labor is still work- 
ing higher, and the added cost of trans- 
portation is something that will count 
materially from now on.

There has been some complaint 
about deliveries. of iron blues, but there 
seems less just now than for some time. 
The producers are well engaged, and 
there has been less violent fluctuations 
in iron blue prices than there used to 
be.

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This has been a dull week in the 
naval stores market in this port. There 
has been little demand for either tur- 
pentine o1 rosin, and the recorded price 
fluctuations have been a reflection of 
the southern markets rather than fig- 
ures based upon actual sales here. 
There has been practically no demand 
for turpentine, except a little small lot 
business such as comes along at al- 
most any time. The demand for rosin 
has also been very light and exporters 
have shown little interest. A short time 
ago there was quite a demand for ex- 
port to South America, and many were 
of the opinion that this demand was 
going to hecome very active. It has 
eased off, however, and there has been 
little buying for either Brazil or Argen- 
tina this week 

In the South there has been a rally in 
the price of turpentine from the low 
point of the beginning of the week, 
but the trading in turpentine has been 


very light The sales made in Savan- 
nah on. Tuesday were the first that 
had been made in that market since 
August 11, when an export house, 


which had been the only buyer for 
some da withdrew from the market. 
Turpentine had heen forced too high 
in the face of a very light demand, One 
swallow does not make a Summer, and 
one buver does not make a market. At 
the $1.40 level in the southern centers 
there was enough demand developed to 
steady the market, and as holders did 
not press their turpentine for sale 
there was a rally of five cents. 

In the face of the fact that the de- 
mand for rosin in the North has been 
very light this week, and the demand in 
the South but fair, the market has 
made enough of a showing to allow 
it to be called “steady,” if not “firm.” 
Stocks in the southern centers are in- 
creasing very slowly at this time, and 
there is a good deal of bullish senti- 
ment in the market. The remarkable 
thing about the situation in the South 
is, that rosin is rosin. In New York 
WW is still quoted about $1 a barrel 
higher than “Betsy,” but in the South 
there is no such difference, and the 
list is practically at the same price, 
no attention being paid to whether the 
rosin is black or pale. This fact is 
rather discouraging to those who have 
gone to expense to keep the goods 
clean, but it is undoubtedly the re- 
sult of the large number of new trees 
that have been cut this season. 

It is generally admitted that the 
recent break in the price of turpentine 
started in the Southwest, and it is 
quite probable that if there is to be 
iny further breaks in the price of 
either turpentine or rosin that the 
weakness will be first show in that

TURPENTINE 


The turpentine market in New York 
this week has been so quiet as to be 
largely a nominal affair. The price 
has followed the fluctuations of the 
southern markets, and at the close 
of the week was $1.59—a decline of 
ten cents a gallon from the closing 
price of this week. This decline is 
because of the fact that last week the 
local market had not yet reflected the 
Weakness that had already made its 
appearance in the southern markets. 
In reality there was a better feeling 
in all markets at the close of the week 
than there was at the beginning. In 
spite of the fact that a decline of 18 
cents a gallon did not bring out an 
active demand, still there was enough 
Support in the southern markets to 
check the decline by the middle of the 
week, and a fairly good undertone 
during the latter part of the week. It 
Was buying by the same English in- 
terests that started last season’s ad- 
Vance that sent the market up re- 
cently, and it was the withdrawal of 
this support that caused the break. 
Just now domestic consumers are in- 
clined to hold back to see just what 
English buyers will do. The so-called 
English buying is, in point of fact, 
ternational buying for strong Amer- 
tcan financial interests are interested, 
and the fact that the market is still 
below the price at which these inter- 
ests have bought a good deal of tur- 
pentine recently makes the trade in- 
clined to look for further active sup- 
port. Stocks are not large nor is the 
Movement heavy enough to frighten 
any one who might plan a bull cam- 
Paign.

West, and there is no signs of any 
domestic demand great enough to be 
4n excuse for higher prices.

ROSIN 

There has been a slack demand for 
rosin in this market this week. The 
domestic paper and soap makers have 
shown little interest, and the same may 
be said about brokers who buy for ex- 
port. The lowest grades are the only 
ones that have shown any strength. 
3 is quoted at $14.50 a barrel, which is 
50c. higher than a week ago. On the 
other hand WW is quoted at $15.60, 
while at the close of last week it was 
quoted at $16.30. It is natural that the 
low and high grades should come 
closer together in this market, as in the 
South the differences between grades 
has been wiped out, and all grades are 
selling at practically the same price. 
The despised B rosin has certainly 
come into its own when it is quoted in 
the South at the same price as water 
white. This time last year the differ- 
ence between these two grades was 
about $7 a barrel. This is certainly 
proving a high grade crop, but there 
is not much in producing a large per- 
centage of high grade if it at once be- 
comes no more valuable than low 
grades. 

The Southern markets have been 
rather quiet this week, although there 
is a good deal more activity in rosin 
just now than there is in turpentine. 
The dullness has not caused any weak- 
ness, however, and the undertone of the 
market is good enough to encourage 
many to believe that there is going to 
be an advance. Prices are still high 
when compared with average prices 
for a number of years, but WW is sell- 
ing at about $10 a barrel less than it 
was at this time last vear.

NAVAL STORES REPORT 


Bureau of Chemistry Plans to Issue 


Data on Production in September 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19, 1920. 

Data are being gathered by the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, Department of Agri- 
culture, with a view to the preparation 
of a semi-annual report on naval stores 
production, ete. F. P. Veitch of the 
bureau had hoped to get the report out 
by September 1, but will now be content 
if it can be issued during the month. Mr. 
Veitch reports that there is much in- 
terest among wool scourers and others 
in the investigations into the wool grease 
situation. He has received a number of 
letters from such concerns offering to 
co-operate and seeking the advice of the 
department. The wool scourers appar- 
ently believe that important results can 
be obtained by their following sugges- 
tions of the department experts along the 
line of conserving by-products of wool 
scouring. It has been shown that wool 
grass contains a number of valuable 
elements.

GEORGIA PASSES 
MODEL PAINT LAW 


Governor Signs Bill Governing 
Manufacture and Sales— 


Drafted by Paint Men 


On Wednesday of last week the signa- 
ture of the Governor of Georgia to the 
paint bill gave that State a model law 
affecting the manufacture and sale of 
paints and paint materials. This bill be- 
came a law through the activities of the 
paint trade of Georgia. assisted by the 
Legislative Committee of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, and 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association of 
the Tnited States, of which Arthur S. 
Somers, of the Fred Tu. Lavanburg Co., 
of New York, is chairman. 

The full text of the bill as it now ap- 
pears on the statute books of Georgia 
follows :— 


To be entitled an act to prevent deceution in 
the sale of paints and oils: to provide for true 
labels for the same when offered for sale; for 
the enforcement of this act by the pure food 
and drug inspector of said State: for penalties 
for the violation of the same 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State 
of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by au 
thorits f the same, that from and after the 
passage of this act 


Section |] 


Whoever shall expose for sale, or sell within 
this Stat any paint which is labeled or 
marked in any manner so as to tend to deceive 
the purchaser as to its nature, or composition, 
or which is not accurately labeled as herein- 
after required, shall be guilty of a _ mis- 
demeanor and for each offense shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 





not less than twenty-five dollars and not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding sixty days 
Section 2 

Be it further enacted by authroity of same 
the lahel required by this act shall clearly 
and distinctly state the name and residence 
of the manufacturers of the paint. or the dis- 
tributor thereof. or of the party for whom the 
same is manufactured. Said label to clearly 


state, in addition to the before-mentioned mat- 
ter. the quantity contained in the package:

he designated in United States standard i 
lons or fraction thereof. and in the case of 
paint or semi-paste paints, such as commonly 
sold by weight. to be shown by weight avoir- 
dupois.

Be it further enacted that no person, firm 
or corporation or agent or employe of an: 
person, firm or corporation, shall manufacture 
for sale or offer or expose for sale in this 
State, any flaxseed or linseed oil unless thé 
same answers all the chemical tests for purity 
recognized jn the United States Pharmacopeia 
or any flaxseed or linseed oil as ‘‘boiled lin- 
seed oil'’ unless the same shall have been 
put in its manufacture to a temperature of 


225 deg. Fahrenheit. 


Section 5 


Be it further enacted, that no person, firm 
or corporation, or employe of any person, firm 
or corporation, shall sell, expose or offer for 
sale any flaxseed or linseed oil unless it is 
done under its true name, and each tank car. 
tank, barrel, keg or any vessel of such oil 
has distinctly and durably painted, stamped, 
stenciled or labeled thereon the true name 
of such oil and in ordinary boldface capital 
letters the words “Pure Linseed Oil Raw,’’ 
or ‘‘Pure Linseed Oi! Boiled,’’ and the name 
and address of the manufacturer thereof, or 
of the party for whom the same is manufac- 
tured and sold only under the brand of such 
manufacturer or party for whom the same is 
manufactured, 


Section 6 


Be it further enacted, that the having in 
possession by any person or persons, firm or 
corporation, or agent or employe of any per 
son or persons, firm or corporation dealing in 
said articies, any article hereinbefore described 
and not properly labeled, as provided in this 
act, shall be considered prima facie evidence 
that the same is kept by such person, firm 
er corporation, in violation of the provisions 
of this act and punishable under it.

Section 7 


The State pure food and drug inspector is 
charged with the proper enforcement of all 
the provisions of this act and empowered to 
formulate and promulgate such rules and reg- 
ulations as may be necessary in carrying out 
the purpose of this act :

Be it further enacted that all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

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GYPSUM OUTPUT 


Total Mined in U. S. in 1919, 2,430,- 
000 Short Tons—Increase of 
373,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1926 

About 2,430,000 short tons of crude 
gypsum was mined in the United States 
in 1919, an increase of 373,000 tons over 
the output of 1918, according to estimates 
made by R. W. Stone, of the United 
States Geological Survey, Department of 
the Interior. This increase presents a 
striking contrast to a decrease in 1918 
from 1917 amounting to 24 per cent 
though it falls short of bringing the total 
production up to that of two former 
years—1912, when the output was about 
2,500,000 tons, and 1916, when it was 
more than 2,750,900 tons. 

The largest proportionate increases 
were made in Iowa, Kansas, and Ohio 
The production in New York and Okla 
homa remained almost stationary. Texas 
made a gain of 12 per cent. after having 
suffered a loss of 39 per cent. in 1918. 

Of the 2,430,000 tons mined, about 
510,000 tons was sold crude. Most of this 
or 474,000 tons, was sold to Portland 
cement works at an average price ol 
$2.80 a ton as compared with 403,000 
tons in 1918 valued at $2.41 a ton. Sales 
of agricultural gypsum decreased from 
64,000 to 36,000 tons, but the average 
price rose from $3.96 to about $5. The 
average price of all gypsum sold crude 
was about $2.95 a ton as compared with 
$2.63 in 1918. 

About 1,397,000 tons of stucco, plaster 
of Paris wall plaster, and Keene’s cement 
was made from calcined gypsum in 1919 
and sold at an average price of $8.27, as 
compared with 1,174,359 tons in 1918 at 
$7.22 a ton. About 195,000 tons of cal- 
cined gypsum was used in making 
gypsum boards, block, and tile, an In- 
crease of at least 50,000 tons over 1918 
The average price per ton for calcined 
gypsum sold for all purposes appears [0 
have increased from $7.70 in 1918 to 
$8.66 in 1919. :

SEATTLE OIL MARKET 


SEATTLE, Aug. 16, 1920. 


Following is the situation on oils in the 
Seattle market for the week:— 


CHINAWOOD OIL.—Reports of several spot 
deals in this offering on the Chicago market 
and fairly active inquiries by larger factors 
served to give an air of greater activity to the 
jocal market during the past week, and easier 
jdeas on the part of holders everywhere led to 
jower prices. The first drop was made in this 
market and then the Oriental shippers fol- 
lowed suit, with the result that the close was 
off %c. to 16c. on spot in sellers’ tanks and 
c. i. f. figures off 4c. to 15@15%c. The larger 
trade factors are still exhibiting som@-interest 
in the September position, but as yet their 
jdeas of values and those for the holders of 
oils are hopelessly separated. Deliveries for 
the week were much less than for the previous 
period, but the shipments were also lower and 
holdings failed to decline appreciably. 

TEA OIL.—The general neglect of the more 
commonly used industrials led to further price 
decline on tea oil during the past week, with 
a few cooperage sales reported. The asking 
figure on spot stock in sellers’ tanks was down 
yc. to 1444c., while cooperage lots were off 
to 15c. 

COCONUT OIL.—This offering lacked buying 
support as far as the local traders went and 
prices ranged from easy to lower, depending 
on how bad the holder of stock wanted to 
move any lots at present. There were two 
single tank sales, but in the main all of the

The development of these 
easier prices effectively drove from the market 
those buyers who were beginning to show in- 
terest the week before and a very quiet close 
was the result. Spot is now offering at 8%@Uc. 
in sellers* carrier and the c. i. f. listing is 
S$4c., each of these being ‘2c. under the close 
for the week previous. 

PEANUT OIL.—A few early sales seemed to 
fill all of the immediate needs of buyers during 
the past week and there was quite a notable 
lack of activity to report for the closing days. 
The fact that some holders are becoming 
willing to shade prices for the sake of im- 
mediate sales naturally slowed up trading, as 
the local deal has for the past two months 
been entirely a buyers’ market, and this side 
has not overlooked an opportunity to heip their 
own angle by holding off. The final asking 
prices on peanut oil this week were 11@11 ‘ec. 
for spot stock in the sellers’ carrier and 10@ 
10%c. for c. i. f. goods, a drop of 4c. in each 
instance. Primary markets are anything but 
firm and it was the opinion of operators there

GULF MENHADEN OIL 


PORT ARTHUR, Tex., Aug. 17, 1920. 


With bad weather interfering and with one 
ef the two steamers of the gulf menhaden 
fleet in the repair yard the second week of 
August the catch fell off considerably from 
the record of the first week of the month. 
While a close estimate of the catch cannot be 
had yet, deducting bad weather in the week- 
end and hauling off of one of the steamers, 
representing one-third of the fishing capacity 
in the Gulf, it is considered a fair calculation 
to put the catch of menhaden in the Gulf for 
the week ending August 14 at approximately 
5,000 barrels of fish of 200 Ibs. each, the unit 
ef measurement at Gulf fisheries. 

Weather reports from the western Gulf of 
August 15 indicated variability and change, 
rains having been of daily occurrence since the 
first of the month. Rainy weather and choppy 
seas have considerable to do with the catch, 
even when such does not have anything to do 
with the presence of the fish, the off-days in 
the second week of July being not attributed 
to searcity of fish, but to sinking of the 
schools, due to choppy seas. 

With but a month to run in the Gulf, the 
menhaden season from the middle of August 
on may not be relied on to turn out a great 
amount of production, particularly if one bases 
the estimate on the unusually prolific condition 
of the season to this date, with exception of 
a few lean weeks. 

September, the month of hurricanes 
Gulf, is dreaded by the

In view of increased interest being mani- 
fested in several features of the menhaden in- 
dustry, the bureau publishes a statement it has 
received giving a summary of last year’s ap 
proximate production of menhaden scrap and 
oil. The season of 1919 was regarded as a very 
good one for the menhaden industry, and it 
appears that the output of scrap exceeded 63,- 
000 tons, of which about 15,000 tons were dried. 
The production of oil exceeded 5,400,000 gal- 
lons. Compared with 1918, there was a de- 

se of about 900 tons in production of dried 
scrap, an increase of about 14,700 tons of 
acidulated scrap, and an increase of 1,500,000 
gallons of oil. The principal feature of inter- 
est was the large increase of scrap and oil 
in the section north of Chesapeake Bay. Pro- 
ducers ascribe the increased production in that 
region to the fact that the winter of 1918-1 
was mild and the fish appeared in numbers in 
Northern waters at an earlier date than usual 
the following season.

the following statistics of imports for 
1920, which have been just prepared here, 
may be regarded as reasonably authentic. 
The reported figures indicate that im- 
ports of oilseeds, oil muts and kernels 
into the United Kingdom in June were 
equal to the average, although they fell 
22,624 tons below the mark reached the 
preceding month. The aggregate was 
118,878 tons in June, against 95,050 tons 
in June of last year and 141,502 tons in 
May of this year. 

Linseed was again a good import, 31,- 


23 tons coming from Argentina and 
11,736 tons from India. Oilseeds alone 


had a total of 81,932 tons, against 59,- 
382 tons in June of last year, and oil 
nuts and kernels, 36,946 tons against 
35,668 tons. 


The returns for the six months ending 
June 30, 1920, show imports of oil seeds, 
nuts and kernels in excess of a year ago, 
the aggregate being 719,052 tons, com- 
pared with 642,220 tons in the first half 
of last year. The oil seeds alone reached 
a total of 475,381 tons, against 431,714 
tons, this being due in the main to the 
larger arrivals of cottonseed—55.680 tons 
in excess of the quantity received in the 
corresponding half year of 1919. Egypt 
contributed only 94,316 tons, against 
172,715 tons in January-June of last year, 
but the decline was more than made up 
by the imports of 103,454 tons from 
India, against 2,950 tons, and 40,511 tons 
from other sources, against 6,936 tons. 

Of the linseed, 136,738 tons were im- 
ported from Argentina, against 60,643 
tons in the first six months of 1919, and 
34,927 tons from India, against 149,760 
tons. Oil nuts and kernels aggregated 


243.671 tons, against 210,506 tons, the 
total increase of 33,000 tons including 


all classes. 

In 1913 the imports for the first half 
of the year were:—Castor seed, 30,001 
tons ; cottonseed, 354,747 tons; linseed, 
270,980 tons; rapeseed, 23.266 tons; soya 
beans. 63,406 tons; other oilseeds, 11,- 
890 tons—total oilseeds, 754,290 tons, 
and nuts and kernels, 38,641 tons, making 
a grand total of 792,931 tons, or 73,879 
tons more than in ‘the first six months of 
this year.

MEAL PRICES DOWN 


Cottonseed and Linseed Products De- 
clining Steadily Says Govern- 


ment Bulletin 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1920. 

The price decline in feeding stuffs 
gathered momentum, according to the 
Agricultural Department in the Market 
Reporter of the 14th inst., which includes 
the following :— 

COTTONSEED MEATL..--A_ continued im- 
provement in the condition of the cotton crop 
on July 25, which was 74.1, as compared with 
67.1 on July . 1919, resulted in a further 
easing off of prices. First shipments of new 
meal from Central and Southern Texas are ex- 
pected the last part of this month. New crop 
43 per cent. meal is quoted at $53, f. o. b. 
Texas common points Sterling exchange de- 
clined during the week to $3.554% and no re- 
sumption of export business to any extent is 
expected in the near future. Southern markets 
report stocks as good and the demand poor. 
Trading in new meal is said to be mostly of a 
speculative character. The movement was 
light. 

LINSEED MEAI..—The price of linseed meal 
remained practically unchanged. Mills in Min- 
neapolis territory report that they are receiv- 
ing shipping instructions in large numbers 
since the date of rate increase was formally 
announced. The Eastern demand is quiet. 
Shipping is fairly heavy on August contracts. 
Stocks in manufacturing centers are large. 
Northwestern mills report the market as dull 
and that the recent decline in the seed market 
has had a bearish effect on country trade 
which is holding off, expecting lower prices. 











Japanese Tariff Revision Places Ex- 
plosives and Seeds on Free List 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20, 1920. 
According to a cable from the 
American embassy at Tokio, dated 
August 11, 1920, a revised tariff law 
is to go into effect in Japan on August 
29. Explosives and seeds are among 
the articles to be placed on the free 
list on that date. Goods stored in 
bonded warehouses before August 29 


will be subject to the old rates of duty.

DRUG SELLERS FINED 


Heavy Penalties Imposed on Baltimore 
Druggists and Physicians Under 


Narcotic Control Act 
BALTIMORE, Aug. 17, 1920. 

What may be the concluding scene in 
the drama enacted by the narcotic sec- 
tion of the Internal Revenue Department 
last September, when agents of the de- 
partment rounded up a number of drug- 
gists and physicians on charges of vio- 
lating the provisions of the Harrison 
act, was presented before Judge Rose, 
in the United States Court here last Fri- 
day, when that jurist imposed fines ag- 
gregating $23,450 upon the nine defend- 
ants who had been convicted or who haa 
pleaded guilty. 

The list of defendants included three 
druggists and six physicians, and the 
fines imposed included Richard L. Ess- 
linger, druggist, $6,000; Louis F. Sher- 
man, druggist, $5,400; J. Frank Katzen, 
druggist, $5,000; Dr. Thomas H. Mag- 
ness, $4,500; Dr. A. D. Driscoll, $1,000; 
Dr. Joseph Nurkin, $450; Dr. Hugh H. 
Boring, $400; Dr. John I. Kuhn, $400; 
Dr. William M. Wright, $300. 

In view of the large sums assessed and 
the fact that most of the accused had 
made no provision for the payment of 
such heavy fines, Judge Rose suspended 
the operation of the sentences until Oc- 
tober 4, and meanwhile all of the ac- 
cused but one will be at liberty. Some 
said they would appeal to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals on the ground that the 
penalty is excessive.

circumstances in practically every case.

by licensed physicians. The court, how- 
ever, took a different view of the matter, 
it being shown that the quantities of 
narcotics called for by the prescriptions 
exceeded greatly the doses given in such 
cases as those under consideration were 
alleged to be.

New Jersey

Drugs will come under a rigid inspec- 
tion in Trenton by the municipal authori- 
ties, as the result of a new State law 
and action of the City Commission desig- 
nating the sanitary inspectors of the 
Bureau of Health to serve as inspectors 
of the work. A resolution was intro- 
duced by Director of Public Safety 
George B. La Barre and passed without 
dissent, directing William C. Allen, Ed- 
ward L. Titus, Edward S. Rogers and 
Albert H. Rose to act as inspectors.

CAMPHOR ALLOTMENTS 


Discontinued by Japan to Relieve Re- 
finers—15,000 Pounds of Refined 
Assured Monthly 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20, 1920. 
Confirming the telegraphic report dis- 
patched by the Taihoku consulate on May 
25, 1920, the Japanese authorities have 
decided to discontinue the allotment of 
crude camphor to camphor refiners in 


the United States and 
foreign to Japan, states Consul Henry 
B. Hitchcock, at Taihoku, Taiwan, under 
date of June 5, 1920. This step has been 
taken as a measure of relief io the 
Japanese camphor refiners, who are in 
serious straits, owing to the depression 


other countries 


in the celluloid industry. Japanese cam- 
phor refiners are concerned with nothing 
but camphor, while, it is understood, 


American camphor refiners are concerned 
with that product only as one of a num- 
ber of others with which they can keep 
their plants busy. It is therefore be- 
lieved that American camphor refiners 
will not be especially inconvenienced. 
But, in order to offset any possible 
loss, the authorities have decided to al- 
lot to refiners in the United States, at 
a special discount, 15,000 pounds of re- 
fined camphor a month. During the year 


ended March 31, 1920, only about 64,000 
pounds of crude camphor were allotted 
to camphor refiners in the United States.

and the greater quantity, obtain at least 
their usual profit for handling camphor. 
The price for refined camphor is 290 yen 
($144.56) per hundred pounds. 

This action does not alter in any way 
the allotments of “B” and “BB” grade 
camphor to celluloid manufacturers. In 
fact, the authorities are hopeful of being 
able to increase production during the 
fall and winter of this year so that al- 
lotments to celluloid manufacturers may 
approach nearer the maximum figures 
than has hitherto been the case.

Trading has been so slow during the 
past week that resellers have had lit- 
He or nothing to do. There has been 
so little trading that factors stated at 
the close of the period that it had been 
the dullest week in their experience. 
there has been little in the way of in- 
quiry either for domestic or foreign 
consumption aside from a few com- 
modities which are in very light sup- 
ply. Among these sait cake and glau- 
her salt continue to be the leaders. 
No contract business for 1921 has as 
yet been handled by any of the lead- 
ing producers of heavy chemicals, and 
while there are rumors that the con- 
tract prices on the alkali chemicals 
will shortly be announced none of the 
jeading factors would intimate what 
they would be. The nearest thing to a 
price on contract for these materials 
was a statement that producers would 
not make the same mistake which they 
made last year and announce prices 
which would afford no profit above 
present costs of production. 

In the finer chemical list trading has 
peen slower than ever. There has been 
so little business done that prices are 
all more or less nominal on such mate- 
rials as are handled by dealers. Weak 
sellers are offering considerable con- 
eessions on many of these products, 
and while the producers are generally 
holding at high levels and report a 
frm market on the costs of production 
there are very few commodities on the 
list on Which resellers are not willing 
to shade the first hand price levels. 
In most directions it is believed that 
this quietness will be overcome early 
in the fall. Other factors, however, 
fee] that dullness will be the rule un- 
til after election at the earliest. In 
fact, not a few of the leading sellers 
of chemicals feel that business will not 
be really active until after the first of 
the year. The situation seems to hang 
on the action of the producers of basic 
commodities in their contract prices. 
The attitude of the buyers is well 
known. They will not take on supplies 
on contract at excessive prices. If 
contract prices are low business is 
likely to improve sharply in the fall. 
If, on the other hand, consumers feel 
that contract prices are too high there 
is little likelihood that they will be in 
the market for larger supplies than 
they need for their immediate use, and 
hence the tone of the market will im- 
prove very little until the active con- 
suming season is on. 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled from 25 representative 
chemicals. They indicate the general 
situation in the market. The normal 
index number is predicated on prices 
as of January 1, 1914.

items follow :— 


CHEMICALS 


ALUM.—The market is very little 
changed. Trading is limited by the 
scarcity of goods. This shortage is due 
to the hot weather and to the short- 
age of alumina sulphate. There has 
been a very steady consuming call and 
spot goods have generally been quoted 
at higher than the prices of the leading 
producers, which stand at Se. per 
pound for lump ammonia goods in car- 
lots and better. The potash material 
is higher for the same reasons making 
for the firmness of the ammonia type, 
and is offered at 9c. per pound inside 
for lump. Chrome grades are steady at 
former prices and quotations of the 
Producers stand at 15¢e. per pound for 
chrome ammonia and 17e. per pound 
for chrome potash. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—Offers of 
the iron free grade at 6 4c. per pound 
Were reported. This material is for im- 
mediate shipment from the Middle West 
and can be expected to arrive within 
two weeks at the outside. Actual spot 
800ds could not be had at less than 
‘@7%c. per pound during the period. 
One Seller reported a sale of the com- 
mercial at 6c. per pound during the 
period. Makers are still in a position 
to supply this to regular customers at 
-4C. per pound. Spot supplies are out 
. the question from these factors, 
Jowever. The market is still active 
and available supplies are too small to 
take care of the demand. 

; ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—This ma- 
*rial is scarce on the scarcity of the 
camate, and while makers are gen- 
pes y able to supply their trade with 
ieee to keep it going there has been 
in og the way of spot business dur- 
feed © period. The prices of the lead- 

8 producers are held at 2h5c. per 
Pound for the light and 10@12c. per 
Peund for the heavy. Contracts and 


large future shipments of the latter 
are to be had at lower levels, but there 
_ uittle in the way of spot goods avyail- 
able, 

AQUA AMMONIA.—The producers 
are still quoting on the basis of 9c. 
per pound for the 26-degree material. 
There has been little spot stuff avail- 
able during the week, however, and 
resellers have been able to get as high 
as lbe, per pound for small spot quan- 
tities. Anhydrous ammonia is higher 
and is offered at not less than 35c, per 
pound. Sales of spot goods at 38ce. per 
pound were reported in some direc- 
tions. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Would be higher 
were it not for the fact that large 
shipments of foreign goods are in the 
market which are being offered by 
dealers at some reductions from the 
domestic manufacturers’ levels. Offers 
of the lump were made on spot at 23c. 
per pound and it was intimated that 
slightly better could have been done on 
a firm offer. The gray and white 
grades are held at 18c. and 15. per 
pound, respectively, by leading sellers. 

ANTIMONY.—Neeaie antimony is 
offered at slightly lower prices by some 
factors. A heavy shipment in the 
hands of an outside factor is said to 
have resulted in some price cutting. At 
the close of the week it was possible 
to do 12c. per pound in most directions. 
Some factors offered at slightly below 
this level. The oxide is unchanged in 
the hands of the leading producers, 
who are quoting on the basis of 14c. 
per pound for large lots, prompt. 

ARGOLS.— Unchanged in the hands 
of the large sellers and steady at 
10%c. per pound. 

ARSENIC.—White arsenic has been 
pretty firm for some weeks back. Dur- 
ing the period just past, however, liqui- 
dation by some holders has resulted 
in lower price levels on spot. It was 
possible to do 14c. per pound openly 
and probably 13%c. per pound could 
have been done on a firm offer for any 
real quantity of the material. The red 
grade is fairly steady at 20c. per 
pound, but resellers would probably be 
willing to shade this grade also if real 
business presented. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—There has 
been less call for barium chloride dur- 
ing the past week and sellers who have 
already lowered their prices reported 
a quiet and rather easy market. 
Prices, however, are unchanged on the 
basis of $160 per ton for white crystals. 
The carbonate is steady in the hands 
of the producers, the lowest price 
quoted being $87.50 per ton. Binoxide 
is easier at the repeated level of 22%c. 
per pound for round quantities and 23c. 
per pound for smaller lots. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Is | still 
practically off the market. Some fac- 
tors are able to supply small lots on 
a shipment basis, but there has been 
little actual spot stuff offered during 
the past week. The demand is heavy 
and prices range all the way from 
64c. to 8c. per pound, according to the 
quantity and position of the material 
offered. Makers are still out of the 
market and will be for some time to 
come. 

BRIMSTONE.—It is rumored that 
some shading of current prices is be- 
ing done at present, but actual] sales 
at lower than $16 per ton at the mines 
could not be located during the past 
week. Little business is reported in 
spot lots. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—This product is 
well maintained by the leading produ- 
cers at the former level of 8c. per 
pound. There has been the usual de- 
mand for small lots, and while export 
business is hardly up to the market 
producers are making no complaint 
over the volume of trading during the 
season just past. 

BORDEAUX MIXTURE. — Large 
business has not been reported during 
the period and while some small lot 
trading was reported in certain direc- 
tions the prices of the leading produ- 
cers are weak and unsettled. Quota- 
tions are heard on the basis of 13c. 
per pound for the paste, but tuere is 
little doubt that this couid have been 
shaded on car lot business, had anv 
such been offered. 

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—The pro- 
ducers of this material ‘are stil! in 
control and state that while the pres- 
ent market is dull prices are steady at 
the former levels of $1.75 per pound. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE.—There has 
been little doing during the past week. 
The spot demand is quiet, and while 
holders are still asking 5c. per pound 
for spot goods it was possible to do 
slightly better on a firm offer. Makers’ 
prices remain at 4%c. per pound for 
prompt shipments. 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—Offers of 
this material at lower than $33 per 
ton were not heard and some factors 
will not sell at less than $35 per ton.

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Business has been rather small during 
the past week and trading is limited 
to small lots on spot. Some inquiry 
for future positions is noted. Ad- 
vanced costs are making for a strong 
market. ; 

CALCIUM HYDRATE.—This mate- 
rial remains firm with spot goods 
rather hard to locate. Demand is 
steady and prices are held firmly at 
3%@4c. per pound. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE. — Rumors 
of a further advance in the makers’ 
quotations are heard, but up to the 
close of the week no action along this 
line had been taken by the leading fac- 
tors. The demand is heavy and spot 
goods are not offered any too freely. 
Prices of the leading sellers are held 
at 74%c. per pound. 

CARBON TERTRACHLORIDE. — 
The same rumors of advances are heard 
jin this market and while no action was 
taken along this line during the past 
week, there is little doubt that makers 
expect higher prices than those pre- 
vailing at present. Carlot business is 
now being taken care of at the former 
level of 13%4c. per pound, but how long 
this price will last is problematical. 

CHLORINE.—Small spot lots when 
available are bringing 9@10c. per 
pound. The demand for water purifica- 
tion purposes is said to be rather 
heavier than usual. Contract season 
is approaching and inquiries for 1921 
are being received in some directions. 
It is hardly possible that vrices on this 
class of business will be as low as 
those of a year ago, and it is believed 
that disastrous competition will be 
avoided this year. 

CHROME ACETATE.—There has 
been no change in the quotations of the 
leading producers of this material dur- 
ing the past week. Trading has been 
rather light and prices are rather un- 
settled at the former levels of 3@3%c. 
per pound for the 20-degree test. 

COPPER CARBONATE.—-Offers are 
still heard from the: producers on the 
basis of 27c. per pound. The market is 
rather dull and trading on spot .has 
been quiet throughout. Leading re- 
sellers are now quoting level with the 
manufacturers’ prices as above. 

COPPER SULPHATE.—See 
Vitriol. 

COPPERAS.—There has been less 
demand for this material during the 
past two weeks and it looks as if the 
shortage had beep lirgely overcome. 
Offers at $2.20 pér cwt. from works 
were heard freely in the spot market 
and there is no longer any difficulty in 
getting goods prompt. Spot sales were 
reported at 2%c. per pound, but it is 
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likely that odd lots could have been 
picked up at lower than this level. 

ETHYL ACETATE.—No change has 
been reported in this material during 
the past week and leading producers re- 
port the usual steady demand and 
prices well maintained on the basis 
of $1.25 per gallon for the commercial 
grade, 

FERRIC CHLORIDE.—There is very 
little doing and while supplies are not 
heavy and are largely in makers’ 
hands, the market is easy and prices 
are rather unsettled at the former 
levels of 15c. per pound for the crystals 
and 7c. per pound for the 40-degree 
liquid. 

FLUORSPAR.—There is no supply 
available on spot and the quotations 
named are largely nominal. Offers 
from abroad are heard at about $65 
per ton for acid grade goods but at- 
tract little attention on account of the 
fact that they are for shipment only 
and not on the way. The mines in 
Kentucky proved to be more or less of 
a failure this year and consumers have 
been hampered by the _— shortage 
throughout the period. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The demand is 
hardly what it was, but supplies are ap- 
parently in as bad a shape as ever. 
Spot goods were not to be had and 
while prompt shipments from works 
were offered at 2%c. per pound in some 
instances, the quantity offered was too 
small to take care of even a part of 
the demand. Export business is lighier 
and this is the only thing that is sav- 
ing the situation. 

LEAD ACETATE.—Acetate of lead 
is fairly firm in the hands of the pro- 
ducers. No very heavy demand is be- 
ing experienced, but there is enough 
business to keep prices steady and to 
allow little material to get through into 
dealers’ hands. Prices at the close of 
the period stood at 16c. per pound for 
the white crystals with other grades 
offered in the usual proportions. 

LEAD ARSENATE.—There has been 
no change in the prices of the leading 
producers of this material since the re- 
port of last week. Makers are still 
holding the paste at 11@13c. per pound, 
as to seller, and report that the demand 
is about over and that the market is 
easy with some weakness showing in 
the price of some holders. 

LIME ACETATE.—There have been 
no interesting developments in the mar- 
ket for this material. Leading sellers 
report the usual steady demand and 
prices maintained at the former level 
of 3%ec. per pound without difficulty. 

LIME SULPHUR SOLUTION.—There 
has been no change in the quotations 


of the leading producers of this ma- 
terial during the past week. Trading 
has been rather lighter than usual and 
business is slow at the former prices of 
l7e. per gallon. The active consuming 
season is over and business is confined 
to small lots only. 

NICKEL OXIDE.—Leading produc- 
ers are holding at 57c. per pound in 
spite of the fact that there has been 
little in the way of business during the 
past week. 

NICKEL SALTS.—tThe market re- 
mains very dull. Offers from the pro- 
ducers are heard in good volume at 1l6c. 
per pound for the single and 14c. per 
pound for the double. Trading has been 
very slow during the period just past 
and there are free offers where a few 
weeks ago there was a scarcity of the 
material. 

PHOSPHORUS.—This continues to be 
a producers’ market and the prices of 
these factors rule at 50c. per pound for 
the red, 35c. per pound for yellow sticks 
and 4214c. per pound for the sesquisul- 
phide.

POTASH CARBONATE.—This mate- 
rial is held at 20c. per pound for the 
80@85 per cent. grade by most sellers.

Mak- 
ers are holding very firmly at 17c. per 
pound and are able to maintain this 
price on account of the fact that com- 
petition of foreign goods is very small 
indeed. Trading has been very good 
for export as well as for domestic con- 
sumption. 

SALT CAKE.—High prices are still 
quoted on this material. which seems to 
be harder to get than ever. Demand is 
strong, especially from the export trade. 
Consumers are generally fairly well 
taken care of on contracts. Bids as 
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high as $50 per ton were made during 
the past week but there was little actual 
trading on account of the extreme 
shortage of the material. Higher prices 
than this could have been had on fair 
quantities had any been offered. 

SALTPETER. — Refiners report the 
usual quiet and steady market and are 
offering at the former levels of 15'c. 
per pound for the powdered grade. De- 
mand is about as usual and makers are 
finding no fault with the position of the 
market. 

SODA ASH.—Remained fairly firm 
during the past week, although spot 
prices in the hands of a few weak re- 
sellers fell off a bit during the period. 
Sales were made at $3.10 per cwt. spot 
and on the basis of 3c. per pound 
works. A few contract holders are loos- 
ening up on their supplies and the 
pressure to sell is more in evidence than 
formerly. Makers are now shipping in 
some volume and it is expected that 
they will have some small spot lots to 
offer before many weeks have passed. 
Contract prices have not as yet been 
announced. 

SODA BICARBONATE.—The makers 
are still holding at their former prices 
of $2.45 per cwt. for the spot consumers.

The acid market remains rather quiet 
throughout the period and in many of 
the items dealers are offering con- 
siderable concessions on prompt busi- 
ness. Spot trading was slower during 
the week than it has been in some 
little time and even the few items 
which have been fairly active for some 
time back are not moving as they 
should. Trading has been limited to 
small quantities insofar as the domes- 
tic demand is concerned and prices are 
generally weak on those items where 
the export demand is light. In one or 
two of the important materials demand 
for export has been fairly strong, but 
on the list as a whole this class of 
business has been disappointing in the 
extreme. 

Mineral acids retain the firm price 
tone of last week and in most instances 
there has been little in the way of 
concession offered ky either producers 
or resellers. The volume of material 
available is fairly good in all except- 
ing muriatic, which remains scarce. 
Producers: however, are in control of 
the market and they are not anxious 
to let prices fall below their current 
levels. In fact, some of them state 
that with the costs of production at 
their present levels, there is little 
chance of any reductions of prices on 
business for the balance of the year. 
As yet there has been little in the way 
of contract business for 1921 delivery 
and the makers have not openly an- 
nounced any prices for this trade, It 
is felt in most quarters, however, the 
sulphuric prices will be lower for 1921 
while those for other acids will remain 
pretty firm. Lower costs of raw mate- 
rials will probably affect the prices on 
that particular item, 


There has been ittie change in finer 
acids during the past week. Lactic 
is down on lack of demand and ox- 
alic is easier on spot. Trading has been 
ught in practically every item and 
while one or two of the materials seem 
io be in pretty good demand the bulk 
of the list is quiet and subject to some 
shading in the hands of those resellers 
who are offering goods.

ACETIC.—The spot market for gla- 
cial and 80 per cent. pure is still very 
weak and there has been little in the 
way of inquiry to reduce the heavy 
stocks which are available on spot. 
Trading has been limited to small 
quantities, and there were resellers of 
the glacial who would take as low as 
12c, per pound for their supplies as 
against a producer’s quotation of $15.95 
per ewt.

Paper Pulp to Be Manufactured in 


Belgian Kongo from Papyrus 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20, 1920. 

The papyrus of the Kongo has shown 
on analysis to contain 37.8 per cent. of 
cellulose. After research and experi- 
ments, a process discovered for 
bleaching the plants which had _ been 
vainly sought for 50 years, states Consul 
General Henry H. Morgan, from Brussels, 
Belgium, unaer date of June 20, 1920. 
Papyrus, which grows in great abundance 
near Elizabethville, in the Belgian Kongo, 
principally along the lower Lualaba, near 
the lakes of Kabuli, Sjemba, Kisali, and 
Neaga, is to be exploited by a large com- 
pany which has been granted a conces- 
sion. It is planned to establish near the 
river a large plant, costing two and a half 
million franes, which will have an initial 
production of 20,000 tons of pulp. The 
material for this factory is to be sougnt 
among Belgian and, if necessary, allied 
manufacturers.

It has been a quiet week in the fer- 
tilizer material market. There has 
peen business doing both for domestic 
consumption and for export, but it 
takes a very active demand to create 
any comment in the market. In some 
lines demand is very light just now, 
and in other lines supplies are so smalli 
that it is not possible to supply the de- 
mand. There is little demand for tank- 
age just now. Although producers are 
inclined to hold their nominal quota- 
tions unchanged there is no thought of 
getting the asked prices at this time. 
One reason why there is so little de- 
mand for this sort of ammoniates is 
that cottonseed meal is getting cheaper. 

Cottonseed meal is being offered in 
this market at $53 a ton. and the trade 
is looking for a lower price than this 
when the cotton season gets older. 
There is about seven per cent. am- 
monia in cottonseed meal, and the 
more of it is used the less animal am- 
moniates will be required. In spite of 
the fact that there is said to be a 
shortage in ammoniates there is a 
weakness in this sort of material. The 
lea@ing producers of sulphate of am- 
monia say that they have little to offer, 
but there seems to be a great deal 
floating around for resale. 

The break in the price of sulphate 
of ammonia in double bags-—the ex- 
port package—has been a great one, 
and the market is weaker at the de- 
cline than it was when the price was 
at the top. Suphate of ammonia in 
double bags f. a. s. New York was 
being offered at $5.85 per 100 pounds 
this week, and it was hinted in the 
market that $5.75 «ould move the 
goods. This is about the price that 
has been quoted for material in bulk 
f. 0. b. works, and it shows just how 
weak the second hand market has be- 
come. 

Fish scrap is one ammoniate that 
holds steady because of poor reports 
as to the catch, but nitrate of soda 
is far from strong, and the efforts of 
the combine of Chilean producers to 
bolster the price are not proving at 
all successful. The undertone of the 
market—both for spot and futures— 
has been weak for some time, and this 
week it has been possible to buy spot 
nitrate at $3.65. Some people have an 
idea that the price is going to $3.50. 

As far as the situation in regard to 
phosphates is concerned the fact that 
the domestic demand is not particu- 
larly active at this time does not trou- 
ble either the manufacturers of acid 
phosphate or the producers of phos- 
phate rock. The manufacturers of acid 
phosphate have all the business they 
ean handle, and the producers of rock 
are well sold ahead and are making 
contracts for 4@eliveries running all 
through next year. 

There has beep a little Freneh and a 
little German potash received at this 
port recently, but not enough to change 
the situation in any respect. The 
French producers have not yet com- 
pleted deliveries on old orders, and are 
not therefore in a position to look for 
new business, while the German pro- 
ducers are offering the material on 
terms so unsatisfactory to the con- 
suming trade that it is not to be ex- 
pected that there will be any rush to 
book orders at this time. There was 
no sulphate of potash in this market 
for a long time. but recently it is being 
offered, and while the price asked is 
still high it has commenced to come 
down. It re-entered the market at $4 
per unit and is now being offered at 
$350. There is a little domestic potash 
offered from time ro time, although 
most of the American producers will 
not be in a position to quote for prompt 
delivery for a Jong time to come. 

, There seems to be some improvement 
in the car situation, but the fertilizer 
industry is still much troubled over the 
poor service of the roads in most sec- 
“ons of the country. 

_ There seems to be a general feeling 
in the trade just now that it is well to 
be conservative in the extending of 
cerdits and in other ways. The con- 
suming trade looks upon the prices of 
materials as high ag it is not inclined 
0 anticipate further advances such as 
Would make heavy buying at this time 
bossible. The farmers of this country 
have raised large crops this year, how- 
ver, and will want a great deal of 
fertilizer during the coming fall and 
Spring. Labor conditions in the indus- 
pd are more satisfactory than they 
oe a year ago, and the greatest cause 
* complaint is the unsatisfactory rail- 
road situation.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 
peLOoD TANKAGE.— There is little 
- crest being shown in the tankage 

arke* just now, either here or in Chi- 


cago. The producers are not inclined 
to attempt to force business by price 
cutting, but prices have commenced to 
come down, and, while at the present 
time the market is merely a nominal 
affair, it looks as if the consuming 
trade had decided to hold back until 
quotations are more agreeable to the 
ideas of consumers as to what they 
should be. The fact that there has 
been a decline in the price of cotton- 
seed meal, and that a further decline 
is looked for, is interfering with the 
placing of orders for forward delivery 
of tankage, as it is certain that there 
will be a disposition in the South to 
replace tankage and blood with cotton- 
seed meal as much as possible. 

DRIED BLOOD.—As is the case with 
tankage, the ground blood market is 
quiet at the present time. There is not 
enough doing to encourage close quot- 
ing, and producers are inclined to al- 
low their prices to stand nominally un- 
changed. There will be a demand from 
feeders later on, but it is too early to 
expect it now. 

COTTONSEED MEAL.—There is 
more interest being shown in cotton- 
seed meal than for a long time past, as 
is natural at the beginning of the cot- 
ton year. The price of cottonseed this 
year is less than half what it was a 
year ago, and there promises to be a 
plentiful supply of meal this season at 
a price where it can be used as a fer- 
tilizer material. Meal has been offered 
here this week at $53@54 aton. There 
could be over 3,000,000 tons of meal 
produced from a cotton crop of the size 
the present one promises to be, and 
figuring a 7 per cent. ammonia value 
in the meal, there is a whole lot of fer- 
tilizer material in sight in this year’s 
cotton crop if the price is such that it 
can be profitably used. 

FISH SCRAP.—The weather has 
been very much against successful fish- 
ing recently, and menhaden fishermen 
have found much excuse for com- 
plaints. The fog has been heavy dur- 
ing most of the time, and this has 
been a hindrance to the fishermen. 
What they would like to see is some 
clear, hot weather. The catch has been 
a light one all season, and as the fish 
factories booked heavy business early 
in the season they have had no incen- 
tive to cut prices. Quotations are nom- 
inally unchanged at $7.50 and 10 cents 
per unit for dry and $7 and 50 cents for 
wet. Ground scrap is still quoted at 
$100 a ton. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — In 
spite of the fact that for some time 
past brokers have found it difficult to 
buy sulphate of ammonia from the 
largest producers, there is a great deal 
knocking around in second hands, and 
there has been enough pressure on the 
market recently to bring about a grad- 
ual decline in the price, which has been 
continued this week. It is possible to 
get export packages—double bags—at 
$5.85@5.95 per 100 pounds, and it is 
very possible that this price might be 
shaded. When it is remembered that 
up to about six weeks ago the f. a. s. 
New York price for sulphate in double 
bags was $7@7 05, it can be seen how 
weak the market has been. The real 
weakness, however, has been in the 
second hands’ market, and producers— 
being well under contract—have not 
forced the situation by offering sul- 
phate down. On the other hand, they 
have taken a firm position and are not 
trying to sell through brokers. It 
would take but little improvement in 
the export demand to clean up the 
market and bring about a decided 
change in the tone of the market. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The demand 
for nitrate of soda is not brisk enough 
to be entirely satisfactory to importers 
and producers. The undertone of the 
market is weak, and the price con- 
tinues to decline slowly. The idea of 
the producers’ syndicate that the fear 
of a higher price later on would cause 
a rush to buy has not worked out. The 
fact that the combine named an ad- 
vancing price from month to month 
has not had any effect on the spot 
price, and this week spot was offered 
at $3.65@3.70, with a general feeling 
among consumers that there might be 
wisdom in holding back still longer. 
The price of futures is not over strong, 
and distant deliveries are quoted at 
$3.80@4, the nearer, of course, being 
the lower. The movement of nitrate 
from Chile is steady, and possible pro- 
duction is much greater than the 
amount it is proposed to offer during 
the next season, so that consumers are 
confident that there will he no shortage. 


PHOSPHATES 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The acid phos- 
phate situation remains the same. The 
makers have not yet been able to re- 
duce the cost of production. It is ex- 
pected that the price of sulphuric acid 
will be lower next year, and if domestic 
consumers are able to buy their rock 
as cheaply as foreigners are now get-

with the shipping facilities entirely adequate. 
The factories are reported to ys pienty of 
orders for mixtures in hand, but it is entirely 
a question as to what extent they will be in 
a position to fill these orders during the period 
when mixtures are in demand, because there 
is a chance to use them. Despite the numerous 
and heavy rains and the resultant damage to 
growing crops in spots, the farmers are on 
the whole in good shape. with crops large 
and the returns so far quite good Here ¢ 
there some declines in prices have tak 
place, to be = sure but they have hit the 
growers in a limited way only, and as a class 
the agriculturists are in good shape to call 
liberally for fertilizers in preparation for 
the next planting season If the fertilizer 
trade lacks the measure of activity that might 
be looked for under the circumstances it is duc 
mainiy to the inadequacy of the means of 
transportation, which is holding up the move- 
ment of supplies of all kinds and makes the 
shippers feel uncertain as to th extent to 
which they will be drawn upon for supplies 
This feeling is reflected in ‘very division of 
the trade the crude material market. being 
affected as much as the business in mixtures, 
Some 1 tancy is probably Iso attributable 
to the I which dies he that the quota- 
tions may be expected to off This, to 
be sure, is always a possibility, but the cor 
tinued high cost of production of mixtures as 
well as the absence of anything like surpluses 
in crude stocks makes a considerable decline 
in the near future by no me likely.

FISH SCRAP Reports from the lower bay 
and the fish factories there are still to the 
effect that the menhaden vessels are meeting 
with decidedly indifferent suecess. Wind and 
weather, along with temperatures, continue to 
be against the making of large catches, and the 
additions made to the stocks of scrap turned 
out are very moderate. Even during the time 
when the weather was warm the frequent 
rains and the uncertain winds served to inter- 
fere with the work of the fleet, and the oper- 
itions of the craft were attended with more 
or less difficulty. Of course, the situation may 
change very materially. With the season only 
a little more than two months old, and with 
at least three more months ahead, there ought 
to be plenty of time for the luck of the fisher- 
men to change But even if the balance of the 
summer and early fall turn out well as can 
reasonably be expected, the general resu at- 
tained will hardly prove to be remarkable. 
If the balance of the season is productive of a 
liberal catch, the total for this year may still 
fall below what might be termed normal. The 
quotations on scrap remain around $7.50 and 
10 down the bay, with a number of the fac- 
tories sold ahead and with all of them carry- 
ing only limited quantities of scrap. 
TANKAGE.—There seems te be a_ slightly 
firmer tone to the market for tankage, though 
no actual marking up of the figures is io be 
noted. The quotations are steady, with ‘ie 
movement of no impressive volume, and with 
the buyers inclined to proceed cautiously. 
The feeling that there may be a decline in 
price persists, and tends to make the buyers 
conservative when it comes to taking up ‘u-- 
plies of the ammoniate. The producers, tor 
their part, take a sulfliciently hopeful view of 
conditions to refrain from holding out ma- 
terial concessions. The inadequacy of reilroad 
ears, which holds down the shipments of mtx- 
tures, naturally also serves to kKe-+p back any 
eagerness to load up with ammoniates.

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Nothing has occurred 
during the last week to change the general 
situation with respect to acid phosphate. The 
producers appear to have all the business which 
they can take care of, and with quotations on 
acid as high as they are, and with accumula- 
tions of rock lacking, there would seem to be 
no prospect that an easier feeling will set in. 
The factories here are still sending extensive 
quantities of acid phosphate to foreign coun- 
tries, and this competition prevents the gath- 
ering of even a small surplus Until now the 
conditions have been against an easier feeling 
in the market, and there is a complete ab- 
sence of developments to suggest that a ma- 
terial modification of the conditions is to be 
looked for. The current quotations are still 
around $18.50 for 14 per cent., and at $20 fo 
16 per cent. acid phosphate, with the tendency 
rather higher than lower.

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Color business has been remarkably 
dull during the past week or more. 
There has been so little doing that 
ading has been at a virtual standstill, 
ind prices have been largely nominal 
in the absence of any real business. 
The producers report that they are do- 
ing @ fair business in contract deliver- 
es, but that the inquiries which they 
wceive for prompt shipments are few 
and far between, and that the quanti- 
ties involved in these spot transactions 
are smaller than they usually are, even 
in the summer months when trading is 
naturally small. In fact, so little spot 
gods has changed hands, that dealers 
in small quantities reported no _ busi- 
ness at all during the period. There 
has been little change in the prices 
asked by any factor. The producers 
are naturally not much concerned over 
the quietness of the present market, 
and are holding prices very steady at 
the levels reported a week ago. This 
is due to the fact that costs are high- 
ep than ever. Some small concessions 
are said to be available on spot, but so 
little business was done that new price 
evels could not be actually confirmed 
by business transacted. 

‘the market for crudes and _ inter- 
mediates is fairly steady as regards 
prices. There has, however, been little 
spot business during the past week. 
Trading in intermediates especially has 
been very slow during the period, and 
resellers are offering some concessions 
fom the general market levels on 
many of the important materials listed. 
The makers are little concerned over 
this action on the part of second hands. 
In fact, in most instances, they are too 
nearly sold up over the balance of the 
year to care much what happens in the 
spot market. On such materials as 
paranitraniline, beta naphthol and 
others of the same class, there is little 
chance of any large offers from produ- 
cers until contract prices for next year 
arenamed. The crudes are in slightly 
better demand than are the intermedi- 
ates, but here again there is a fairly 
easy tone to spot business. Producers 
are delivering betfer quantities on 
their contracts, and this has slowed up 
the spot market in just the measure in 
which consumers of the materials are 
better taken care of. Only small lots 
of any of the crudes are available on 
spot, and prices On these products are 
generally steady at the levels set by 
the leading producers.

ANTHRANILIC.—The market has 
been steady throughout in spite of the 
fact that there has been little in the 
way of real business during the past 
week. Trading has been in the hands 
of the makers, who are quoting at the 
former levels at $2.40 per pound for 
round lots. 

BENZOIC.—Slightly better business 
is reported, but there is hardly the ac- 
tivity which is to be expected at the 
present season of the year. Fairly 
large quantities of the U. S. P. are be- 
ing turned over at the former level of 
%c. per pound, but the technical is 
still very slow at 75c. per pound. It is 
Possible that the latter might have 
been shaded slightly by resellers. 

CLEVE.—Production is steady, and 
the material is moving about as usual 
at the producers’ prices which stand at 
the former level of $1.65 per pound. 

CRESOTINIC.—There has been no 
change in the prices of the leading 
makers, They are offering at the 
former levels of 47@52c. per pound, as 
to quantity and seller. Market condi- 
tions have been far from active, and 
the situation remains rather dull. 

CRESYLIC.— Offers of imported 
800ds are heard in increasing volume, 
and it begins to look as if the shortage 
ofa few weeks ago was nearly over- 
‘ome, There has been a steady demand 
for the material during the entire pe- 
riod, but no heavy business has been 
reported by any of the numerous sell- 
ffs of spot goods.

NAPHTHIONIC.—Producers of this 
material are offering at the former 
levels of 90c. per pound for the refined. 
This grade is in steady demand and as 
yet second hands have been unable to 
get hold of any very large supplies. 
The technical is quoted at T75c. per 
pound firm by resellers. Trading in 
this quality has been rather slow dur- 
ing the past week and the quantity 
available on spot is larger than it has 
been for some time back. Z 
NEVILLE & WINTHER’S.—Prices 
remain at the former levels of $1.85 
per pound. The producers are doing 
the bulk of the business and report a 
steady but rather easy market. 
PHTHALIC.—Makers are still hold- 
ing the anhydride at 55c. per pound 
and state that they are doing about the 
usual run of business at this level. 
Small lots are reaching the market 
through dealers at about the same 
price. Most of the makers are unable 
to compete at the low level of present 
quotations and this is limiting the 
quantity offered to some extent, 
PICRAMIC.—Makers of this mate- 
rial are doing the usual run of busi- 
ness at their prices, which stand at 
$1.05 per pound inside and range to 
$1.20 per pound, according to seller. 
PICRIC.—The same large lots are 
available at 30c. per pound. Business 
has been very dull during the past week 
and large lot business has not been re- 
ported in any direction. Small quanti- 
ties are taken occasionally at prices in 
the vicinity of 45@50c. per pound. 
SALICYLIC.—There has been a bet- 
ter demand for U. S. P. goods during 
the past week, but heavy trading has 
not as yet been noted. The season has 
been rather disappointing to the pro- 
ducers, who expected a good demand 
during July and August. The prices 
quoted on spot remain at 55c. per pound 
for this grade. Technical goods were 
offered on the basis of 47c. per pound, 
but attracted little or no attention at 
this level. 


SULPHANILIC.—Prices are still 
strong and stand at 37%c. per pound 
inside at the close. The producers are 
offering small lots, but they have no 
large quantities for sale at present. 
They report high costs and predict 
further advances in prices. 

1:3:6.—Makers are still quoting the 
market at $1 per pound and report lit- 
tle business aside from the small lots 
which are taken for immediate use by 
the usual buyers. Most of the con- 
sumers are taken care of on contract 
and this fact is slowing the market up 


appreciably. 
CRUDES 


BENZOL.—Spot benzol is still hard 
to locate and, while the producers are 
doing better on their contracts and are 
thus contributing to slowing up the 
demand, they are unable to offer any- 
thing for immediate delivery aside from 
a few small lots to regular customers 
who are badly in need of the material. 
The market prices are unchanged and 
remain very firm at the former level 
of 33c. per gallon for the 90 per cent. 
and 35c. per gallon for the pure. Second 
hands when they are able to offer are 
usually a cent or two above these 
levels. 

CREOSOTE OIL.—tTrading has been 
relatively small during the _ period. 
Prices, however, remained firm in the 
hands of the producers, who offered 
the 25 per cent. grade at 40c. per gal- 
lon and the 15 per cent. at 20c. per 
gallon. 

CRESOL.—The market is fairly 
firm and leading producers rule the 
market in the way of prices. Offers of 
spot goods from importers were heard 
at 18c. per pound, and possibly a 
shade below this level, Makers are 
holding at the full 18c. per pound, but 
have very little to offer. Goods are in 
slightly better volume than at the time 
of the last report, due to large imports 
of the material. 

NAPHTHA.—Solvent naphtha re- 
mained steady during the past week at 
the former levels of 30c. per gallon. 
There has been less inquiry, due doubt- 
less to the fact that makers are deliv- 
ering larger lots on their contracts. 

NAPHTHALINE.—The market for 
this matrial has been rather easier 
than it was for some time back. There 
is still a pronounced scarcity of pure 
white goods and offers of this grade at 
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jower than 21c. per pound could not be 
jocated during the week. Imported 
oods, however slightly off color, could 
pe had at from 16c. per pound up, de- 
nding on actual grade and seller. 
The demand is still heavy, but with 
petter supplies available slightly lower 
prices are to be expected. Makers are 
out of it for the balance of the year. 
PHENOL.—Spot phenol was avail- 
able for export at 12@14c. per pound 
during the past week. There has been 
jittle doing for export and offers of 
new material and of returned goods 
were heard in the market at lower 
than the prices which have prevailed 
for some time back. The domestic con- 
gumers are still able to get government 
goods at the former levels of 12c. per 
und. This material is moving as 
well as could be expected. 
TOLUOL.—Makers are quoting on 
the basis of 35c. per gallon in tank 
cars. There has been the usual steady 
demand and the producers are in about 
as bad shape as ever, insofar as spot 
offers are concerned. Dealers, however, 
report less demand on spot and are 
now selling at the same levels as those 
quoted by the producers. It is possible 
that a shade lower would have been 
taken by some weak interests. 
XYLOL.—The new prices of the 
producers are well maintained and are 
reported aS having had little or no ef- 
fect on the amount of business passing 
on spot. Sales were made at 45c. per 
gallon for the pure 10 degree distilla- 
tion. The commercial grade is offered 
at 30c. per gallon. Neither grade is 
moving in very heavy volume at 
present. 


INTERMEDIATES 


ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—tThere has 
been no change in the quotations of 
the producers and while they are not 
offering very freely, there is no very 
heavy demand and second hands are 
reported as doing some shading from 
the general market level of $1.15 per 
pound for crude and $1.45 per pound 
for the refined grades. 
ALPHA NAPHTHYLAMINE. — The 
market is easy on absence of large 
business and while there are as yet no 
large supplies available, weak holders 
among the resale trade are offering 
considerable concessions for an im- 
mediate overturn. The best price 
heard on spot during the past week 
was at 52c. per pound, but late August 
and September shipments could have 
been had in some directions at about 
2. per pound lower than this price. 
ANILINE OIL.—Continues to be 
very weak under an almost total lack 
of demand either from the consumers 
or for export. Sales were made at as 
low as 26c. per pound and it was prob- 
ably possible to do slightly better than 
this on real business. Makers have 
not as yet announced any prices for 
next year’s business, but it is expected 
that these will be high and that the 
present weakness will not outlive the 
dull summer period. 
ANILINE SALT.—Is still to be had 
at around 36c. per pound and possibly 
a shade better. Business has been 
slower during the past week than dur- 
ing any other period of the last two 
or three months. There are no large 
amounts of the product available on 
spot, but a few of the dealers have 
sufficient to make them willing to take 
some concessions from the _ prices 
which have been quoted during the 
past two or three months. j 
ANTHRACENE.—The market is un- 
changed and the prices of the produc- 
‘Ss are still held at about $1 per pound 
lor the 80 per cent. grade. Lower 
grades are in the market in a small 
Way, but attract little attention. The 
market for 80 per cent. is fairly ac- 
lve and steady.

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE. — The 
market remains steady in the hands of 
the large producers. These factors of- 
fered at the former level of $1.50 per 
pound for technical and 2.25 per 
pound for the sublimed. Actual busi- 
ness has been rather slow and the 
market shows no signs of an improve- 
ment in position. 

BROENNER ACID.—Production is 
keeping pace with the demand in good 
shape and the market is steady in first 
hands at the repeated level of $1.75 per 
pound. 

DIANISIDINE.—Makers report the 
usual demand for this material and 
state that prices are well maintained 
on the basis of the recent reduction 
to $8 per pound. 

DIETHYLANILINE. — Spot sales 
were reported during the week at from 
$1.50 to $1.65 per pound, according to 
the seller. There has been a fair de- 
mand for the material during the past 
week and sellers report fairly good 
business. Prices are barely steady 
for there is sharp competition between 
sellers. 

DIMETHYLANILINE.—The market 
has quieted down and while there is 
an occasional inquiry in the market, 
sellers state that they are doing very 
little at present. The makers are still 
behind, but second hands have suffici- 
ent goods to more than take care of 
the demand. However, with alcohol 
at its present level there seems little 
chance of any further reduction in 
prices. Spot sales were made during 
the past week on the basis of $1.12@ 
1.25 per pound. It would probably have 
been possible to shade this fractionally 
On any large orders. 

DINITROBENZOL.—Remained fairly 
firm during the entire week. Factors 
would not take less than 35c. per pound 
and while the prices of the makers were 
unchanged at 32c. per pound some lit- 
tle business was transacted at the 
higher level and even above it. The 
strength of the raw material and the 
steadiness of the demand were the 
factors which held up the market dur- 
ing the week. 

DINITROCHLORBENZOL. — There 
has been no change in the prices of the 
leading factors in the market, and they 
are still offering spot and prompt at 
28ec. per pound. There is a fairly 
steady demand and prices are fairly 
firm at this level. 

DINITRONAPHTHALINE.— Makers 
are quoting at the former level of 45c. 
per pound and report the usual quiet 
and steady demand. Business is slowed 
down by the fact that producers have 
taken care of most of the consumers 
of the product on contract. 

DINITROPHENOL.—The price re- 
mains at the former level of 40c. per 
pound in spite of the fact that some 
factors are decidedly bearish in their 
views of the situation. No sales at 
lower than the price reported were 
noted during the week, but some 
factors voiced the opinion that the 
present dullness, coupled with lower 
raw materials, might force prices down 
somewhat in the near future. 

DINITROTOLUOL.—Remained firm 
throughout the period at not less than 
42c. per pound. This is the price of 
the producers, who, however, have no 
large lots to offer at present. It was 
possible to get slightly higher for 
prompt deliveries at the close of the 
week and one factor reported sales late 
in the period at 45c. per pound and up. 

DIPHENYLAMINE. — There has 
been very little doing during the past 
week. The demand is dull and there 
is nothing like the market of a few 
weeks ago. Prices remain rather weak, 
and while there were no actual reduc- 
tions during the past week, it was 
rumored that some concessions below 
the former level of 87c. per pound had 
been named in certain directions. 

G SALT.—The market has been fair- 
ly active, and while large lot business 
was not reported to any extent the 
volume of small inquiries is un- 
diminished. Trading has been along 
about the usual lines with export busi- 
ness somewhat better than is the do- 
mestic. Prices remain high and stand 
in the vicinity of 85@90c. per pound. 

METANITRANILINE. This prod- 
uct is unchanged and stands at the 
former level of $1 per pound. Demand 
is quiet, and while there are occasional 
inquiries for round lots in the market 
little is apparently done with them for 
there has been no trading of impor- 
tance during the past two weeks or 
more. 

METANITROPARATOLUIDINE. — 
There has been no change in the prices 
of the leading producers of this ma- 
terial during the past week. Business 
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js SIOW and prices are generally in the 
pands of the producers, who continue 
to offer in the usual volume on the 
pasis of $3.50 per pound for round lot 
pusiness. 

MET APH ENYLENEDIAMINE. — 
There has been no change in the price 
of the leading producers of this ma- 
terial. Sales were made on the basis 
of $1.30 per pound during the period 
and nothing better than this could be 
done. The market is apparently in 
frm hands, and while trading has not 
peen active, there is no sign of any- 
thing lower in the way of prices at 
present. athe 
META TO LUYLENEDIAMINE, — 
Business is in the hands of one large 
factor. Round lots are still available 
at $1.40 per pound, but there is little 
trading in the quantities which can be 
nad at this level. Sales at $1.50 per 
pound were reported by resellers dur- 
ing the period and the bulk of the 
small lot trading is passing at this 
figure or above. The market is pretty 
frm in the hands of the only factor 
who is able to quote prompt deliveries 
on large quantities. 

MONOCHLORBENZOL.—The prices 
of this material are unchanged and 
jeading sellers are able to do about 17c. 
per pound on prompt. shipments. 
Trading has been far from startling 
during the past week, but sales to the 
consuming trade have been sufficient 
to prevent much of a break in values. 
For the most part producers are in 
control of the present market. 

MONOETHYLANILINE. — Sellers 
are holding at $1.75 per pound and re- 
port the usual quiet and steady market 
at this level with values well main- 
tained in first hands. 

NITROBENZOL.—Offered prompt at 
lic. per pound in car lots, but is ap- 
parently very firm at that level. The 
producers report that under present 
costs lower prices are out of the ques- 
tion. For the most part they are in 
control of the market, and while small 
lots are turned over by dealers from 
time to time it is usually at well above 
the levels named by first hands. 

NITRONAPHTHALINE. — Makers 
are quoting on the basis of 40c. per 
pound to the consuming trade. Small 
additional lots comprise the bulk of 
the demand and the market is quiet 
and steady at the level set by the lead- 
ing makers. 

ORTHOAMIDOPHENOL.—Prices on 
this material have been advanced. The 
new level set is $3.20 per pound for 
round lots and up to $3.75 per pound 
for smaller quantities. Sellers report 
that they have been doing a better 
than ordinary business and that prices 
merely reflect the general tone of the 
market. It is difficult to get large lots 
of the material and sellers on spot are 
very firm in their ideas of price. 

ORTHODICHLORBENZOL. — Pro- 
ducers are quoting on the basis of 15c. 
per pound and report the usual small 
lot trading with an occasional offer for 
a large quantity. Business, however. 
is hardly as active as the producers 
would like to see it. 

ORTHONITROPHENOL.—This ma- 
terial continues to weaken and at the 
close of the period offers were reported 
at down to 75c. per pound. Lower 
costs of production occasioned by the 
reduced costs of the basic material are 
given as the reason for this sharp de- 
cline in price. Offers are fairly free on 
spot and second hands are fairly active 
in the market with the competition 
rather keen between them. 

ORTHONITROTOLUOL. — Sellers 
continue to quote on the basis of 25c. 
per pound and report the market as 
rather firm at this level. Producers 
are pretty well taken care of and are 
offering very small lots only for im- 
mediate delivery. 

ORTHOTOLUIDINE. — The pro- 
ducers of this material vary in their 
prices On large shipments and quote 
from 338c. to 35c. per pound, according 
© volume. The demand is still good, 
and while there is no large lot of the 
material available at present, supplies 
are about sufficient to take care of the 
business passing. Competition between 
Producers for new business is said to 
be rather keen. This business is, how- 
ever, for the most part for forward 
shipment.

At least 
it was not confirmed by any actual 
transactions during the period, 

PARANITROACETANILID. — Offers 
were heard at from 78c. to 82c. per 
pound, The market is fairly firm and 
there is a steady demand for fairly 
large quantities at this level. 

PARANITROORTHOTOLUIDINE.— 
The makers are holding at $3.50 per 
pound and report the’ usual routine de- 
mand for small and moderate quanti- 
ties. Large lot business is still hold- 
ing off. 

PARANITROPHENOL.—Lower on 
lack of demand and the fact that raw 
materials are also lower in price at 
the close of the week. Trading has 
been rather dull on the falling market, 
and while better than 75c. per pound 
Was not quoted during the period, 
there is little doubt that a firm offer 
for a large quantity of the material 
would have shaded this price slightly. 

PARANITROTOLUOL, — Remained 
dull and inactive. Prices, however, are 
well maintained by the leading pro- 
ducers who are quoting on the basis of 
$1.25 per pound. Costs of production 
are the principal factors in holding 
prices to their present level. 

PARAPHENYLENEDIA MINE. — 
Makers are quoting on the basis of 
$2.70 per pound and report the usual 
steady and rather quiet market at this 
level. 

PHENYLALPHANAPHTHYLA - 
MINE.—Producers are taking care of 
the bulk of the business and their 
prices are well maintained at the 
former levels of $2.50 per pound. Lead- 
ing sellers report little in the way of 
large lot business at present. 

PHOSGENE.—Holders report the 
usual quiet demand and state that 
prices are fairly steady at the former 
levels of 65c. per pound. 

R SALT.—Remained very firm dur- 
ing the entire week. Sellers have very 
little in the way of spot goods to offer 
and the demand continues very steady 
at the levels reported a week ago. 
Prices range from 85c. per pound up, 
according to quantity and seller. Busi- 
ness for export has been hardly as ac- 
tive as for the past two or three weeks, 
but there is enough business to take 
care of everything that is offered. 

RESORCIN.—Makers are still quot- 
ing $3.75 per pound on the technical 
grade. Low priced sellers are no 
longer in the market with their offer- 
ings. Business is dull and prices are 
held steady only by the fact that the 
material is largely in first hands at 
present. 

SCHAEFFER'S SALT.— There has 
been no change in prices since the re- 
port of last week. Demand has been 
fairly good throughout, however, and 
values are well maintained on the basis 
of 85c. per pound. 

SODIUM NAPHTHIONATE. — Re- 
mains very firm on the position of the 
raw material. During the past week 
small offers were reported at 90c. per 
pound, but most factors are quoting 
95c. per pound and up. Demand is 
steady and a fair quantity of the ma- 
terial is changing hands. 

SODIUM PICRAMATE. — Producers 
are quoting $1.15 per pound and up on 
this material, according to quantity. 
There is less demand than there was a 
few weeks ago and offers are larger. 
Makers are still somewhat behind 
the current market, however. 

TETRANITROMETHYLANILINE.— 
Offered at the former level of $2.50 per 
pound. There is little demand and the 
only business passing is in small lots 
for the immediate use of the con- 
sumers. Manufacturers of explosives 
are taking small lots at present. 

TOLIDIN.—In spite of the fact that 
producers are still quoting nominally 
at $1.70 per pound in most directions, 
the market for spot goods has ad- 
vanced on the inability of these factors 
to make prompt shipments. The spot 
market at the close of the week stood 
at $1.80@2 per pound, with little offered 
at the inside level. The demand is 
good and resellers are experiencing a 
fairly active market for their stocks.

Trading has not been overactive dur- 
ing the past week, but prices are firm 
at the level indicated. In fact, several 
factors are now quoting on the basis 
of 50c. per pound and give the recent 
advance of xylol as the reason for this 
higher level.

Business in natural dyestuffs has 
peen at a virtual standstill during the 
entire period. So little has been done 
that prices have been markedly unset - 
tled throughout. First hands in the 
yarious products listed are usually 
quoting at the former levels and state 
that while there is little business they 
gre unable to offer much in the way of 
encessions. They are generally of the 
gpinion that the market is merely ex- 
periencing a rather more serious sum- 
mer slump than is usual and that busi- 
ness Will be better as soon as the fall 
jemand begins to be felt. Second 
hands on the other hand are offering 
gncessions on such of the material as 
they have for sale and report that even 
sharp reductions from current market 
jevels have little effect in stimulating 
interest in the spot market. The de- 
mand for natural products has been 
ow, but prices on these materials are 
gnerally very firm on the absence of 
any large supplies. The important ma- 
rials, such as logwood, fustic, Brazil 
wood and divi-divi, are so nearly off 
the market that prices on them are 
largely nominal on spot. Other ma- 
trials such as those from the Orient 
gein heavy supply and prices on these 
are subject to the shading above men- 
tioned. 

The extract group has remained 
fairly steady during the period on ac- 
cunt of the fact that most of the sup- 
plies are in the hands of the makers, 
who are not offering any concessions of 
importance. The weakest group of the 
list was that of starch products and 
abumen. The latter material in par- 
teular has been very dull and weak 
throughout the period. Large stucks 
offered from London are being dumped 
into this market at such _ prices 
tht holders who had goods purchased 
afew months ago are taking rather 
heavy losses on their present sales. 
Prices were lower during the period, 
and there is little doubt that any reas- 
mable bid would take away supplies. 
The starch materials are also weak, 
tut here supplies are hardly as large 
as they are in albumen, and the result 
isseen in steadier prices. 

Chemicals have on the whole been 
fairly steady, and while some spot con- 
cessions are reported in certain direc- 
tins, the market in general has been 
very steady throughout the week, with 


prices well maintained both in first 
and second hands.

ports contracts made during the period 
at this level. The remaining producers 
have not as yet made prices for next 
year, but intimate that these will be 
forthcoming in the near future. 

There is always more or less specu- 
lation in this market at the present 
season of the year, and both sellers and 
large consumers are watching the sit- 
uation very closely. 

Spot business has continued very 
slow during the period and there were 
seliers at Z2c. per pound at the close. 
It is probable that weak holders would 
have shaded this fractionaiiy on firm 
business. Bichromate of potash is be- 
ing offered on contsact by one tactor at 
23@24c,. per pound. None of the other 
producers is quoting at present. Spot 
business has been very dull throughout 
and offers were located at as low as

HY POSULPHITE OF SODA.—Mak- 
ers are generally quoting on the basis 
of 3%c. per pound for the ordinary 
crystals in ballers.

market is sharply higher, and during 
the past week as high as 44c. per 
pound was paid for spot goods. Little

NITRATE OF IRON.—True nitrate 
of iron is held at 9c. per pound, while 
the commercial is offered at 2c. per 
pound by the makers. There has been 
litthe change in the situation for some 


time back, and the smail business 
which is passing is entirely in first 
hands. 

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.— Makers 


are still out of the market and will be 
until late in the fall, if, indeed, they 
ure able to offer for delivery before the 
tirst of the year. They are not taking 
on any new business at present. Resale 
lots were offered at 4%c. per pound for 
September delivery at 5c. per pound 
for spot during the past week. There 
is a tairly steady demand. 

PRUSSIATES.—The group as a 
whole continued to weaken during the 
past week and trading has been rather 
quiet on the declining market. Offers 
of the soda material are quoted on the 
basis of Z6c. per pound, and it would 
have been no surprise to the trade if 
lower could be done on a firm offer. 
The potash salts are also weak on the 
lack of any consistent demand. Offers 
were heard at 34c. per pound for the 
yellow and 80c. per pound for the red. 
Either of these prices could also have 
been shaded slightly during the week. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—The market is 
still very soft on the dullness and 
weakness of vegetable oils in general. 
Offers were heard during the past week 
at from llc. per pound for the 50 per 
cent. grade to 15c. per pound for the 
75 per cent. grade. Business is very 
slow, and only sma: lots are being 
taken by the trade. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—Steady in first 
hands and held at 438c. per pound by 
these factors. Business is rather slow, 
but there has as yet been no effect on 
prices by this dullness. 

ZINC DUST.—Producers of this ma- 
terial are still holding at 124%c. per 
pound in spite of the fact that little 
business is being done at present. The 
demand is fairly steady, but no large 
business has been done and only small 
lots are being taken by the consumers. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS 





ALBUMEN.—Egg albumen is still in 
very bad shape. There is little demand, 
and the inflow of material from the 


primary markets and from London is 
still very heavy. Trading has been at 
a standstill during tne entire period 
and offers were heard through brokers 
and dealers at as low as 69c. per pound. 
There has been the usual call for blood 
albumen during the period, but no sup- 
plies of any importance could be lo- 
cated, and prices are still wholly nomi- 
nal. 

ANNATTO.—The market is weak 
under the pressure of very heavy stocks 
of the seed grade on which the leading 
holders are willing to take as low at 
3%c. per pound. Fine annatto is held 
at 32c. per pound. There are only fair 
quantities of it avaimble at present. 

ARCHIL.—Supplies of this extract 
are still in rather scanty volume in 
spite of the fact that there has been 
less demand during the past two or 
three weeks than during previous pe- 
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riods. Offers are hard to locate, and 
where any goods are held they are 
usually quoted very firmly at the for- 
mer asking price of 33c. per pound for 
the double grade. 


BARWOOD.—Offers of chipped wood 
were heard during the past week at 
6c. per pound. Trading has been rou- 
tine only, and there is little in the way 
of round-lot business at the moment. 
The volume of sales has been very 
small during the past week. 


BRAZIL WOOD.—The market for the 
raw material is nominal. There are 
no offers, either spot or to arrive. 
Small lots have come in, but have been 
consigned directly to the consumers, 
and there has been no business in spot 
lots during the week. 


CAMWOOD.—Better than 16c. per 
pound could not be done on this mate- 
rial during the past week, and some 
fairly good stuff was held at 18c. per 
pound by a leading seller. There is 
nothing doing in the way of large busi- 
mess, but prices are held firm by the 
fact that no large lots are available for 
immediate shipment. 

CHESTNUT.—This material remains 
very firm at the level reported a week 
ago. There is a steady demand and 
factors making the material state that 
they are having some difficulty in get- 
ting suitable supplies of the bark. 
Business has been done during the 
period at 34c. per pound for the clari- 
fied 25 per cent. grade in tanks. Large 
sales were not reported in any direc- 
tion, but the total volume of small 
transactions reached considerable 
figures during the week. 


COCHINEAL. — Offers are freely 
heard at the levels reported a week 
ago. They attract very little attention, 
however, and business has been nota- 
bly dull throughout the period. There 
is little doubt that weak holders would 
shade current levels which the im- 
porters quote at from 60c. to 65c. per 
pound, according to the grade of the 
material. 

CUDBEAR.—The prices of the lead- 
ing producers stand at the former 
levels of 24c. per pound for the No. 1 
grade of the material. Sales are small 
and holdings are ample to take care 
of all the business which is being of- 
fered at present. 

CUTCH. — No large business has 
been reported. There has been some 
inquiry for Pangoon and South Amer- 
ican goods which are practically off the 
market, but very little has been done 
in the way of the Borneo, which re- 
mains in fair supply. No heavy im- 
portations are noted, however, and 
prices are very firm on this grade, 
which is held at 10c. per pound by 
leading factors. 

DEXTRINE.—Makers of this mate- 
rial are holding for their former prices, 
but report that they are doing little 
business and that prices in second 
hands are weaker than they care to 
quote at the moment. The corn ma- 
terial is fairly steady so far as price is 
concerned, and is held by the producers 
at $6.94 per cwt. for corn dextrine 
and $7.24 per cwt. for British gum. The 
potato grades are subject to the shad- 
ing of weak resellers and offers were 
heard at as low as 12c. per pound for 
the domestic and 12%c. per pound for 
the imported during the week. 

DIVI DIVI.—Supplies on spot are 
smaller than they have been and fur- 
ther reductions in price are not heard. 
The best. available during the past 
week was $65' per ton and some factors 
would not take less than $70 per ton 
for spot supplies. The extract is very 
firm on the costs of production and 
leading makers are holding at 6c. per 
pound for the 25 per cent. tannin grade 
and are not anxious to take on any 
business at this level. The demand 
is not very heavy at present, but prices 
are strong on account of the better 
position of the raw material. 

EGG YOLK.—In sympathy with the 
position of albumen and starches, this 
market remained weak throughout the 
period, with buyers not anxious to do 
anything aside from the small lots 
which they need for their immediate 
consumption. The market stood at 38c. 
per pound for spray and as low as 
28c. per pound for granular at the 
close of the week. There is little 
doubt that either of these prices could 
have been shaded on a firm offer for 
any large lot of the material. There 
has been no such offer in some weeks. 

FLAVINE.—Steady in first hands 
with leading makers quoting on the 
basis of $1 per pound for the lemon 
and 90c. per pound for the orange. 

FUSTIC.—Sticks are very hard to 
locate at present. Imports are small 
and the stock of logs which was held 
on spot has been largely taken up by 
the small lot buying of the consumers. 
Prices at the close of the week stood 
at $40 per ton inside and very little 
was offered at any price. The ex- 
tract is fairly firm on this position of 
the wood, in spite of the fact that 
there is little in the way of action 
from the consumers at present. Quo- 
tations of leading factors are held 
on the basis of 22c. per pound for the 
solid grade. 

GAMBIER.—The leading holders of 
this material report that they are doing 
very little prompt business at present 
and that they also are receiving a 
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smaller volume of business for 
livery than formerly. Their prj 

held steady at the former "leven a 
10%c. per pound for the commo 
grade and up to 18c. per pound ee 
Singapore cubes, but there is very lit. 
tle interest in current offers. The ex. 
tract is also in good supply anq i 
rather weak with prices unsettleq in 
the vicinity of 9c. per pound. 


HEMATINE.—The market is low at 
the close of the period owing to the 
fact that there is very little demang 
and that better supplies are availabj 
in the hands of resellers. Prices stood 
at 29@33c. per pound for the crystals 
during the period and the solid coulq 
have been had at 26c. per pound. The 
market for the raw material, however 
precludes the possibility of any sharp 
break in the market for the extract, 

HYPERNIC.—This material is rap- 
idly approaching a nominal position on 
account of the inability of the pro. 
ducers to get hold of supplies of the 
wood. The prices of leading makers 
are still held at the recent advance to 
28c. per pound for the solid grade, but 
there are few offers at any price and 
little trading, on account of the scare. 
ity of the material. 

INDIGO.—The market is still weak, 
and while high prices are heard on 
shipment goods in some directions, spot 
material can be had at very low levels, 
Little demand is experienced, and weak 
holders are accepting some concessions 
from the former levels, which stand at 
$2 per pound for the Bengal, and range 
down to a level of 90c. per pound for 
the Madras. The Guatemala grade is 
offered on spot at $1.85 per pound and 
probably could have been had lower at 
the close of the period. Indigo extract 
is held at 18c. per pound, but ig at- 
tracting very little attention at pres- 
ent. 

LOGWOOD.—No offers of the logs 
were reported during the past week, 
and prices on them are wholly nom- 
inal in the absence of supplies. The 
market for the extract is feeling the 
effects of this shortage, and at the 
close of the week prices looked very 
firm at not less than 25c. per pound 
for the solid grade, this in spite of the 
total lack of any large business, 


MYRABOLANS.—The nuts are held 
at $50 per ton by leading sellers. There 
has been little doing during the period. 
Season has closed in the primary mar- 
kets, and while offers from there are 
still heavy quality is not as good as 
it has been. The extract remains fair- 
ly firm at the former levels of 13¢. 
per pound for the solid, and 8%e. per 
pound for the 51-degree liquid: 

NUTGALLS.—These materials re- 
main rather weak on the absence of 
any real demand, and the fact that 
heavy imports have been stimulated 
by the high prices of a few weeks ago 
The market for Chinese galls remains 
the better of the two grades, and stands 
at 33c. per pound. Aleppo galls are 
offered in heavy volume at 29¢, per 
pound, and it is possible that this could 
have been shaded on a firm offer. The 
extract remains steady on the costs of 
production, in spite of lack of inquiries.

OSAGE ORANGE.—The demand for 
this material is steady, and while there 
is little doing in a domestic consum- 
ing way, the export business is suffi- 
cient to hold the market steady at the 
former levels of 19c. per pound for the 
powdered grade. and 10c. per pound 
for the 51-degree liquid. 

QUEBRACHO.—Leading producers 
are holding the market steady at 10%e. 
per pound for the sold grade. There 
has been little during the past week 
and, were it not for the fact that sup- 
plies of the bark are rather small, there 
is little doubt that lower price levels 
would be established. 


SAGO FLOUR.—In sympathy with 
the entire starch products group, the 
material remains very weak, and offers 
are heard in heavy volume at the 
former level of 5c. per pound. 


STARCH.—AIl grades are very dull, 
and while price changes have not been 
noted during the period, there is little 
doubt that a firm offer would shade 
almost any grade in the hands of some 
of the weaker holders. Quotations 
were as follows at the close of the 
period: Corn starch, powdered, $5.1?

Laments Official Ignorance of Foreign Trade Requirements an) 
States That Control of Exports Will Result Disastrously 
to German Business 


An editorial in a recent issue of Uebersee-Post, published in Leipzig, discusgeq 
in no uncertain terms the condition of the German export trade under the caption 


“The Endangered Export Trade.” 


It laments the fact that the present dictators of 


Germany do not possess a foreign trade experience that would enable them to keg 
in close touch with the export business, and criticizes the recent imposition of = 


port duties on German-made goods, and other methods of control. 


Believing that 


Reporter readers will be interested in the point of view expressed by this German 
publication, the editorial in question is herewith presented in full:— 


Germany's prosperjty depends today more 
than ever upon her exporting capacity, and 
it will be a national misfortune if steps are 
not immediately taken to help revive the lost 


position which she formerly held. The fa- 


miliar quotation of pre-war days, ‘‘Unsere 
Zukunft liegt auf dem Wasser,’’ which cre- 
ated so much ill-feeling abroad and misun- 


derstood as it was at home, has become in 
reality nothing but a burlesque. Hopes which 
were then fostered are now a matter of the 
past, but nevertheless they should not be en- 
tirely discarded by those responsible for the 
German trade policy. 

How do matters stand? It almost looks as if 
also the dreams of the future of the German 
export trade will become shattered. 


Experts Should Be Heeded 


It is now high time to take more heed of 
the voices of experts in commerce and indus- 
try, and these are emphatically warning the 
many theorists and laymen against keeping up 
their methods of control of foreign trade; 
methods which are antiquated according to 
present-day conjectures. Valuable time has 
been lost by not taking proper advantage of 
the changed conditions caused by the improve- 
ment of the rate of exchange, as well as by 
the raised price of goods for home consump- 
tion. For some time German exporters have 
been receiving news from all parts of the 
world stating that in various goods German 
makes can no longer compete, and it goes 
without saying that German merchants must 
be placed in a position to compete if they ever 
hope to recover the lost chances of outlet for 
their products on the foreign markets. 

Practically speaking, German commerce and 
trade are today in the same position as a 
business firm might be which has lost its cus- 
tomers and must use all efforts and even 
exert itself to try to win them back again. 
While it is true that the demand for German 
goods is still extremely strong in the foreign 
markets, it should be remembered that the de- 
sire for German-made articles is only guided 
by the fact that the goods have had some 
reputation in the past, namely, of being not 
only of good quality but also reasonable in 
price; in fact, one might say extremely cheap, 
and it would be a mistake to think that for- 
eign buyers are anxious to procure the goods 
simply because they come from Germany. 
Such sentiments do not exist and never have 
existed, not even on those markets which have 
been termed germanophile. 

It must be frankly admitted that German 
business morale has suffered lately and that 
the German merchant has consequently lost 
some of his good reputation formerly so zeal- 
ously guarded. What is responsible for this? 
Firstly, the unsettled state of affairs, caus- 
ing strike after strike, restrictions of output 
and worse, secondly and principally the red 
tape system of the machinery of governmental 
export control, which was called into being 
in the so-named interest of foreign trade, but 
which is doing everything else but serving this 
end. Rules and regulations which are issued 
by these ‘‘Aussenhandelsstellen’’ in both cases 
fail to serve the purpose, inasmuch as they 
do not conform to the ever changing and ex- 
tremely flexible conditions; but one thing is 
certain, and that is they come in practically 
all cases too late and are apt to do morg harm 
than good. 

Time is money, and the latter Germany 
most urgently needs, It is greatly lamented 
that these dictators of the German foreign 
trade policy do not appear to be in close touch 
with the export business, and that they do not 
possess sufficient practical experience as far 
as foreign countries are concerned. It is no 
wonder that leading persons in the toy in- 
dustry, in their despair over governmental 
wisdom, have termed the rigorous control of 
foreign trade, which has set in too late for 


any practical purpose, nothing more or len 
than a national economic crim: so 


Governmental Ignorance 


Since the 10th of May the government has 
thought it convenient to put into force certain 
regulations for export, which will practically 
prohibit the export of various goods at ajj 
always providing that the condition of the 
German exchange does not deteriorate materi. 
ally. By this act the government proves the 
absolute lack of survey and commercial] adapt. 
ability, not to speak of an utter ignorance ot 
the prevailing sitvation in the world’s markets 
The manufacturers, who only in very fare 
cases are also exporters, will be compelled, 
according to these rules, to charge export 
premiums which are in the face of facts un- 
justified, and it is certain that such demands 
will not help to restore the good _ reputation 
which Germany’s commerce and trade so neces. 
sarily needs; it appears to be quite clear that 
the hopes of becoming a great exporting na. 
tion will soon be nothing but a memory, just 
as the notorious ‘‘Zukunft auf dem Wasser” 
belongs to ‘‘tempi passati.’’ 

Nobody will protest against export charges 
if they are within reason aud as long as they 
exclude the danger of eliminating a brisk 
outlet of German goods in foreign countries: 
but only up to recently manufacturers haye 
demanded exorbitant export premiums for 
articles which could be bought in foreign coun. 
tries for a narrow margin higher than the 
domestic German price quotations. There must 
be a sharp line drawn between such goods, in 
w .ich Germany can easily compete, in spite 
of export premiums, and those goods, which 
foreign competition will have no difficulties 
whatsoever in ousting. Of the first mentioned 
class of goods, only a very few species exist, 
while the others, being in the majority, have 
to face severe foreign competition, just as 
severely as in pre-war days. 

The hands of the pioneers of German com- 
merce are tied, and all warnings of experienced 
experts are ignored by the wiseacres at the 
green table. An article written by Dr. Schwa- 
bacher (Association of Hamburg Exporters), 
entitled ‘‘Industry, Improvement of Exchange, 
and Our Exports,’’ which illustrates very ex- 
plicitly, quite sanely and very much to the 
purpose, every-day occurrences in the prac- 
tice, has attracted quite some attention through 
the frank way the writer has expressed the 
ill-timed attitude taken by the authorities, and 
by the splendid manner in which he has laid 
bare the wound caused by bureaucratic inter- 
ference, lacking sufficient expert knowledge. 
He has pointed out that the parties who are 
responsible for the making of laws for the 
benefit of foreign trade stubbornly hide them- 
selves behind the screen of officialdom, and 
instead of recognizing committed errors and 
trying to remedy same, they fall back to the 
same faulty methods which so _ gloriously 
adorned Imperial Germany in the days gone 
by. Certain comments made by the Industrie- 
und Handelszeitung, a paper in close touch 
with the Ministries of Finance, Economics, the 
Foreign Office, and other governmental de- 
partments, in reference to Dr, Schwabacher's 
conception, indicate plainly enough that any 
comprehension of the true meaning of export 
trade is foreign to those who evidently influ- 
ence the editorials of said paper, but one thing 
seems to be certain and that is, that they 
have not the slightest idea of what has hap- 
pened in the world’s markets since 1914, nor 
how they look today. 

It is absolutely necessary at this hour that 
nothing shall be left undone to enable the 
merchant to enter into competition on equal 
terms with his rivals on foreign markets and 
that he should be amply assisted, instead of 
hampered, in his efforts to catch up again 
with the lost opportunities, even though at a 
sacrifice, and what is most important of all 
he must be put in a position to offer his 
goods at the lowest possible prices. 

No successful issue can be fairly expected 
from a merchant—in chains. 














NITRATES AND AMMONIA SULPHATE. _ 
EXPORTS ALLOWED BY JAPAN 


TOKIO, Japan, July 12, 1920. 

_Japanese fertilizer merchants who are 
dismayed by the result of their over 
trading for some months past are going 
to effect their dumping of sulphate of 
ammonia and Chilean saltpeter again in 
the Dutch East Indies, Europe, America 
and some other points where they can 
see the possibility of success. They have 
already secured the ready co-operation 
of their government in this “corrective” 
measure. 


Having failed to secure the relief 
funds from the Bank of Japan. which 
they applied for immediately after the 


commencement of the present crisis in 
Japan, they were already unable to hold 
their overstocked sulphate of ammonia 
and Chilean saltpeter in May. Some 
weaker holders even e@ected their dump- 
ing in the home market and showed 
their position to be dangerous. The 
wholesale realizations which started in 
May were maintained farther than their 
reasonable limit and the resulting slump 
in the price of sulphate of ammonia and 
Chilean saltpeter rendered their financial 
position all the more trying. 


In the first week of June accordingly 
a petition was lodged by them with the 
Tokio Government for permission to ef- 
fect dumping abroad. That petition was 
granted, but it was conditional and not 
much effect was produced on the fertil- 
izer market or the position of merchants 
generally. On July 7 the second petition 
was lodged by the new association formed 
by Japanese fertilizer merchants for the 
sknplification of the formalities required 
for the grant of license. 

According to a statement given yester- 
day by the authorities, the Tokio Gov- 
ernment has found no reason why their 
petition must be rejected; their further 
dumping being not conducive to any de- 
preciation of the price in the fertilizer 


market in Japan. The government has 
granted licenses for the exportation of 
39.000 tons of sulphate of ammonia and 
Chilean saltpeter. Besides, some mer- 
chants in Tokio were granted already in 
June general licenses for the export of 
sulphate of ammonia and Chilean salt- 
peter to the extent of 10000 tons. 

It is stated by a prominent man in 
the line the new dumping will be helped 
materially by the government not only 
by the ready grant of general licenses, 
but with the easier buying of export 
bills by exchange banks. Already Japa- 
nese fertilizer merchants have found their 
buyers abroad for 9,800 tons of Chilean 
saitpeter and 2,600 tons of sulphate of 
ammonia, They will try to find more 
buyers for the rest of the cargo for 
which licenses have been issued. The 
possible buyers will be sought after in 
the Dutch East Indies. Australia, British 


India, Europe and America. 
At what prices they will sell thes 
surplus cargo abroad is not. stated by 


the market but it is believed that new 
offers will be made at much lower prices 
than those ruling here. The visible 
stock of sulphate of ammonia in Japan 
is estimated at 130,000 tons, which figure 
represents Japan’s normal consumptio® 
for one and one-half years. The stoc 
of Chilean saltpeter is also believed to 
be as much as that. It is, therefore, 
lieved that the dumping now planned - 
inadequate to relieve the fertilizer, mar- 
ket of its glut and that more similar 
attempts must be made soon. | ‘

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Mexico Plans Reconstruction 

Mexico is seeing the light. If the words uttered 
by General Salvador Alvarado, Secretary of the 
Treasury of Mexico, at a dinner tendered to him in 
New York City during the past week are any cri- 
terion, then that hotbed of contention typified by the 


former turbulent republic to the south of us will soon 
be transformed into a land of peace and industrial 
content. 

If the provisional Mexican Government is indeed 
trying to settle its problems in “‘a spirit of cordiality 
and justice,” then it can assuredly count on the 
fullest measure of assistance and co-operation from 
the financial and ether interests in the United States 
who have large oil land holdings in Mexico. For a 
long time Americans have been awaiting some defi- 
nite expression of intention frem the ruling Mexican 
Government that would indicate the course the 
new Mexico would take in its dealings with foreign 
interests. It seemed for a while that the de la 
Huerta regime would closely parallel, if not run 
quite the same course as did the Carranza govern- 
ment. General Alvarado to a certain extent has dis- 
posed of many of these misgivings. 

In carrying to a successful consummation its am- 
bitious plans for reconstruction, Mexico must look 
for assistance and advice to countries beyond her 
borders. Alone she can accomplish nothing of a 
constructive nature. The antagonism of the past 
must give way to friendliness in the future if General 
Alvarado’s program of rehabilitation for Mexico 
is to be carried through. As we are the most in- 
fuential nation in close proximity to her, Mexico is 
but doing the natural thing when she turns to the 
United States for aid and counsel. 

So far as the many vexing petroleum questions are 
concerned, General Alvarado assured his hearers 
that it was the intention and hope of the de la Huer- 
'a government to settle all the difficulties satisfac- 
torily to all concerned within a few months. If an 
tamest and sincere attempt is really made by Mexico 
to dispose of the petroleum question in a spirit of 
amess, then it is not stretching the bounds of prob- 
ability to predict that this troublesome ghost will be 
aid for all time. 

_ Mexico is a land rich in natural resources. There 
no reason why foreign capital should fail to re- 
spond to an invitation to participate in Mexico’s 
Present plans for reconstruction. Only the unstable 
character of former Mexican governments has mili- 
lated against Mexico’s growth and expansion in the 
past. If the provisional Mexican government 
proves that it has the confidence of the people in the 
orthcoming elections, and that it has succeeded in 
amalgamating and welding the contentious factions 
into one homogeneous whole, then indeed will a 
modern miracle have been performed. In no other 
Way can Mexico hope for salvation. 
exico needs among other things a new banking 
‘ystem, a reorganized and rehabilitated transporta- 
lon system, a school system and, in time, a mer- 
ant marine. She needs more of an industrial 
prce and less of a fighting army. But, ebove all, 
heeds a new national conscience, particularly 
among her rulers. Contrary to the prevalent belief, 





fhe Mexican as a class is peace-loving and indus- 
trious. 

No body of men will welcome more the speedy 
reconstruction of Mexico” upon sound political and 
economic lines than the oil interests. American oil 
men have evinced a willingness to meet the de la 
Huerta government more than half way on every 
measure that had for its object the elimination of 
the distrust and uncertainty that hampered operations 
and impeded development work. 


With cheap motive power, raw materials in 
abundance, a labor force that is willing to be em- 
ployed at living wages, an unexcelled geographical 
location and the world as a market for its products, 
Mexico seems at last to be facing in the right di- 
rection. Torn by internal strife and revolution for 
years, the reins of government seem at last to be held 
by men of strong purpose and lofty aim. Instead 
of seeking to exploit Mexico for their own enrichment 
or preferment, the officials of the de la Huerta gov- 
ernment appear to be planning for the future progress 
of Mexico. If they adhere to these principles, there 
is no reason why General Alvarado’s prophecy of a 
respected and reunited Mexican republic within the 
next decade should not prove true. 
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Field Reports 


Taken all together, the field reports from the 
several fields of the United States, Canada, Mexico 
and Roumania are without especial feature. The 
American fields show about the usual number of new 
wells completed for the given period, and in most 
instances production has remained about the same as 
heretofore. But all of the reports from the United 
States show that operators are working at their best 
speed to increase the output, this being evident from 
the number of new undertakings reported in all of 
the producing areas. 

Results as compared with the number of efforts 
to get oil, however, do not seem proportionate. Some 
of the fields show that despite all of the numerous 
tests being put down and completed, the new pro- 
duction obtained has been small—not nearly enough 
to warrant a belief that there can be any real relief 
from the condition of shortage of petroleum unless 
the demand from consumers is decidedly reduced. 

In some of the fields there were really good wells 
brought in, this being especially so of North Central 
Texas and Kansas, but these good ones were not 
sufficient for the occasion, and the production aver- 
ages for the fields were not increased sufficiently to 
overcome the slump elsewhere. Oklahoma, which 
has been doing remarkably well in the matter of 
getting the oil above ground, shows in the current 
report what might be termed a “‘standstill.”” By this 
is meant that she appears to have reached her maxi- 
mum, as the last week showed no large wells ob- 
tained, though there were some small ones. Oper- 
ators there feel that unless large wells are obtained 
the record production mark established for the State 
will not be maintained after a few weeks of small 
wells. The story is similar in other producing areas, 
as shown in the field reports from each. 


Eastern 


No let-up is noticeable in the work being done in 
the high-grade petroleum fields east of the Missis- 
sippi River, but the latest review of the conditions 
there indicates that operations have not been so suc- 
cessful lately, new production obtained from new 
wells being slightly less than heretofore. The total 
number of completions each week continues to aver- 
age well with previous periods, but, after all, it is 
oil the workers are after, and when none is obtained, 
or only such small quantities as to be of little value 
as compared with the expense, they are inclined to 
be pessimistic. Nevertheless, the “‘stiff upper lip” 
prevails among most oil workers, and these are con- 
tinuing their efforts at top speed, knowing that oil is 
vitally needed and feeling that the prevailing high 
prices will more than repay them for their efforts in 
the event they find the precious fluid. As a conse- 
quence the sound of the drill is as great as ever 
throughout Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Tennessee. It sounds loudest, however, 
in the fields of Kentucky. While operators in other 
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portoins of this field gioup are beginning to feel the 
effects of a tight money market, there seems to be 
little similar result in Kentucky, and new projects 
are reported daily as about to be undertaken in that 
State. There new wells are being reported contin- 
ually, and some of good size at that. Wells ob- 
tained in other regions have not been of exceptional 
size and have attracted little attention lately. 


Gulf Coast 


Good completions were rather numerous in the 
Gulf Coast regions last week, but the center of in- 
terest continued to be the big Abrams well in West 
Columbia. The largest of the new wells last week 
was obtained at Hull and had a flow of 2,000 bar- 
rels initially. Another almost equally large was 
obtained at West Columbia. All told, the operators 
in the Gulf Coast placed the week in the records 
as one of the most encouraging. Much new work 
continues to be started in the several fields and old 
tests are being pushed to completion as rapidly as 
conditions will allow or warrant. There were some 
23 new wells finished last week, and these gave the 
coastal fields a total new daily average production 
of 4,335 barrels. The completions total was the 
same as the previous week, while the new production 
gained 415 barrels. Both Saratoga and Batson re- 
ported 100-barrel wells and Hull got one flowing 
2,000 barrels. Gulf Coast operators are paying 
close attention to South Louisiana just at present also. 


Kansas 


Oil men in the Kansas fields are reported as being 
on their tiptoes just at present, this being occasioned 
by the bringing in of two wells of the gusher class 
in the same week, making a record for Kansas. One 
of the gushers was obtained in the eastern portion 
of Butler county, at a rate of 5,000 barrels, while 
the other came in on the Covert, flowing around 
1,000 barrels daily. The latter is known as the 
Doctor’s Hope No. 2. It was the first real gusher 
obtained in that region, and has served to cause a big 
rush of oil men to the Covert-Sellers pool. In the 
Florence field there were reported some 20 rigs at 
work, with a 300-barrel well obtained in the week. 


North Central Texas 


Both encouraging and discouraging reports were 
received from the several producing areas compris- 
ing the North Central Texas field. The encourage- 
ment was inspired by the fact that a well closely 
approximating the gusher class had been obtained 
in Stephens county by a small company organized by 
local men of Breckenridge and Houston, and which 
provided a sensation. It came in at a rate of 1,500 
barrels, but quickly jumped to 7,000 barrels in the 
first 24 hours, and subsequently was gauged at 
8,800 barrels, with plentiful signs that even this 
fvould be bettered before the peak of the flow was 
reached. Naturally, this well served to increase 
the daily average output of Stephens county, which 
also was augmented by a number of other good 
smaller wells for the week. There were also other 
cheering reports from different fields, including some 
from the Kemp-Alien-Munger district, where a 
number of tests was reported as showing very favor- 
able signs of striking oil soon. The discouragement 
came in the form of reports that the production slump 
noted some time ago in the’ Burkburnett area has 
continued and for the last week was rather consid- 
erable, in that the daily average fell down to less 
than 72,000 barrels. This is the lowest reached in 
many months and operators there are losing interest 
rapidly. The Electra field also showed some small 
completions, but had nothing of especial interest. 
The total daily average production for this field 
group was placed at 201,956 barrels, or a loss of 
just 956 barrels from the previous week. There 
were but 142 wells completed, as compared with 
222 in the preceding period. Total new production 
was only | 7,987 barrels, including the big Stephens 
county well, as against 39,172 obtained in the 
week before. 

North Louisiana 


Considerable work has been carried to comple- 
tion within the last week in the North Louisiana 
fields, the total number of wells finished being re-

BUILDS REFINERY 


Model Plant on Maumee Bay, 
Toledo, Nearing Completion. 


Toledo, O., Aug. 17, 1920. 


It is the plan of the Standard Oil Co., 
of Ohio, to start active refining of oil at 
its refinery along the south shore of Mau- 
mee Bay, just outside of Toledo, before 
January 1, 1921, according to announce- 
ment just made. Work 1s being rushed 
as rapidly as possible on the units of 
stills that are now being built. There are 
twelve units now being constructed and 
probably half of these will be completed 








in time to start the process of refining 
by the alloted time A modern. office 
building will be erected at the plant fac. 
ing on the Otter Creek road. This work 
will be started when the refinery is far- 
ther along on its way to completion. The 


delays in receiving construction materials 
is standing in the way of the rapid com- 
pletion of the work now well under way 
on the large tract of Bay frontage. It is 
also understood that the rapid rise in 
cost of many kinds of materials may de- 
lay some of the later developments of the 








plant for a few months. However, the 
work is proceeding and results will be- 
gin to show in a few more months. 

The Toledo refinery is to be the model 
of the Standard Oil plants, engineers say 
In it is incorporated all the latest ideas 
of distillation processes, power manufac- 
ture and storage. The connections are 
being made at the present time with the 
Buckeye Pipeline Co.'s big pump station 
half a mile south of Cygnet, and about 
85 miles south of Toledo. A new branch 
pipeline will be put in from the Cygnet 
station to the new refinery site to take 
care of the immense quantity of crude 
oil that will be brought in from the fields 
of Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and Louisi- 
ana. This oil will be directed into two 
great wgitator tanks to be thoroughly 
churned and mixed before it goes into 


the stills. The brickwork foundations for 
these big tanks have been finished and 
work will soon start on the construction 
of the tanks themselves. Several hun- 
dred acres of large storage tanks are now 
being built so that they will be ready 
whenever the actual refining of oil begins, 
and many stock tanks for crude that 
comes through the vast pipelines, so 
that there will always be an ample sup- 
ply of crude to keep the big plant run- 
ning to capacity. A dock in Maumee 
Bay is also under construction. Concrete 
and stone breakwaters or retaining walls 
were constructed last winter and are now 
being filled in with excavated earth. This 
construction in the form of the three sides 
of a square will form the land end of the 
docks to be built for lake and ocean ships. 





Engineers empfoyed at the plant de- 
clare that the plans include a _ refinery 
three times as large as the present part 


under construction. The other two-thirds 
may be delayed till building costs are re- 
duced. A large modern power plant is 
being built to manufacture electricity for 
the operating of automatic stokers, water 
pump station, oil pumps, and all the 
mechanism of the large plant. Many of 
the accessory features of the oil refinery 
are being built on a scale that indicates 


os immensity of the plans for the final 
plant. 


The water supply will be received 
through a concrete intake pipe from Lake 
Erie. The pipe will extend into the lake 
about one thousand feet and this end of 
the pipe is being laid by the Great Lakes 
Dredging Co. It is 12 feet below the 
surface of the water and is constructed 
of iron. The land end is being laid 28 
feet deep in the blue clay of the bay 
shore land. Each section of the concrete 
pipe weighs three tons and is five feet 
in diameter. This will allow enough 
water to come in from the lake by a 
gravity system to supply an _ ordinary 
city of 200.000 inhabitants. The enor- 
mous amount of water is used in the 
refinery for cooling and condensing the 
refined products.

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MEXICAN CRUDE 
IMPORTS STUDIED 


Shipping Board Expert Investi- 
gates Galveston—Port Facili- 


ties—Makes Predictions 


GALVESTON, Tex., Aug. 17) 1920. 


J. A. Phelan, oil expert of the United 
States Shipping Board, after spending 
several days here investigating the port 
facilities for handling imports of Mexi- 
can crude petroleum, has gone to Tam- 
pico, Mexico, with the view of obtaining 
a complete first-hand knowledge of the 
oil production and transportation facili- 
ties of that region. Mr. Phelon said that 
it was his purpose to make large con- 
tracts for fuel oil with companies oper- 
ating in Mexico after he had investigat- 
ed the situation with regard to various 
phases of the industry there. It was the 
expressed belief of Mr. Phelan that Gal- 
veston is destined to become the greatest 
distributing center for fuel oil in the 
United States. He made the forecast 
that within the next two years general 
shipping here will have shown an in- 
crease of 500 per cent. In addition to 
the large oil terminals already installed 
here several large producing and refining 
companies are preparing to make this 
port the receiving and distributing point 
for their Mexican production, according 
to Mr. Phelan. 

“Fuel is the greatest problem before the 
shipping board and the merchant marine.’’ he 
continued. ‘‘Mexico is the greatest oil-produ- 
cing country in the world. Galveston is the 
nearest port in the United States to Mexico. 
There is a tendency on the part of big ship- 
pers to get away from New York on account 
of labor and other troubles. Already Balti- 
more and Philadelphia have felt the benefit 
of this tendency, and but for untoward condi- 
tions here Galveston would have reflected the 
same movement. With the amount of oil 
which I think undoubtedly will be available 
here within one year’s time and the active 
co-operation of agents and citizens in bringing 
eargoes to Galveston, shipping from this port 
should assume five times its present propor- 
tions. 

“The shipping board is buying, or trying to 
buy, twice as much fuel oil this year as it 
did last, and is paying more than twice the 
price for it. Last year the 6,000,000 barrels 
purchased was sufficient, and this year the 
13,000,000 barrels wanted will not meet the 
need. The shipping board is in possession of 
seventy tankers for the transportation of the 
oil, the greatest asset in the fuel oil business. 
These tankers are leased to big producing 
companies at present, but unless these com- 
panies can guarantee a sufficient supply of oil 
at a fair price the board is going to take 
charge of the tankers and handle its own 
supply within the near future.”’ 


Mexico Appoints Temporary Petro-

Dispatches received here from Mex- 
ico City state that General Jacinto B. 
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Trevino, Secretary of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor, has appointed Ing. Sal- 
vador Casillas and Cruz and Ing.

Provisional President de la Huerta and 
Gen. Jacinte B. Trevino, Secretary of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Labor, were tem- 
porarily enjoined today by the Fifth Fed- 
eral District Court from continuing to 
recognize the oil land pre-emptions con- 
flicting with those previously made by 
the Nayarit Petroleum Co. 

The complaining concern 
government has admitted pre-emptions 
on claims already lawfully acquired by 
it and upon which it has paid taxes, ac- 
cording to the Excelsier. 

Representatives of several foreign oil 
companies have lodged complaints with 
Provisional President de la Huerta that 
“rebel” oil companies are not obeying the 
laws and are hindering law-abiding con- 
cerns from developing holdings, accord- 
ing to a statement to the press by Gen- 
eral Jacinto Trevino, Secretary of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Labor. The mat- 
ter is now being considered by the gov- 
ernment and any evils which exist will 
be remedied as far as possible, it is said.

Deliveries by One Company in July 
Totaled 3,139,094 Barrels of 
All Products 


TAMPICO, Mex., Aug. 15, 
Deliveries of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts by the Mexican Petroleum Co,, 
through its subsidiary, the Huasteca Pe- 
troleum Co., for the month of July 
amounted to 3,139,094 barrels. This was 
the largest quantity of oil ever handled 
by one company in a single month in 
Mexico. In making the foreign and 
coastwise shipments the company used 
the ports of Tampico and Port Lobos. A 
recapitulation of these deliveries shows 
that 2,489,352 barrels were shipped from 
Tampico and 228,488 barrels from Port 
Lobos. Local and pipeline deliveries to 
customers were 367,185 barrels, while oil 
used in operation totaled 54,066 barrels. 
The deliveries were divided as follows :—

OIL INCOME TAX 


Treasury Decision Issued Amending 
Rule on Computation of Deple- 


tion Allowance 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1920, 


Computation of depletion allowance 
for combined holdings of oil and gas 
wells under the income ‘tax law is the 
subject of a Treasury decision just is- 
sued amending article 214 of Regulation 
45 to read as follows:— 

Art. 214. Computation of depletion allowance 
for combined holdings of oil and gas wells.—(1) 
The recoverable oil belonging to the taxpayer 
shall be estimated for each property separate- 
ly The capital account for each _ property 
shall include the cost or value, as the case 
may be, of the oil or gas lease or rights plus 
ail incidental costs of development not charged 
as expense nor returnable through deprecia- 
tion. The unit value of the recoverable oil or 
gas for each property is the quotient obtained 
by dividing the capital account recoverable 
through depletion for each property by the 
estimated number of units of recoverable oil 
or gas on that property. This unit for each 
separate property multiplied by the number of 
units of oil or gas produced within the year 
by the taxpayer upon such property will de- 
termine the amount which may be deducted 
for depletion from the gross income of that 
year for that property. The total allowance 
for depletion of all the oil or gas properties 
of the taxpayer will be the sum of the amounts 
computed for each property separately. Pro- 
vided, 

(2) That in the case of gas properties the 
depletion allowance for each pool may be com- 
puted by using the combined capital account 
returnable through depletion of all the tracts 
of gas land owned by the taxpayer in the pool 
and the average decline in rock pressures of all 
the taxpayer’s wells in such pool in the 
formula given in article 211. The total al- 
lowance for depletion in the gas _ properties 
of the taxpayer will be the sum of the amounts 
computed for each pool. ®%

Encouraging Indications 


One ef the first encouraging indications 
of the presence of oil-bearing beds in 
southern Arkansas was a flow of gas in a 
well in Sevier County, near the town of 
De Queen, in 1918. This well was re- 
ported to have a capacity of 7,000,000 
cubic feet a day, but either the report 
was an exaggeration or difficulties arose 
in drilling, for the well was abandoned. 
No further large strike occurred until 
the spring of 1920, when several wells 
were reported to have afforded showings 
of oil and gas, and one, the Constantine 
Refining Co.’s well, about four ,miles 
southwest of the town of El Dorado, ob- 
tained a flow of gas, variously estimated 
at 19.000,000 to 100,000,000 cubic feet a 
day, and a spray of oil, amounting to 5 
or 10 barrels a day. This strike, to- 
gether with the promising showings from 
other wells in the same general district, 
has centered attention on Union, Colum- 
bia and Ouachita counties, though La- 
fayette, Nevada, Bradley and Ashley 
eounties are also regarded as containing 
favorable areas. Union, Columbia and 
Quachita counties are traversed by the 
Missouri Pacific and the Chicago. Rock 
Island & Pacific railroads, and the drill- 
ing sites may be reached by automobile 
from El Dorado, the county seat of Union 
county; Camden, the county seat of 
Quachita county, and Magnolia, the 
county seat of Columbia county, as well 
as from several small intermediate sta- 
tions 


Wells Visited by Geologist 


k. C. Heald, of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, Department of the In- 
terior, made a short visit to the region 
late in May. 1920, during which he ex- 


amined four of the active test wells and 


made the notes given below. The most 
interesting of these wells was that of 
the Constantine tefining Co., in the 


southeast quarter section 1, T. 18 S., 
R. 16 W., which has been blowing an 
estimated volume of 10,000,000 to 100,- 


000,000 cubic feet of gas a day for the 
last month. When visited this well was 
also spraying 5 to 10 barrels of oil a 
day as well as several hundred barrels 
of salt water. The salt water is be- 
lieved to come from a sand considerably 
above the gas sand, and if so would very 
probably have disappeared had it been 
possible to set and cement the casing 
properly. As soon as possible after the 
gas was discovered the well was throt- 
tied. so that only a fraction of the orig- 
inal flow escaped. The flow was not at 
first entirely sHut in, because of the dan- 
ger that the gas would blow out around 
the casing, form a crater, and cause the 
loss of the well, and it is understood that 
since the date of the geologist’s visit the 
well has been lost in this manner. This 
well should, if possible, have been closed 
to preserve the gas pressure for the ex- 
pulsion of oil from wells more advan- 
tageously located for the production of 
oil. The advisability of shutting in large 
fassers in this region which obtain their 
supply of gas from an oil sand is indi- 
cated by the extremely fine grain of the 


sand that yields the gas and oil in the 
Constantine well. In such a sand the 
openings occupied by oil are unques- 


tionably of capillary or subecapillary size. 
Oil cannot drain from such openings but 
must be forced out, and the only effective 
agent for this purpose is gas under pres- 
sure. It has been repeatedly shown that 
when the gas pressure in a pool de- 
creases the yield of oil drops rapidly, 
and there can be no doubt that a high 
percentage of recovery from an oil sand 
depends to a very large degree upon the 
onservation of the gas.

Test Hole 


A test hole known as the Walker well 
is being drilled in section 5, T. 17 S..

J. R. Walker. In this, as in the Trinity 
well, showings of oil have been encoun- 
tered and are reported to have_ been 
promising at one horizon, but difficulty 
with the casing made it impossible to test 
the horizon properly, and drilling has 
been continued in hopes of striking a 
deeper pay sand. This well was about 
1,800 feet deep at the time of the geolo- 
gist’s visit. A well about two miles north 
of Village, in section 2, T. 17 S., R. 19 
W., was supposed to have reached the 
oil sand on May 22, and before this notice 
is issued a test of this well may have 
been made.

Difficulties in Drilling 


in the El Dorado district 
is difficult.

This 
man knows the effect of different types 
of formation on the drilling tools and 
can accordingly utilize both the informa- 
tion afforded by these effects and that 
afforded by the cuttings. Although this 
special work entailed extra expense there 
ean be no question that the expense was

justified, for in many regions the dis- 
covery of oil and its development has 
been greatly retarded by the lack of 
reliable well records. 


Other obstacles to be overcome in pros- 
pecting are the lack of oil and gas for 
use as fuel and local difficulties in ob- 
taining sufficient water for drilling. At 
the Constantine well oil that was shipped 
in by tank cars was used as fuel, but at 
the other wells pine wood was used. So 
far as the tests have shown, no sands in 
the district can be relied upon to furnish 
a large quantity of fresh water, and re- 
course must accordingly be made _ to 
springs and creeks. Water may there- 
fore have to be carried a mile or more. 
Both these difficulties will probably dis- 
appear in parts of the region if an oil 
pool is found, for gas will then undoubt- 
edly be available for fuel, and some of 
the wells will almost certainly encounter 
sufficient fresh water for use in drilling. 


Geography and Geology 


The country near the wells is of mod- 
erate relief, the hilltops rising only 50 to 
150 feet above the valleys. The hill 
slopes are gentle. the stream areas are 
rather broad and flat, and the valley bot- 
toms are wide The surface is thickly 
covered with timber, chiefly pine, oak, 
and sweet gum, although there are many 
other kinds of trees. Over much of the 
area there is also a rather thick cover- 
ing of underbrush. The roads are poor, 
for very little grading and surfacing has 


been done. There are no rocks in the 
roads, but their place is amply filled by 
stumps, and these and the long, sandy 


stretches tax the capabilities of an auto- 


mobile. However. the region will ulti- 
mately have good roads, for the ma- 
terials necessary for road construction 
are close at hand. The gravels of the 


Wilcox formation, combined with any one 
of many types of binder, should make 
roads that could be compared favorably 
with those in other parts of the United 
States where good roads are a hobby. 


Formation 


The surface formations are principally 
sands, gravels and clays of Pleistocene 
age and clays and sandstones of the 
Claiborne group, of Eocene age.

AS TO NATURAL GAS CONSERVATION 





Bureau of Standards Studies Burner Designs and Other Problems 
in Co-operation with Producers Body 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1920.

of gas as a step in the way of conservation of natural gas, which great natural 
resource is said by government experts and others to be on the decline. 


The investigation of gas-burner design 
and operation begun last year in co-op- 
eration with the Industrial Fuel Com- 
mittee of the American Gas Association 
has been continued act.vely throughout 
the year. This work is an essential pre- 
liminary to investigations which have 
been in mind for several years, looking 
toward increased efficiency in the use of 
gas. The proper design of air shutter, 
gas orifice and burner throat to give the 
maximum injection of air under ordinary 
conditions was the part of the problem 
particularly assigned to the bureau. Some 
months were spent in designing and de- 
veloping suitable apparatus for making 
the necessary measurements of the air 
and gas. but the time thus spent was 
well worth while, as the equipment de- 
veloped proved so satisfactory that re- 
sults have been obtained with unusual 
rapidity. This work has been done on 
experimental burners representing a wide 
variation in dimensions. An extended 
report of the results so far obtained was 
presented to the Industrial Fuel Com- 
mittee in June. 

This report covered primary work in 
connection with industrial burners, but 
the urgent need for conservation of nat- 
ural gas and for improvement in nat- 
ural gas service as supplied to house- 
holds suggested the desirability of ex- 
tending this investigation to the types 
of domestic burners used with that gas. 
Since transportation of sufficient quanti- 
ties of gas to Washington was not prac- 
ticable, the Bureau of Mines kindly fur- 
nished space in its Pittsburgh experiment 
station, and during the past month ex- 
periments were begun there to find what 
range of efficiency is actually obtained 
in the use of natural gas and what de- 
gree of improvement is practicable. This 
work has already progressed far enough 
to show that many appliances as used 
are very low in efficiency and that great 
improvement in this respect can readily 
be made. Specific tests, for example, 
have shown that equipment which now 
makes use of only 10 to 30 per cent. of 
the heat of the gas can be made to use 
30 to 50 per cent. Such increases in 
efficiency, if generally obtained, would 
be equivalent to doubling the supply of 
gas available. 

Results of great importance have also 
been obtained in the design of natural 
gas burners to operate on low pressures. 

It is a common experience that in very 
cold weather the gas pressure falls for 
various reasons so that the usual gas 
appliances become practically useless. 
This investigation has shown that burn- 
ers can be so designed as to operate well 
on natural gas at low pressures such as 
are used with manufactured gas; and it 
is possible that an improvement in serv- 
ice might be made by installing regula- 
tors which would supply gas at a low 
and uniform pressure. The adoption of 
this plan. however, would require consid- 
erable changes in gas distribution sys- 
tems valued at millions of dollars, and 
before it could be definitely recommend- 
ed extensive engineering studies would 
be required.

lines of the folds, but careful work will 
doubtless disclose other criteria that may 
be used in outlining them. In some 
places the dips are so steep that they are 
possibly due to slumping or faulting 
rather than to folding, and there is un- 
doubtedly some cross-bedding, but even 
after these doubtful areas are ruled out 
of consideration there remain enough 
good exposures on which reliable ob- 
servations can be made to make it cer- 
tain that there are anticlinal folds whose 
flanks dip from % to 6 degrees. These 
pronounced dips indicate that the folds 
will be large. as sharp dips on small 
structural features are rare. 


Need of More Oil 


The United States Geological Survey 
has compiled statistics and made esti- 
mates which show plainly the alarming 
manner in which the consumption _of 
petroleum is outstripping the production 
and the resultant need of energetic ex- 
ploration of undeveloped parts of the 
United States. The evidence available 
indicates that southwestern Arkansas is 
one of the more promising of these un- 
developed regions, and it is to be hoped 
that prospecting will proceed until its 
potentialities are fully revealed.

Shippers’ and Owners’ 
Adopts Resolution Suggesting 
Changes in Rules 


At the conference held at the offices 
the American Petroleum Institute by 
the representatives of shippers and tank 
car owners, the following report was 
unanimously adopted :— 

“(1) That Mr. Welch in his conference 
with the representatives of the American 
Railroad Association insist on amendment 
of the carriers’ rules so as to provide for 
the arbitration of disputes as to damages 
oceasioned by unreasonable delays by the 
earriers in the repair of privately owned 
equipment. 

(2) That Mr. Welch submit a revised 
rule inserting after the words ‘this tariff’ 
the following :—'‘(this does not cover cars 
confiscated. diverted without authority, or 
otherwise misused in any way by the 
carriers),’ so that the amended rule will 
read as follows:—When freight cars of 
private ownership are furnished by ship- 
pers or owners for movement over the 
lines of the railroads parties to this tariff 
(this does not cover cars confiscated, di- 
verted without authority, or otherwise 
misused in any way by the carriers), 
mileage will be allowed at the rates 
eee (tariff), on both the 
loaded and empty movement, provided 
such cars are properly equipped and the

Atlantic Refining Co. Plant Strack by 
Lightning—Gasoline Tank 
Exploded 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 18, 2920. 


Lightning caused a $50.000 fire at the 
plant of the Atlantic Refining Co., Point 
Breeze, Philadelphia, on Saturday night, 
last. The plant for a time was menaced. 
The bolt hit a gasoline storage tank with 
a capacity of 140,000 gallons, but con- 
taining at the time but 68.000, and in- 
stantly exploded it. Twelve other tanks 
containing millions of gallons of crude 
and refined oil were closely adjacent but 
the firemen by heroic effort saved them 
from destruction, eight fire fighters, how- 
ever, being overcome in the battle. As- 
sistant General Manager Charles Waite 
said that the destroyed tank, one of the 





largest in the group, was worth empty 
25,000, and that an additional $25,000 
would cover the loss on content. The 


firemen overcome were treated at St. 
Agnes’ Hospital, but were able to return 
to their homes the following day.

An average of 000,000 thousand cubic feet 
of gas have been piped from Oklahoma into 
Kansas and Missouri since 1912. According 
to the preceding table there has been less gas 
removed from the State in recent years than 
in the earlier history of the industry, but this 
decline is more apparent than real. From 1912 
to 1916, while production was increasing, there 
was a‘decrease in shipments from the State. 
At that time Oklahoma had enough gas for 
its own use and a surplus for its neighbors 
As soon as the present trend of decrease in 
production started shipments into adjoining 
States increased despite the shortage in Okla 
homa, and it is believed this condition now 
prevails. 


Remedies for the Shortage 


The fundamental factors that control the 
supply of a commodity are production, con- 
sumption, imports, exports and prices The 
supply of natural gas in this State is largely 
if not entirely produced within its borders. 
Consumption is limited by production, and the 
quantity brought to the surface is inadequate 
to supply domestic requirements and the con- 
sumptive demands of neighboring States. The 
general welfare of the State and the comfort 
of its citizens should be given first consider- 
ation in the disposition of the available supply. 
The wisdom, the economic institutions and 
the fundamental law of the American people 
do not permit the prohibition of lawful inter- 
state shipments of a commodity. 

Production should be stimulated and con- 
sumption must be curtailed by conservation 
and proper distribution during periods’ of 
greatest consumption. The average prevailing 
rates in Oklahoma are lower than in adjoining 
States. Prices should be revised upward in 
order that drilling may be stimulated and the 
citizens of Oklahoma may have an opportunity 
to purchase gas produced in that State equal 
with that of the citizens of Kansas. 

Nearly one-half of the natural gas brought 
to the surface in Oklahoma in 1919, or about 
50,090,000 thousand cubic feet, was produced 
in Osage county. This area, which has been 
surveyed geographically, contains some of the 
most favorable undeveloped gas structure in 
the United States. Shipmenis of Osage gas 
for consumption outside of the State have 
increased from 10,000,000 thousand cubic feet 
in 1917 to 16,000,000 thousand cubic feet in 
1919, or more than 90 per cent. of the total 
exports. 

Much if not all of this gas was piped into 
Kansas, where the average price per thousand 
cubic feet paid by ail consumers in 1918, the 
latest year for which final figures are avail- 
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able, was 20.83 cents, a return almost double 
that received in Oklahoma, or 11.92 cents 
These average prices May seem somewhat low 
to a domestic consumer. but it should be re. 
membered that they include gas sold to indus 
trial consumers who use large quantities and 
are therefore able to obtain lower prices 





The average price paid by domestic consum- 
ers in Oklahoma in 1918 was 10 cents lower 
than in Kansas. So far as can be ascertained 
this ratio still prevails. It is believed that 
the necessary increase in production could be 
developed in Osage county, and that much of 
the gas. which is going out of the State would 
be sold in Oklahoma if the producers and dis 
tributors were allowed a return high enough 


to stimulate drilling and commensura With 
the price paid in Kansas.

David White, Chief Geologist of Sur- 
vey, Says Statements as to U. S, 
Ojl Resources Misunderstood 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1920, 

David White, chief geologist of the 
U. S. Geological Survey, says that he has 
been misrepresented or misunderstood jn 
connection with statements that the oil 
resources of the United States will be 
exhausted in 20 years. He says he recog- 
nizes the possibility that in certain lo- 
calities oil may be produced for 50 years 
or perhaps more, but the bulk of it will 
be gone before that, he believes. How- 
ever, it is said the survey statistics and 
estimates show plainly that consumption 
is outstripping production and the result- 
ant need of energetic exploitation of un- 
developed American territory.

GULF COAST FIELD 





Number of Good Completions—Hull Gets Largest 
--23 Wells Finished—New Production 
4,335 Barrels Daily 


HOUSTON, Texas, August 17, 1928. 


With the big well at West Columbia still the center of interest in coastal fields, 
there were a number of good completions in other districts during the past week. 
The largest was at Hull where the Gulf Production Co. completed No. 16 Phoenix 
late in the week with an initial flow of 2,000 barrels at 2,575 feet. 

This was not the only good well completed by the Gulf. At West Columbia 
it got a well in No. 2 W. C. Hogg east of production some distance that gives the 
field a material extension in that direetion. Prior to the completion of the giant 
to the north, the Gulf’s two tests to the east were the center of interest in the West 
Columbia field. Development to the east has been under way ever since the Texas 
Co.’s No. 32 Hogg, then the most eastern in the field, came in a big well of some 
10,000 or 15,000 barrels a few months ago, only to be ruined by salt water and 
sand. It has never been restored but the Humble Oil & Refining Co. got an 8,000- 
barrel well on the eastern side of the Japthet tract, further east, which flowed at

the rate of 8,000 barrels for a week or two, but is only making a few hundred 
barrels now. The Gulf is testing No. 1 W. C. Hogg, 100 feet south of No. 2, with 
a showing of oil also. No. 2, just completed, will probably make 500 barrels a day 


and about 200 barrels of fluid. 


Production in Several Fields 


Besides its completions at Hull and West 
Columbia the Gulf Production Co. got a 100- 
barrel well at Saratoga and a 100-barrel well at 
Batson, both old fields: the tests were old also, 
and worked over, but the result was the same 
At Hull the Higgins Oil & Fuel Co. has a 400- 
barrel well in the southwestern part of the 
fiel€, and at West Columbia the Texas Co. got 
a flowing well of about 7Op barrels in No. 20 
Arnold and the Humble Oil & Refining Co. a 
200-barrel pumper in No. 7 Bashara. The 
Arnold well is to the west, on the older part of 
the West Columbia field, and is also contributing 
several hundred barre!s of salt water, as have 
all wells completed on this tract within the 
past year. For this reason the Texas Co. is 
not spending much time there, but has been 
drilling extensively to the east and northeast 
on the Hogg subdivision until the advent of 
its Abrams well, which is keeping several crews 
busy, and with development work shifting to 
this locality. 

To the north and northwest, and even north- 
east, of the Abrams well a lively trading in 
leases is in progress. Following precedent, the 
pay should extend to the southeast and north- 
west. This has proven to be the case at West 
Columbia, but as the nearest new test drilling 
to the gusher is by the Gulf Production and 
Humble Oil companies, to the north, it re- 
mains to be seen if the pay extends that far 
in that direction. Two or three other compa- 
nies have begun tests in this locality, where a 
50-acre block north of the Abrams tract has 
been subdivided into many small leases 

The Texas Co. has located offsets to the new 
tests started by other companies where they 
come near enough to the northern boundary 
of the Abrams tract to make it legally neces- 
sary, but it is not trying out the lay of the 
land by locating or starting any near-in tests 
to its big well, and it is evidently willing to 
“let George do it’’ so far as locating the trend 
of the pay is concerned. 

All the near-in acreage was taken up weeks 
ago, but leasing is active for miles around the 
gusher, especially is: the direction of Damon 
Mound. Interests having leases on the fifty 
acres nearest the well are either locating tests 
or have already begun drilling. The Gulf and 
the Monarch Oil companies each have a test 
now drilling around 1,500 feet, which they 
have begun since the Abrams well was com- 
pleted. The Crown Oil and Humble companies 
also have each a test drilling, but are not so 
far advanced. A number of others are rigging 


up. 
New Tests to the North 


The Gulf Production Co.'s test on the A. E. 
Masterson strip, north of the Abrams, is the 
nearest to the gusher, being about 1,200 feet 
from it, and the Monarch Oil & Refining Co.'s 
test, which it is drilling in conjunction with 
Stribling et al., lies 150 feet north of the Gulf 
and is known as No. 1 Smith and a!so as No. 1 
Masterson. The former name, from the man 
who sold the lease, will prevent confusion. It 
is on a narrow strip parallel with the Gulf's, 
so it would have to drill as an offset to this, 
according to the lease, whether it wanted to or 
not; but, by the eagerness displayed, it looks 
like a race between the two tests to see which 
will be completed first or reach the pay if it 
lies in that direction 

A short distance northwest of the Gulf’s No. 1 
M E. Masterson the Humble Oil & Refining 
Co. has begun drilling its first test. No. 1 D 
Robinson, on a five-acre tract in the south- 
western corner of the fifty-acre tract on which 
all the new tests are located. By inference to 
the trend of the pay it would seem as if the 
Humble had the best location of any. Its No 
1 is an offset to the Gulf’s, and directly west 
it has a derrick for No. 2 D. Robinson. 

It has also made a location for No. 8 Rob- 
inson. The Texz Co. has located offsets to 
the Humble and 1lf’s tests, as they are near 
the northern boundary of the Abrams lease, 
but they have not yet started drilling. 

To the east and north t of these tests, on 
the eastern side of the fifty acres, the Crown 
Oil & Refining Co. has begun drilling No. 1 
Munson on a two-acre tract Directly north of 
this the Simms Oil Co. has an acre under leass 
for which it paid H. A. Perry et al. $5,000 
two weeks ago. On it the company has a der- 
rick 250 feet north of the Crown’s tes, and 
is rigging up to drill Perry et al. retain the 
royalty of one-seventh by the terms of the 
lease. The test will be known as No. 1 Jack- 
son. 
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No Signs of Failing 


The big weil is still the most interes ing of 
any in the State at the present time, and shows 
no sign of a let-up It has been variously 
estimated at from 25,000 to 27,000 barrels a 
day, but officials of the company state it makes 
about 25,000 barrels a day They also state 
that on August 12 the company had actually 
run through its pipelines at that date 580,400 
and some-odd barrels of oil from this well 
Some of it was necessarily lost before it was 
placed under control. 


Extension to the East 


The completion by the Gulf Production Co. of 
No. 2 W. C. Hogg, about 1,200 feet erst of 
production, extends the field in that direction 
in a sand found at 3,600 feet The Abrams 
well, a mile to the northwest, was completed 
at 2,785 feet, showing the difference in the 
field, while to the west of the Gulf well, in 
the older part of the field, the big pay was 
found at from 3,000 to 3,200 feet. The Gulf’s 
well, No. 2 W. C. Hogg, is flowing about 400 
barrels of oil and a lot of sali water. No. 1 
W. C. Hogg, 100 feet south of it, is preparing 
to test around 3,400 feet. The Gulf has a 
showing in No. 2 Underwood, northeast of 
these, but some distance from the older part 
of the field, at a depth of 3,325 feet, and north 
of this its No. 4 McMeans is drilling around 
3,000 feet Northeast of the McMeans the Gulf 
is drilling No. 4 Masterson at 2,725 feet. It is 
not to be confounded with the tests to the 
north of the Abrams, as it is three-quarters 
of a mile southeast of the Abrams well on 
another tract of land altogether No, 2 was 
drilled to 3,600 feet about two months ago, and 
made some oil when tested at that depth, but 
salt water ruined it At the time it was con- 
sidered a likely extension to the northeast. It 
has been sidetracked and is trying again for a 
well. In the light of subsequent events the 
work in this direction has ceased to greatly 
interest operators as formerly, and all eyes are 
watching the tests going down north of the 
big well.

were two other completions at West 
Columbia during the week The Texas Co.'s 
No. 20 Arnold, to the west of the field, was 
placed on standard rig, flowing 700 barrels of 
oil and 300 of salt water. To the northeast of 
this the Humble Oi] & Refining Co.’s No. 7 
Bashara is pumping 200 barrels on a standard 
rig at 3,405 feet The company is testing No 
8 Bashara at 3,510 feet, with a showing of oil, 
and is preparing to test No. 6 Coon at 3,200 
feet. No. 27 Japthet is drilling at about the 
same depth. The Texas Co. is placing No. 4% 
Hogg on the pump at 3,275 feet, and No. 44 
Hogg is waiting for standard rig. No. 46 Hogg 
is drilling at 3,200 feet. There is not much 
activity in other parts of the field. 


Hull Gets Well 


The best well of the week was completed at 
Hull by the Gulf Production Co., its No. 16 





Phoenix, south of the Dolbear 800 acres, hav- 
ing an initial flow of 2,000 barrels at ” 
feet. It was completed late in the week. 
company is testing No. 15 Phoenix at : 
feet and is drilling No. 17 at 2,200 feet with 
two or three others on the same lease at shal- 
lower depths. West of these the company is 
testing No. 4 Thomas fee at 3,105 feet. In the 
northern part of the field, northwest of the 
Morris-Phillips wells, the Gulf is drilling No 
4 Scarborough at 2,500 feet. The Gulf and 
Texas companies are placing No. 9 Morris- 
Phillips on the pump at 2,720 feet. No. 11 
Morris-Phillips is drilling below 2,100 feet. 

On the Palmer tract, where three companies 
have tests under way, the Crown Oil & Refin- 
ing Co. is testing its No. 2 Palmer, but at 
3,015 feet is having trouble with salt water, 
which it is trying to shut off. The Humble 
Oil & Refining Co. is testing No, 4 Palmer at 
2,415 feet, and is sidetracking No. 6 Palmer a‘ 
2.300 feet. The Republic Production Co. is 
drilling four or five tests on the Dolbear, the 
deepest—No. 37 Dolbear—drilling at 2,150 feet 
To the southwest the Sun Co. has placed No. 8 
Carr on the jack, pumping about 50 barrels. 
It is sidetracking No. 7 Carr and is drilling its 
test on the Carr homestead at a depth of 3,620 
feet in shale. The Higgins Oil & Fuel Co. 
has a 400-barrel well in No. 1 Republic, on a 
small tract taken over from the Republic Pro- 
duction Co. near the Cantor tract, on which it 
drilled one test, a failure, and moved its rig 
back onto the Dolbear. The Higgins company 
found production at 2,045 feet. 


Goose Creek 


There were no completions at Gaose Creek 
for the week. More than thirty rigs are run- 
ning in the field with probably half as many 
new derricks and locations. Locations for new 
tests are few, as the majority of the work 
there is still in working over old wells. This 
is highly profitable in this particular field, be- 
cause it is only four years old and the wel!'s 
will stand a lot of working over, especially 
as they were short lived in the first place, 
much like the West Columbia field, excepting 
a few of its early wells. and, of course, the 
Abrams well. Goose Creek is far from being 
exhausted and there many rigs were running 
in the field at the time of the North and 
North Central Texas boom, when many of the 
rigs and crews were moved to these fields 
where oil brought a much better price than 
the coastal grade. 

During the late war the ranks of the drill- 
ing crews at Goose Creek were depleted to a 
great extent, and at its conc!usion many 
of the men went to work in the more northern 
fields of the State and some sought other em- 
ployment Now the exodus to those fields is 
at an end and many of the rigs and crews 
have returned to ose Creek, and the field 
is quite active again. The Gulf Production 
Co., Simms interests. Humble Oil & Refining 
Co., Crown Oil and Gu'f Coast are especially 
active and own most of the productive leases 
Some distance from production on the Ashbel 
Smith tract, E. F. Simms & Co. is putting 
down a deep test to try for a deeper sand 
This test No. 33 Smith, is down around 4,000 
feet. 

The iulf Production Co. has five tests 
dril'ing or working over on these lands and the 
Humble Oil & Refining Co. about the same. 
besides they have a number drilling or test- 
ing in other parts of the pool.

Production Figures 


The West Columbia district is estimated at 
42.250 barrels for the past week. On August 
10 the Texas Co.’s No. 1 Abrams made 25,318 
barrels of oil. It varies somewhat, but_ the 
company estimated that it makes a little 
above 25,000 barrels a day. The Texas Co.’s 
estimate of its daily production from all pro- 
ducing wells at West Columbia is 31,052 bar- 
rels; the Humble Oil & Refining Co., 9,230 
barrels; Gulf Production Co., 1,218 barrels, of 
which 570 barrels comes from its McMeans 
wells in the northern part of the field. The 
Sun Co. has 400 barrels a day from its wells 
on the Robertson, in the eastern part of the 
field. The Southern Petroleum Co., 275 barrels 
from its late completion on the Roberts acre, 
in the northern part of the field. The Crown 
Oil & Refining Co. has 75 barrels from its 
Marion well, among the old group of gushers 

The Texas Co.’s production, outside of its 
big well, is from wells on the Hogg subdivi- 
sion and the Arnolds lease. The Humble Oil 
& Refining Co.’s production comes from the 
northeastern part of the proven field as it 
stood before the completion of the Abrams 
well, so that four-fifths of all production is 
either north or east of the original field. 

Goose Creek has a daily production of 13,500 
barrels a day; Hull, 1 barrels; Humble. 
11,000 barrels; Sour Lake, 5,750 barrels; Vin- 
ton. 3,200 barrels; Saratoga, 2,450 barrels 
Edgerly, 1,350 barrels; Batson, 1,550 barrels 
Spindletop. 850 barrels; Somerset, 750 barrels: 
Barber's Hill, 325 barrels; Markham, 200 bar- 
rels; Blue Ridge, 100 barrels, and miscellaneous,

New Plant in Operation 


The Deepwater Oil Refinery plant began 
operating early in July and is now running 
about 1,500 barrels of coastal crude a day 
It is making lubricating oil and cylinder 
stocks. It gets its supply of crude to its re- 
finery at Harrisburg, which is a town 
outside of the Houston limits, from tank ri 
which carry it from the channel and loaded on 
them, as it has no pipeline yet. It is expected 
to increase capacity to 2,000 barrels by the 
first of the year.

Somerset District 


The Somerset or San Antonio district has 
been steadily showing more form for some 
time with shallow wells of from 5 to 25 bar- 
rels completed every week. The oil is of a 
higher grade than the regular coastal crude, 
and is quoted at $3.50 per barrel. As the pay 
is found from 1,100 to 1,500 feet generally, it 
has been a paying proposition. 

Lately, however, the district is making a bid 
for gusher oil and seems in a fair way to real- 
ize that ambition. Those in position to know 
state that indications for deep pay are excel- 
lent in the southwestern extension, which is 
under lease to the Witherspoon, Greyburg and 
Gulf interests. All are drilling in this exten- 
sion, and it is a race to see which will have 
the honor of getting the first gusher in thi« 
district. Recently two flowing wells have been 
completed in this vicinity, although they are 
not wells of gusher size 

The first was completed by Alex Boynton 
No. 7 Caruthers. No. 5, on the Ellen Hopkins 
tract, is his latest sensation, adding a mile 
to the proven field to the southwest. It was 
completed the last of July and flowed 150 bar- 
rels of oil before bailer was dropped into the 
hole, and* since then the crew has spent its 
time fishing. The well flows by heads in its 
present condition. It was completed at 1,680 
feet, somewhat deeper than the usual uppers 
in the main field. Five miles from these oper- 
ations, to the northeast, the Marathon Oil Co. 
has begun drilling two tests which, it is re- 
ported, will be drilled to at least 1,000 feet 
deeper than the usual test in this district. 

The latest well with a flowing tendency was 
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completed a few days ago by Witherspoon, No, 
6 LeGrange, which is flowing by heads be. 
tween 60 and 75 barrels oil a day. The South- 
Tex Oil Co.’s No, 1 Stevens is also flowing 
by heads but not making much oil. The Gray- 
burg Oil Co. has a 10-barrel pumper in No, 9 

Jilliams, and the Helvetia Copper Co.'s No, 
2 Kaufmann is also a 10-barrel well at 1,560 
feet, both completed around 1,400 feet. This 
last-named company is testing No. 1 Smith 
and the Grayburg Oil Co. is testing Nos, 7 
and 8 Carruthers. It is also testing No, j 
Tex-Carruthers and No. 1 Hartung. The Texas 
Southern Oil & Development Co. is testing 
No. 3 Avent.

Wildcats 


While a lot of wildcat prospecting is pre. 
dicted in view of the big well at West Colum. 
bia, proving that the Gulf coast has been 
barely scratched by the drill, to date this has 
materialized, for the reason given for the 
past year—lack of material and poor transpor- 
tation Undoubtedly there is a lot of pros- 
pecting planned as soon as adequate supplies 




















are at hand, but th’s is not likely to he of 
any magnitude within the year un’ess it should 
be an extra dry winter. At present this doeg 
not seem probable, as the coasi has been 


visited by one or more showers daily for the 
past two weeks This is rapidly making the 
dirt roads in the biack wax districts in bad 
condition, and they will become worse unless 
the weather changes, which it shows no indi- 
cation of doing. 

Very few wildcat tests are near the paved 
roads, and there is not likely to be many new 


tests in unknown or littie explored districts 
under present conditions. There is, however, aq 
goodly number in the older wildeat districts 


that are making good headway, with a number 
at interesting depths and of which those jn- 
terested predict big things 

Until the big strike at West Columbia these 
prospects were the principal interesting devel- 
opments of the Gulf coast, and they are drill- 
ing away, regardless of a fickle public, which 
has turned its attention to West Columbia, 
where, although it has been flowing nearly q 
month, the Texas Co.’s No. 1 Abrams is still 
the absorbing subject of interest to oil men 
at large. 

This well, completed nearly a mile from 
production and thought to be well without the 
natural confines of the pool by many, will 
naturally lead to considerable wildcat devel- 
opment in Brazoria county, in which it is, 
and should see a number of new tests start 





up between it and Damon Mound, 14 miles 
to the northwest. If the pay follows the 
general trend of the coastal pools, running 


from northwest to southeast, the district be- 
tween Damon Mound and the big gusher may 
tind something of value : 

At present everybody is waiting to see if 
the tests going down to the north of the 
well find the pay so there will be a _ better 
idea in which way to look for it if it ex- 
tends that far from the well. 

Outside of the vicinity near Damon Mound 
and West Columbia the most interesting tests 
in Brazoria county are at or near Stratton 
Ridge, although the entire county is dotted 
with derricks either of tests drilling. has beens 
or will bes. This county is noted for its sul- 
phur mines, of which Freeport is the loading 
point, with the Freeport sulphur plant near 
the Gulf and an excellent loading terminal lo- 
cated there. Wildcat drilling for o1 at Strat- 
ton Ridge so far has resu'ted in nothing but 
some good indications and showings, but it 
has located one of the largest salt domes in 
the country and, it is said, immense deposits 
of sulphur as well.

The week in review makes its best showing 
in the Stephens county field, which now leads 
all other fields of the North Central Texas 
area in new production. With thirty-four wells 
fnished for the week, there were five gas 
wells and ten dry holes, leaving but nineteen 
oil wells, with a new _ initial production of 
7.205 barrels, which is a_ very good average for 
any field. None of the fields showed the usual 
activity, and for that reason there is an all 
around decrease from the previous week’s re- 
view. During the week a total of 142 wells 
were finished, with eleven gas wells, fifty-one 
dry holes and a new initial production of but 
17,087 barrels. The previous week's review 
showed 222 wells finished, fifteen gas wells, 
sixty-three dry holes and 39,172 barrels new 
production. This is a decrease for the week 
of eighty finished wells, four gas wells, twelve 
dry holes and 22.085 barrels new production, 
or considerably 1 than half the production 
for the previous week.

SHREVEPORT, Aug. 17. 1920. 
The plant of the Shreveport Producing and Refining Corporation is now com- 
plete and in working order. The first oil was run during the past week and proved 
to the satisfaction of experts in charge that the plant would do all that is expected. 
Starting last November from a nucleus of a small syndicate of Shreveport men, 
today the big plant is not only practically complete, but in active operation and 
running out the refined products. It is estimated that from 800 to 1,000 barrels 
of crude were run the second day, and as soon as the complete battery of stills 
being made is delivered and set up, the plant will have a capacity of 3,000 barrels 
daily. 
The output of refined oils will include gasoline, naphtha, kerosene, gas oil and 
fuel oils, and probably a variety of chemicals. The works is what is generally 
spoken of as a “topping” plant. The crude oil supply will come from Homer, Bull 
3ayou and the Ferry Lake district of the Caddo field, all light oils. The plant 
itself is located on a tract of land embracing 191 acres, situated between the T. & P. 
railroad tracks and those of the M., K. & T. at Jewella station, just south and a 
little west of Shreveport.

outcome of several of these pioneer wells. 
which will be the first to prove whether oil 
in paying quantities may be found in this 
part of the State Since the campaign first 
started months ago forty or fifty wells in 
seven or eight different northeastern parishes 
have been drilled.

Indications are that a new producing horizon 
has been found in Nacogdoches county in ad- 
dition to the shallow field that has been pre 
ducing oil for so many years. To the north 
of the present proven area the Barrett test 
of the Carolina Oil Co. has found a sand at 
around 1,000 feet and the well is filled up with 
oil. This test is 14 miles east of Nacogdoches 
Wells in the shallow field have been producing 
from 275 to 300 feet for many years, and this 
new well would indicate that the oil found at 
this shallow depth is coming from lower 
levels. 

The well has been estimated as high as from 
65 to 75 barrels a day.

The company, however, decided to shoot the 
and before agitating the well, and after the 
shot the oil shot 15 feet over the top of the 
rrick and for over three hours spouted oil 
at the rate of 5,000 barrels daily. 

Wednesday the well had blown off its head, 
wut continued a natural flow at the rate of 
250 to 3,000 barrels daily production, and 
tas held up around this amount ever since. 
The Prairie Pipeline Co. has hooked up to the 
qusher and is taking the oil. Owing to the 
fact that the pipeline cannot take care of the 
production six storage tanks have been erected, 
and at times it is claimed that the tanks run 
over and the oi] runs into a pond that was 
hurriedly dammed up to take care of the 
werflow. It is the intention of the company 
to put the well on the swab as soon as the 
fow decreases so that the drillers can work at 
the well. 

At present it is difficult to place an exact es- 
timate on what the well will produce, as the 
hole has never been cleaned out. While the 
gas pfessure is strong enough to cause the 
well to flow by heads at intervals of fifteen to 
eighteen minutes the pressure is not great 
enough to cause a continuous flow, which 
doubtless will result when the well is put on 
the swab and agitated. The gas, too, while 
it forees the oi] to the top of the hole at in- 
tervals at the same time serves to hold down 
he oil and prevent a continuous flow. 


Long Life Indicated 


Just what will be the developments it is 
impossible to say at this time, but scouts all 
agree that it is a ‘‘bearcat,’’ and point out 
that the unusually fine quality of the sand 
promises long life for the well with an ex- 
ceptionally large production. ‘The sand is very 
fne and had been penetrated to a depth of 
% feet when the well was shot. Sand was 
topped at 2,410 feet and drilled 31 feet in 
when the bit encountered four feet of solid 
slate; then for 20 feet came a formation of 
slate and sand, and the bit struck a second 
pay and drilled 35 feet in.

Operators in the West Virginia oil fields are not letting up in their efforts to 
find new producing territory and just as consistently the object of their search con- 
tinues, like a will o’ the wisp, to elude them, judging by the results that have been 
reported during the past few months and never more so than in the past week, for 


there has been nothing of a promising nature brought forth. 


In fact in some of the 


sections where good things were indicated for a time the opposite has resulted and 


the disappointment continues. 


In the old fields every effort is being made to in- 


crease the production and in some instances this was successful for a time, but not 


to any great extent. 


During the past week there has been about the usual number of wells com- 
pleted in the different counties of the State, the total being 53 which is a little less 


than for the previous week. 


The amount of new production is 431 barrels a day, 


about 100 barrels less than for the seven days before, and the average is about 
14% barrels for each of the 30 wells which have been reported as producers. The 
number of dry holes was considerably less while the gas wells are greater by two 


for the week. 
to ascertain, was 53. 


Better Field Conditions 


Conditions in the fields are believed to be 
better now than they have been for at least 
a year. At this time last year the operators 
were handicapped to a great extent by the 
lack of material and labor. The material 
proposition has been solved to a large extent 
and sufficient pipe, cordage and other things 
that enter into the matter of drilling and 
operating wells is in larger supply than it 
has been since before the war. Labor, while 
high priced, is becoming more plentiful, but 
there is still an opportunity for all the skilled 
men who have spent a number of years in the 
field to get all the work they can do and in 
many cases more than they want, for they 
hardly get one well completed until there is 
another ready for them to start on, 

Operating companies are busy making plans 
for the fall and winter by getting additional 
material in the fields where they expect to 
operate. In most instances the larger com- 
panies which have developed territory that 
they can drill at any time are hauling out pipe 
and machinery which will be needed during 
the winter. ‘This is shown by the fact that 
warehouses are being built in nearly all the 
fields of the State where material will be 
stored for the winter or until it is needed. It 
is reported that this safeguard against bad 
roads is being taken advantage of this year 
more than for many years in the past and 
presages that these concerns are making ar- 
rangements to keep on with the intensive cam 
paign in the search for new pools that has 
marked all the work done in the State dur- 
ing the past eight months 

Gilmer and Roane counties continue to be 
the best producers in the State, with Roane 
coming to the front a little faster each week 
In Gilmer county during the past week, the 
smallest it has had for some time, the South 
Penn Oil Co. completed the one big producer, 
its No. 2 on the S. H. Hardman tract, which 
started off at the rate of 117 barrels a day 
and is reported to be continuing at about 100 
barrels a day. One other producer good for 
°°) barrels a day was completed in that coun 
ty, with one dry hole and two gas wells 
There are a number of wells drilling in the 
Maxon sand section of the county that are 
nearing the sand, and some of them should 
get the pay within the next. few days, possibly 
by the first of the week. There are several 
ahead of development that are of importance, 
but these will not be drilled in for some time 


ss Ritchie County Leads 


After a long period, during which dry holes, 
gas wells and small producers marked its re 
ports, Ritchie county has 1in come to the 
front with a good producer. It is the Hope 
Natural Gas Co.’s well on the Thomas farm, 
which started off at 50 barrels a day. A 
number of other wells were completed in that 
eounty during the week. but none of them 
were important, either from the amount of 
their production or location Doddridge coun 
ty, which joins Ritchie on the east and north 
and which has been bringing in some good 
producers in the deeper sands during the past 
few months, failed during the past week, and 
there was not a good well reported from that 
section. 

Another good well has been completed in the 
Rerea Grit development in Roane county It 
is the Heck Development Co.’s No. 2 on the 
H. C. Roach farm, located about 400 feet 
from its No. 1 on that tract, which is re 
ported to have started off at 50 barrels a day. 
The Heck Co. has a number of new locations 
made in that section, several rigs standing and 
has been waiting on material and labor to go 
ahead with a more extended drilling program. 
Development to the north and west of this 
pool is not progressing rapidly for some _un- 
explained reason, as wells which have been 
located and tn some instances where the rigs 
are completed are still idle. They will prob- 
ably be started in a short time, however 

Kanawha county, especially the Jordan's 
Creek and Doctor's Creek sections, where so 
many good wells were completed during the 
early part of the year, has had little to show 








The total number of wells completed, so far as it has been possible 


for some time, in spite of the fact that the 
number of new wells located and starting has 
been larger than for some time. Cabin Creek 
district and Loudon district have been showing 
an increase in the number of new wells oper- 
ating, and there should be a large number of 
completions in both districts during the next 
couple of weeks. Additional drilling is being 
done on Mile Run, Elk district, where the 
Gibralter Oil Co, drilled in a 10-barrel producer 
on the Casdorph farm several months ago, but 
progress has been slow and none of the wells 
have been reported completed. 


Marion County 


Marion county this week has the largest 
number of weils completed, but its production 
does not amount to a great deal One well 
which was completed the previous week— 
the Blackshere Oil & Gas Co.’s No. 10 on the 
W. S. Straight farm—is reported to have been 
shot, cleaned out and is still making better 
than 80 barrels per day. Its initial production 
was a little over 100 barrels a day. Harrison 
county, which joins Marion on the south and 
east, has had practically nothing to offer for 
some time, and it is reported that drilling in 
that county has fallen off to a great extent 
because of the lack of territory. Lewis county, 
still farther to the east, has nothing to offer, 
but there are a number of deep-sand wells 
being drilled there This county is one of the 
few in the State where big surprises are liable 
to come at any time because of the unusual 
formations and gushers that may result at any 
of the wells being completed within the next 
few weeks 

The latest completion in Ritchie county, this 
State, is that of the Hope Natural Gas Co., 
located on the G. W. Thomas farm, in Clay 
district. This is their No. 6 on this farm. It 
is located about 400 feet northeast of No. 3 on 
the same farm, and is reported to be making 
better than 50 barrels a day in the Maxon 
sand The well is flowing under its own gas 
pressure, and is believed to tan it nportant 
find in that section. In Murph ¢istr .ct of the 
same county R. G. Gillespie has completed a 
second test on the J. L. Mulleneaux tract, and 
it is reported to be showing for a light pumper 
in the Big Injun formation. In Grant district 
the Southern Oil Co.'s No. 5 on the Elizabeth 
yfield farm has been completed through the 
Keener sand, and is showing for a little better 
than 10 barrels a day. 

In Union district of the county the Hope 
Natural Gas Co. has drilled in a test on the 
D. S. Hall farm at a depth of 2,527 feet, and 
at that depth had failed to find any trace of 
the Berea Grit formation. In the Big Injun 
sand there was a slight showing of oil, and 
the plan is now to plug the hole to that forma- 
tion and make a test at that level. In Lafay- 
ette district, Pleasants county, the American 
Oil Development Co. has completed a very 
light pumper at a second test on the S. M. 
Bumgardner farm in the Big Injun sand. In 
Union district, Wood county, George W. Basel 
has a small showing of oil in the Cow Run 
sand at his No. 16 on the H. D. Dye farm, 
which has just been completed 

The Hope Natural Gas Co. has completed a 
gasser in the Cow Run sand at its test on the 
kK. G. Rohrbough, located in De Kalb district, 
Gilmer county, and in Clay district, Ritchie 
county, the Philadelphia Gas Co.'s test on the 
Vv. C. Snodgrass farm has been completed 
through the Big Injun sand, and it has a 
gasser in that formation. In the same district 
and county the Imperial Oil & Gas Products 
has also completed its test on the Arzana Curry 
farm in the Squaw farm. This well is re- 
ported to be a duster in all the sands passed 
through On Rush Creek, Smithfield district, 
Roane county, the Ohio Fue! Oil Co. has the 
rig completed, rigged up and started spudding 
at a second test on the L. J. Meadows farm. 
This well is located 2,400 feet northeast of 
No. 1 on the same tract In Reedy district 
of the same county the Heck Development Co. 
is reported to have made the locations for a 
number of new wells on their leases in the 
vicinity of the Roach tract, which has proved 
a good producer, and will start building the 
rigs at once. 

The United Fuel Gas Co. has completed No. 
3 on the Ida Weaver farm, located on Jordan's 
creek, Big Sandy district, Kanawha county, 
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and it is showing for a fair Weir sand gasser. 
The same company's No. 6 on the same tract 
is drilling, but will not reach the sand for 
some days yet. In the same district the Brax- 
ton Oil & Gas Co, is due in the sand at a test 
which it has been drilling for some time on the 
A. W. Goad farm. The Cincinnati Oil & Gas 
Co, is rigging up for a test on the J. M. 
Tinsley tract, and Koontz & Thabet have part 
of the rig timbers on the ground for their 
No. 1 on the F. F. Snyder farm, all of which 
are located in the same district and county. A 
number of new locations have been made and 
the rig timbers are being placed on the 
ground as rapidly as they can be gotten out 
Much new work will be started in all parts of 
the field which has been defined, but it is not 
expected there will be much effort made for 
extensions as the leads all appear to have run 
out from this pool. 


In Curry district, Putnam county, the Sov- 
ercign Gas Co. has just completed its test on 
the J. KE. Phillips tract and it is reported to 
be showing for a fair ser in the Big Injun 
sand, In the same d ict the Putnam Oil 
Co, has completed its No. 8 on the W. A. 
Wheeler farm and will also have a gas well 
in the same formation. King & Kingrey are 
drilling at SOO feet at their test well located 
on the HH. C, Osborne farm located in the same 
district and county, and the Charleston Dun- 
bar Natural Gas Co. is due in the sand at a 
test on the Moses A. Gillespie tract. There 
is still considerable test work being done in 
Putnam county, but up to the present time 
most of the wells have been gas producers, 
with a number of dry holes, and the oil pro- 
duction of the county has not been increased 
to any great extent during the past four or 
five months. 












In Grant district, Wetzel county, the Man- 
ufacturers’ Light & Heat Co. is starting a test 
well on the W P. Hubbard farm which will 
be drilling by the latter part of the week 
In Mannington district, Marion county, the 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia Gas Co. has 
drilled its test well on the IX. EF, Hayes farm 
into the Big Injun sand and will have a 
gasser from that formation. In the same dis- 
trict the Freehold & Jordan Oil Co. is giving 
its test well on the David Brummage farm a 
test of oil in the Maxon sand, nothing having 


been found in the lower formations. In the 
same locality the Hope Natural Gas Co. is 
building the rig for a test on the T. B. Yost 
farm. On Laurel Run of Henry's Fork, in 


Spencer district, Roune county, the South 
Venn Oil Co. has the rig completed for a test 
on the A. J. Bennett tract and will start 
drilling within a few days. 

The South tenn Oil Co.’s No. 1 on the 
Daniel Brummage farm, loca at Glover's 
Gap, Mannington district, Marion county, has 
been completed in the fourth sand and is re- 
ported to be a dry hole in that formation.

ALBERTA 


In Western Canada a report is in circulation 
at Fort McMurray in the Athabaska district 
that one of the Imperial Oil, Ltd., tests in the 
far North had developed « production of 300 
barrels a’ day. The rumors credit this produc- 
tion to the test drilling at Windy Point on 
the north shore of Great Slave Lake; but this 
seems improbable, as the Great Slave Lake 
test did not start rigging up till this spring 
and some materials had still to be brought in 
after the opening of navigation. The test at 
Oil Creek, below Fort Norman, on the Mac- 
kenzie River, was rigged up last fall, ready 
to start work early the present season, and 
may have secured some kind of showing at 
comparatively shallow depth. Imperial Oil 
officials at last reports had heard nothing as 
to recent results with either test, and there is 
nothing official to confirm the rumors. They 
have, however, resulted in a considerable rush 
of prospectors toward the North. 

Professor Ells of the Geological Survey of 
Canada is investigating the tar sand deposits 
on the Athabaska, and Professors Allan and 
Rutherford of the University of Alberta are 
conducting investigations for the Alberta pro- 
vincial government on the Athabaska and 
Clearwater rivers. 

In Southern Alberta the test of the Boston 
Alberta syndicate south of Cardston is re- 
ported drilling around 2.800 feet. The drill is 
working in the Benton shales, which will prob- 
ably continue for 100 feet more. ‘This is the 
deepest test yet drilled in the Cardston area, 
but the syndicate is equipped to drill consider- 
ably deeper. 


Imperial Tanker Fleet 


The completion next May of the two new 
Imperial Oil tankers now under construction 
at the Collingwood shipyards on Georgian Bay 
will give Imperial Oil, Ltd., the third largest 
fleet under the Canadian flag. This fleet oper- 
ates across the Atlantic to Europe, down south 
as far as the Caribbean Sea, and up the St. 
Lawrence to the Great Lakes. It has under- 
gone a considerable expansion since 1913, not 
merely in numbers, but in carrying capacity, 
the recently completed tanker Trontolita ex- 
ceeding in capacity the entire Great Lakes 
fleet of 1913. 

In addition to its own fleet, Imperial Oil, 
Lid., has chartered outside tonnage to handle 
some of its crude oil trade. The company 
also has under construction at present two 
15,000-ton tankers—the Victolite and Vancolite 
‘which are expected to be in commission by 
May, 1921. These steamers will be fitted with 
all the latest equipment for loading and dis- 
charging oil cargoes, the intention being to 
keep them in port not more than 24 hours at 
a time. 

On the Pacific Coast arrangements have been 
made through the International Petroleum Co., 
Ltd., for the crude oil supply for the Ioco 
(British Columbia) refinery. The Sarnia (Ont.) 
Plant is supplied by pipeline from Cygnet, 
Ohio, and the Regina (Sask.) plant is supplied 
by tank cars.

Municipal Authorities and Pro- 
ducing Interests Confer on 


Price Advance 


CHATHAM, Ontario, Aug. 17, 1920. 


A conference was held at Chatham on August 
12 between the committee of seven appointed 
by the southwestern municipalities some time 
ago and representatives of the Union Natural 
Gas Co. to discuss the proposed increase in 
natural gas rates. Mayor Brisco of Chatham 
headed the municipal representatives, and the 
Union Natural Gas Co. was represented by 
D. A. Coste, vi president; F. W. James, 
general manager; S. A. Morse, secretary-treas- 
urer; P. A. Little and S. L. McKay. 

Mr. Coste presented a memorial embodying 
the grounds on which the rate increase to 50 
cents per 1.044) in winter months and 75 cents 
per 1,000 in summer months was asked He 
pointed out that the market had been re- 
stricted owing to the cutting off of manufac- 
turers; the cost of operating the business had 
increased between 200 and 300 per cent., and 
the rates ranging from 15 cents to 30 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet were comparable to coal 
at $6 a ton. While natural gas containing 
1.000 B. t. u. sold at 30 cents artificial gas, 
with but 600 B. t. u. commanded from $1.25 
to $1.50 The cost of operation, maintenance 
and development work for the years 1915 to 
1917 inclusive averaged $618,000 a year, com- 
pared with $331,000 average for the preceding 
three years Average returns were 1912 to 
1914, inclusive, 7.8 per cent.; 1915 to 1918, in- 
clusive, 4.8 per cent.; since then, 2.3 per cent. 

He added that unless the rates were in- 
creased new wells could not be drilled to main- 
tain the supply; but if the increase were 
granted the company would undertake to spend 
not less than $150,000 a year on new drilling. 

The municipal representatives submitted a 
list of 33 questions to the Union Natural Gas 
Co. These questions will be answered in 
writing, after which the results will be laid 
before a general meeting of the municipalities 
on August 27. 

Natural Gas Commissioner E. 8S. Estlin has 
notified natural gas consumers in Southwestern 
Ontario to lay in supplies of emergency fuel, 
in view of the probability that the gas supply 
during severe weather will be restricted to 
cooking and water heating.

Tank Wagon Prices 


Every oil man believes that ultimately the 
tank-wagon price must be advanced enough to 
cover the cost of freight They argue thai the 
Standard Oi] Co. and other large organizations 
are ruled by sound, money-making business 
ideas, and that it would be folly for the sake of 
some sentimental reasons that would not be 
business like or for the sake of a special ad- 
vantage over a comparatively few concerns, 
for the large organizations in the industry to 
absorb the freight. Some claim that they 
would do so at a loss if they did, and losing 
money is not a Standard specialty. 


Others point out tnat the freight applies to 
everything that these large organizations re- 
ceive by freight; that they are large buyers of 
petroleum products as well as sellers of these 
commodities It has been said that the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana buys more than half of 
the refinery products that it sells It certainly 
has a large buying organization and orders 
heavily The fact that it buys a large portion 
of the product of the great Cosden plant is 
well known, and it is said to have all of the 
output of several other refineries, besides pur- 
chasing largely to supply additional needs as 
they arise. This large amount of refinery prod- 
uct will have to pay freight just the same as 
the car of gasoline that some little jobber in 
the interior of Indiana may order from the 
Kansas fields. There are other angles to this 
argument of who pays the freight, but the 
consensus is that there will be a tank-wagon 
advance and that until it is announced there 
is going to be a spell of dull business. 


Anticipating Freight Advances 


The oil industry is not generally caught nap- 
ping, and it was not in this case. As early 
as July 3 one of the prominent marketers sent 
notices to its trade advising that the advance 
in freight rates would be more than 30 per 
cent, and would go into effect before Septem- 
ber 1. The notice further suggested that 
toward the close of the period preceding the 
advance there would be so great a rush of 
orders that refiners would be unable to fill 
them and that those who could do so should 
in good season order what they would need or 
could take in at the lower rate of freight. 


All of this came true. Today there is not a 
refiner of any importance who has not orders 
booked to his full capacity to ship up to the 
actual time when the higher rates go into 
effect. There are a lot of orders in the market 
that cannot be accepted with the proviso that 
the shipment be made before the date set for 
the advance. This is making it rather dull for 
the selling force, who are inclined to wish that 
the whole thing was over. 


Regarding Future Prices 


There is nearly as great a diversity of opin- 
ion regarding the future of prices as there are 
men who have an opinion. The oil jobber is 
without doubt trying to make a lower market, 
on the theory that there may be no advance 
in tank-wagon prices and the freight will have 
to be deducted from the price of the com- 
modity. The refiner insists that he cannot 
reduce prices because he has to pay freight on 
a number of articles that he uses and on all 
material equipment and supplies, which will 
increase the cost of his product. 

One very good reason for this is the increase 
in the selling price of its principal product 
according to bulk. According to the figures 
of the refinery production of the country for 
1919, as published by the Bureau of Mines, 45 
per cent. of the crude is made into gas and 
fuel oil, and for this the refiner is receiving on 
the average approximately $1.18 more per bar- 
rel of crude run than he did a year ago. 56/58 
gasoline was quoted at 17 cents and kerosene 
at 9 cents a year ago. Quite an advance, yet 
not unjustified by the conditions in the market. 

But the refiner will be the last person to 
admit that he should pay the freight, and 
nothing will make him admit it except over- 
flowing tanks and no orders at his price, with 
the buyer sticking out for lower quotations. 
There will be quite a time until this condition 
prevails, yet there may be a period of consid- 
erable length when it will be dull, and during 
the meantime it must be remembered that, as 
one man says, ‘““The worst thing about the 
whole industry is the financing of it. Just see 
what happened to Sinclair.’’ The reply to that 
might be that the trouble with the Sinclair 
group was that it lacked public confidence. 
Otherwise that issue of short-term notes with 
conversion privileges would never have gone so 
largely unsold, as report says it did. 


Present Markets 


In this confusion of desires and conditions, 
present and future, known and unknown, the 
oil man is at sea more or less Prices are 
partly nominal, for the average marketer has 
his possible offerings for the next week all 
sold, and is uncertain whether there will be 
any demand for a while after the freight rates 
zo into effect. Certainly it will leave the re- 
finer with practically empty tinks, except pos- 
sibly kerosene, which continues to be the drug 
on the petroleum market that it has been for 
some time. One of the largest sellers in the 
city stated that they had nothing to sell for 
delivery before August 27 except a few odd 
cars Several others made similar reports.

Lubricants Dull 


The demand for lubricating oils and greases 
has shown a great falling off as compared with 
recent months. This is due to a number of 
causes. The export demand has been limited 
by the high cost of exchange as well as the 
very high prices that have been charged for 
oils for export. The shippers complain that 
the cost of packages as well as the handling 
of the goods has been increasing right along, 
until they are obliged to ask high rates. The 
domestic demand has suffered from a number 
of causes, the chief of which has been the clos- 
ing down or the running on shorter time of a 
great many important industrial plants. All 
kind of textile plants, including wool, cotton, 
and silk, have been largely idle. Many leather 
producing plants have been closed. The tire 
plants and some of the large automobile in- 
dustrial units have been shut a part of the 
time. These and many others are not large 
buyers in advance of their needs. Engine room 
supplies are usually bought either in single 
units or for the month, so that it has been 
pointed out that one of the best means of 
judging of the national industrial activities is 
the amount of lubricants that are being sold. 
_At the same time there has been a large 
increase in the production of many kinds of 
oils and lubricating stocks. Refineries have 
added this and that to their output, and some 
have put in the necessary plant to make the 
full line so that the bureau reports show that 
production of lubricants is larger than ever 
before. And the cost of lard, greases, tal- 
lows and the like have also been lower. It is 
not considered likely that there will be any 
further advances. Cylinder stocks are weak 
and neutrals are easy. Western refiners are 
offering their products freely in the East te 
compounders and other buyers of car lots, 


Freight Rates and Petroleum 


The preliminary conference that was held at 
the rooms of the American Petroleum Institute 
last week has resulted in the dceision to calla 
conference of the entire industry. As was 
pointed out by Mr. Grant and others, the fall- 
ure of the industry to unite solidly on some 
one plan of rate regulation is responsible for 
the present facts regarding the advance. There 
is no other industry that meets the same 
peculiar condition of transportation practices 
as the petroleum industry. It is the only one 
for one thing in which pipeline trapsportation 
plays a leading part. 

At the hearings before the 
was a part of the industry that wanted the 
advance in cents per hundred pounds, and 
there were some who wanted the percentage 
advance, and another group to whom it ap- 
parently made no difference. If the industry 
had been united on the cents per hundred 
pound advance the commission would probably 
have so ordered it. If other industries com- 
plained the difference between the petroleum 
and the lumber or coal or steel industry could 
have been quickly shown and the reasonable- 
ness of the order proven. 

Secretary Welch asked those present at the 
conference, which number included Messrs. 
Grant and Thorne, from Chicago, and Leb- 
mann, of Kansas City, to give him in writing 
a fuller statement of the situation, after which 
he will announce the place and date for the 
conference of the industry. As Mr. Grant, of 
the I. O. M. A., says, there is no use 0 
opening the advance rate case until the in- 
dustry has agreed on what it wants and ie 
ready to stand as a unit behind that agreé 
ment. .

Chicago Trade Comment 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has

The situation in Russia remains chaotic. 
During a portion of the year hopes were cher- 
ished that circumstances would undergo such 
a change as would render possible a renewal 


of regular work, but these hopes have not been 
fulfilled, and at present the prospects are of 
such a character as to make any resumption 
unlikely for the current year The directors 
are still unable to give any reliable survey of 
the financial position of the Russian interests. 
The Roumanian Petroleum industry has had 
#reat difficulties to contend with during the 
year In consequence of the transport crisis 
and the prohibition of free export almost all 
disposable storage space has been taken up, 
both in the refineries and on the oilfields. Dur- 
ing the summer all work was stopped for 
about six weeks as the result of a strike. 
Furthermore, boring and production opera- 
tions had to be reduced to a minimum on ac- 
count of the shortage of storage space, so that 
the output of the sta Romana in 1919 
amounted to only 238 tons, against 300,140 
tons in 1918.

The oil investment, President Nicol 


says, will amount to over $50,000.000 by 
July next year. Notwithstanding the 
high level costs generally and difficult 
money conditions, this development pro- 
gram has so far been accomplished with- 
out financing. In the past four calendar 
years Gulf has earned nearly $18,000,000 
over and above preferred and common 
dividends. 

The company started the present fiscal 
year with a net working capital of $20,- 
672,000. There is $4,000,000 from the 
Railroad Administration to be added, 
which incidentally is within 5 per cent. 
of the company’s claim, and _ probably 
before the year is over a settlement will 
have been reached with the Shipping 
Board. Together they may involve $10,- 
000,000, but of course, to the extent that 
this money pays for lost or comman- 
deered ships it is not a genuine addition 
to working capital. It is officially inti- 
mated that some temporary financing 
may be needed to carry out the oil pro- 
gram, which, of course, could not profit- 
ably be retarded to a rate corresponding 
with the accumulation of surplus earn- 
ings. ; : 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
railroad rate increase order should have 
a beneficial effect upon Gulf’s coastwise 
services. Of the 73 ships owned by the 
Gulf companies 11 are exclusively en- 
gaged in coastwise business, which busi- 
ness for a year and a half or more has 
been operated at a loss. In fact, rev- 
enues from all shipping operations so 
far this year have been disappointing, 
and with the 1920 income account to 
feel only slightly the effect of oil opera- 
tions, it is likely that this will be an 
“off” year from an earnings’ standpoint. 
But in 1921 the company will reap where 
it has been sowing for the past two or 
three years. 


ELK BASIN EXPANDS 


Consolidated Company Acquires 55 
P. C. Stock of Frantz Pet. Co. 


Recent advices from Denver state that 
Elk Basin Consolidated Petroleum Co. 
has acquired 55 per cent. of the stock of 
the Frantz Petroleum Co., a producing 
company organized in 1919 with a total 
capital of $3,000,000, of which $2,500,000 
is in the hands of the public. The Elk 
Basin company obtains the entire treas- 
urv stock and a portion of the pooled 
stock held-by directors of the Frantz 
corporation, on the basis of one share of 
Elk Basin stock for each four shares of 
Frantz. 

The Frantz corporation owns upwards 
of 25.000 acres, including 14,000 acres in 
the Cat Creek oil field, Wyoming, the only 
district producing high gravity oil in the 
State. The company has two wells on 
this structure, one making 350 barrels of 
47 degrees gravity oil and is preparing 
to drill two more wells at once. A pipe 
line laid by the company to Winnett, the 





nearest railroad point, will be in opera- 
tion next week. 

In addition, the Frantz company has a 
half interest in two quarter sections in 
the Salt Creek field on each of which it 
has a well down to the second Wall 
Creek sand ready for completion when 
the Department of Interior grants leases 
on these tracts.

LEASING RULINGS 


Interior Department Issues Digest of 
Recent Decisions on Oil and 


Gas Permits 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17, 1920, 


The following digest of recent rulings 
in relation to oil and gas permits and 
bases has been given out by the Interior 
Department :— 


Assignee of claim located before October 1 
1919.—An application for oil permit or leage 
under section 19 may be made by an assignee 
who acquired title after October 1, 1919, to 
claim located before that date, provided such 
assignee may not acquire permits to more 
than 2,560 acres in the same structure or three 
times that area in the same state. 

Discovery on Adjoining Caims.—In case of 
two claims that adjoin it is necessary to have 
discovery on each claim to secure lease for 
both under section 18. If the discovery is only 
on one claim the lease must be confined to the 
limits of the claim containing the discovery, 

Right of Assignees to Lease.—The grantee of 
good faith locators may transfer his interest to 
contractors, assignees, or lessees Who were jn 
possession prior to July 1, 1919, and each of 
such owners may then apply for a lease of 
such portion of the claim as may be agreed 
upon among those entitled to the claim as 4 
whole. This is contingent upon the condition 
that grantee of locators has not been holding 
more than the minimum allowed under section 
18 of the leasing act. 

Party in Interest Must File Application.—The 
oil and gas leasing bill provides that permits 
may be issued to a citizen of the United States 
an association of such citizens, a corporation 
organized under the laws of the United States 
or of any State or Territory thereof or a mu. 
nicipality. 

It follows from this that no one but a citizen 
can obtain _any rights under the provisions of 
said act. This office has held that an agent or 
attorney-in-fact may locaté a claim but that 
the party in whose interest the claim is located 
must file the application for a permit and at 
that time show his qualifications. The citizen- 
ship of the agent is not material. 


The Land Service Bulletin in its Au- 
gust issue tells how the government won 
an oil suit, as follows:— 

On July 16, 1920, the appellants in the suit 
of W. H. Enders et al vs. United States, ap- 
peared in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals at New Orleans, La., and requested 
the dismissal of the appeal, whereupon the 
court on that date ordered the cause dismissed 
at the cost of the appellants, 

The gbove styled case is one of the so-called 
Ferry ‘Lake oil suits that were instituted by 
the United States in the United District Court, 
Western District of Louisiana, in which de- 
crees were entered by order of that court in 
favor of the government during August, 1919. 

The appellants were claiming the lands in- 
voived in the controversy (lots 5 and 6, 66.29 
acres, sec. 9, T. 20 N., R. 16 W., La.) under 
the placer mining laws, but the dismissal of 
the suit nullifies the mining claims and gives 
to the United States possession of the oil pro- 
duction and a money verdict for $1,577.24 and 
costs. The other so-called Ferry Lake oil suits 
that were instituted at the same time are still 
pending on appeal in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals.

Tanker Bidwell Takes Water After 
Being Stuck on Launching Ways 
Two Weeks 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 17, 1920. 


The 10,000-ton tank steamer Bidwell, 
which was to have been launched at the 
yard of the Baltimore Drydocks & Ship- 
building Co. on Saturday, July 31, and 
which was in fact christened at that 
time, despite the circumstance that she 
became stuck on the ways, remained 
there exactly two weeks to a day, and 
finally slid down the greased runners 
on Saturday, August 12, without a hitch. 
Attempts to get her overboard were made 
almost daily after the first effort, but the 
hull resisted all such endeavors to float 
it. The ship eventually took the water 
as if nothing had ever been the matter 
as soon as the props were removed, in 
the presence of several hundred work- 
ers. There were no formalities. The 
Bidwell was built for the United States 
Shipping Board.
